Several  interesting  letters  are  printed  in  our  correspond- 
ence section,  the  subjects  being  Shakespeare  and  laudanum, 
the  therapeutics  of  oxalic  acid,  F.M.R.  prices,  window-shows, 
the  II.  limit  of  "  patents,"  Irish  iodine  and  potash,  and  sales 
record  (pp.  978-979). 

The  B.P.C.  meeting  in  Manchester  is  taking  definite  shape. 
We  tell  on  p.  968  how  matters  stand,  and  a  series  of  articles 
on  Manchester  pharmacy  begins  on  p.  957,  with  some 
reminiscences  of  Manchester  associations.  Group  photo- 
graphs of  the  local  committees  are  printed  on  p.  958. 

Deaths  from  chloroform  and  other  anaesthetics  are  being 
thoroughly  investigated  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  the  City  of 
London  and  Southwark  Coroner.  One  inquest  that  we  report 
fully  (p.  973)  clearly  shows  that  the  anaesthetic  was  not  at 
fault,  and  we  comment  upon  this  and  other  aspects  of  these 
fatalities  (p.  969). 

The  advance  in  opium  is  a  feature  of  the  week  in  the 
markets,  and  morphine  salts  are  in  consequence  very  strong. 
Otherwise  the  changes  this  week  mostly  favour  buyers  ;  such 
articles  as  copaiba,  gamboge,  lemon  and  orange  oils,  foreign 
citric  acid,  canary  seed,  coconut  oil,  ammonia  sulphate,  and 
antimony  being  easier  or  lower  (p.  975). 

Two  butter-of-antimony  actions  are  reported  this  week. 
The  defence  in  the  Scotch  one  was  begun  on  Wednesday,  when 
Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  was  the  principal  witness,  his  evidence  being 
corroborated  by  skin-specialists  (p.  962).  The  other  case  was 
in  Dublin,  where  a  farmer  sued  Messrs.  Connor  &  Sons,  of 
Newry,  for  darmages.  alleging  that  he  had  been  supplied  with 
butter  of  antimony  instead  of  Friar's  balsam.  The  verdict 
was  quite  Irish — viz.,  1/.  damages,  but  the  plaintiff  suffered 
no  damage  (p.  961).

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  28  contained 
four  parts  by  weight  of  cupric  sulphate,  five  parts  of 
potassium  aluminium  sulphate  (potash  alum),  and  one  part 
of  lithium  carbonate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such 
a  mixture  is —

The  powder  contained,  as  impurity,  a  trace  of  a  chloride, 
but  was  free  from  other  noteworthy  impurities. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  twenty-five 
students,  and  fourteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
All  of  our  correspondents  detected  the  presence  of  copper 
and  of  the  sulphuric  radical.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of 
the  other  constituents  of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic 
radicals:  Aluminium,  1;  potassium,  2;  lithium,  3;  (6) 
Carbonic-acid  radical,  3.  Five  students  failed  to  note  the 
copious  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in 
a  dry  test-tube. 

The  colour  of  the  powder  proclaimed  the  presence  of  a 
cupric  salt,  and  it  was  scarcely  to  be  anticipated  that  any 
student  would  fail  to  detect  the  copper,  or  the  very  large 
proportion  of  the  sulphuric  radical.  The  proportion  of  each 
of  the  other  constituents  (except  the  water  of  crystallisa- 
tion) was  relatively  small,  however,  and  the  probability  of 
some  being  overlooked  was  greater  in  their  case. 

In  the  known  presence  of  the  sulphuric  radical,  the  pre- 
sence of  more  than  a  very  small  quantity  of  lead  in  a  powder 
which  dissolved  readily  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  was  not 
to  be  expected,  but  this  scarcely  justified  a  number  of 
students  in  altogether  omitting  to  test  for  lead. 

The  precipitation  of  the  aluminium  as  hydroxide  on  the 
addition  of  ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia  was 
fairly  conspicuous,  but  students  should  be  careful  not  to 
add  ammonia  in  great  excess,  since  aluminium  hydroxide  is 
very  distinctly  soluble  in  ammonia,  and,  if  present  in  small 
quantity,  it  might  be  dissolved  entirely. 

The  flame-coloration  due  to  lithium  was  attributed  in 
some  cases  to  strontium  :  in  other  cases  the  coloration  was 
viewed  through  blue  glass  and  was  attributed  to  potassium. 
It  is  not  safe  to  conclude  that  potassium  is  present  in  a 
mixture  solely  because  it  yields  a  flame-coloration  visible 
through  blue  glass,  since  the  colorations  due  to  metals  of  the 
barium  group  and  to  lithium  are  also  visible  through  blue 
glass.  The  test  is  applicable  with  safety  only  after  the 
removal  of  the  barium  and  preceding  groups,  and  in  the 
known  absence  of  lithium.  When  lithium  is  present, 
Carnot's  test,  or  the  hydrochloroplatinic-acid  test,  for 
potassium  should  never  be  omitted. 

Aware  of  the  sparing  solubility  of  lithium  phosphate, 
several  students  were  in  some  doubt  about  testing  for  mag- 
nesium, in  presence  of  the  lithium,  in  the  usual  way  by 


means  of  sodium  or  ammonium  phosphate.  In  such  a  case 
it  is  safe  to  test  a  portion  of  the  ammoniacal  filtrate  from 
the  barium  group  for  magnesium  in  the  usual  way,  when, 
if  no  precipitate  is  produced  on  standing,  magnesium  may 
be  considered  to  be  absent.  If,  however,  a  precipitate  is 
produced,  both  magnesium  and  lithium  may  be  present  and  a 
separation  is  necessary.  In  this  case,  the  remainder  of  the 
filtrate  from  the  barium  group  should  be  treated  with  barium 
hydroxide  in  excess,  whereby  the  magnesium  is  precipitated 
as  hydroxide,  along  with  barium  carbonate,  and  with 
barium  sulphate  if  the  solution  contained  the  sulphuric 
radical,  while  the  lithium  passes  through  in  the  filtrate.  The 
precipitate  should  be  washed  thoroughly  with  hot  water  and 
then  treated  on  the  filter  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
acid  solution  is  mixed  with  ammonium  chloride,  ammonia 
in  excess,  and  ammonium  carbonate  to  precipitate  the  whole 
of  the  barium,  and,  after  filtration  (and  concentration,  if 
necessary),  is  then  tested  for  magnesium  by  means  of  sodium 
or  ammonium  phosphate.

To  Correspondents. 

Donald  McKenzie. — Had  tin  as  well  as  copper  been  re- 
duced in  the  match-test,  beads  composed  of  an  alloy  of  the 
two  metals  would  have  been  obtained — not  separate  beads. 

Douglas  J.  Weddell. — Lead,  if  present  in  small  quantity 
only,  would  not  be  precipitated  as  chloride,  since  lead  chloride 
is  quite  appreciably  soluble  in  water  and  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid.  The  examination  for  lead  in  the  hydrogen-sul- 
phide precipitate  should  never  be  omitted.  The  traces  of 
calcium  most  likely  came  from  tap-water  or  from  ordinary 
filter-papers. 

Socius. — The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  indicate 
the  presence  of  magnesium  was  perhaps  due  to  traces  of 
aluminium  held  in  solution  by  large  excess  of  ammonia.  We 
were  not  able  to  confirm  the  presence  of  magnesium  or  of 
the  nitric  radical.  In  the  presence  of  the  lithium  no  certain 
conclusion  could  be  arrived  at  regarding  the  presence  of 
potassium  from  observation  of  the  flame-coloration  through 
blue  glass. 

Cuprol. — Had  lead  been  present  in  small  quantity  it  seems 
likely  that  you  would  have  failed  to  detect  it.  since  you  do  not 
report  having  applied  any  test  for  it.  Calcium  was  not  present 
in  the  powder  in  appreciable  traces. 

Micros. — It  seems  likely  that  the  apparent  reaction  for  an 
acetate  was  really  due  to  the  sodium-carbonate  extract  not 
having  been  rendered  exactly  neutral :  if  left  slightly  alkaline 
this  solution  would  give  a  reddish-brown  coloration  or  pre- 
cipitate when  ferric  chloride  was  added  to  it. 

N.  R. — You  report  the  formation  of  a  white  precipitate  on 
testing  for  potassium  by  means  of  bismuth  nitrate  and  sodium 
thiosulphate  in  presence  of  alcohol.  The  characteristic  pre- 
cipitate of  potassium  bismuth  thiosulphate  is  yellow,  however, 
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and  the  white  precipitate  you  obtained  may  have  consisted  of 
sodium-bismuth  thiosulphate  or  of  bismuth  nitrate,  which  are 
both  sparingly  soluble  in  alcohol. 

Concilio  et  Labohe. — The  test  for  potassium  by  means  of 
hydrochloroplatinic  acid,  if  properly  applied,  should  have 
given  you  unmistakable  evidence  of  the  presence  of  potas- 
sium ;  but  it  was  essential  that  all  precautions  should  be  duly 
attended  to. 

Confection. — It  is  unfortunate  that  you  did  not  carefully 
observe  the  flame-test  without  the  use  of  the  blue  glass:  had 
you  done  so,  it  is  scarcely  possible  that  the  crimson  lithium- 
flame  should  have  escaped  your  notice.  You  might  with 
advantage  have  tried  a  few  more  dry-way  tests. 

Norseman. — The  evolution  of  carbonic  anhydride  when  the 
powder  was  moistened  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  although 
inconspicuous,  was  noticeable  on  close  observation.  We  are 
unable  to  explain  the  positive  evidence  you  obtained  in  one 
test  for  the  presence  of  an  oxalate. 

A.  S.  Keys. — Having  obtained  some  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  a  carbonate,  it  would  have  been  well  to  follow  the  matter 
up  by  applying  the  most  delicate  test  at  your  disposal — i.e., 
treating  the  powder  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  in  presence 
of  a  fragment  of  clean  zinc  and  passing  the  evolved  gas — 
hydrogen,  mixed  with  carbonic  anhydride  in  small  quantity- 
through  a  few  drops  of  lime  or  baryta  water.  Note  that  it 
does  not  follow  that  calcium  is  absent  from  a  powder  which 
dissolves  completely  in  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  since  calcium 
sulphate  is  quite  sensibly  soluble  in  that  liquid  ;  also  that 
hydrogen  sulphide  is  not  evolved  when  cupric  sulphide  is 
decomposed  by  means  of  nitric  acid. 

Phil. — The  flame-coloration  seems  to  have  made  you  con- 
clude that  strontium  was  present,  since  the  reactions  of  the 
powder  in  the  systematic  analysis  did  not  give  any  indication 
of  its  presence.  Prepare  a  mixture  in  imitation  of  this  month's 
exercise  and  study  its  behaviour. 

Operose. — In  testing  for  acid  radicals  you  appear  to  have 
omitted  to  add  silver  nitrate  as  a  test  for  chloride,  etc.  The 
trace  of  iron  you  found  was  probably  derived  from  the  acid  or 
some  other  reagent  you  employed. 

Radix. — Your  report  does  not  give  enough  detail  to  enable 
us  to  explain  how  you  failed  to  detect  lithium.  Read  the  first 
sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Cuprol."

Wood,  J.  R.  Tablet-manufacture :  Its  History,  Pharmacy, 
and  Practice.  7^x5.  Pp.  225  7s.  bd.  Philadelphia  and 
London.  (J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.)  [After  historical  and 
introductory  notes  the  author  deals  with  his  subject  in  the 
following  chapters:  Triturating,  mixing,  granulating,  and 
drying;  lubricating;  compressing;  colouring;  construction  of 
formulas ;  treatment  of  individual  substances  ;  and  the  book  is 
completed  with  a  formulary  of  seventy-four  pages — this  last 
chapter  being  interleaved.  The  book  is  remarkably  complete 
and  practical.    The  apparatus  required  is  illustrated.] 

Kew  Catalogues. — -Those  who  have  visited  the  Royal 
Botanic  Gardens  at  Kew  are  aware  that  certain  official 
guides  to  the  museums  of  economic  botany  and  other  depart- 
ments of  the  gardens  are  obtainable.  There  has  just  been 
published  a  third  edition  of  the  No.  1  Guide  on  Dicotyledons 
in  the  Museum  which  gives  brief  notes  on  the  contents  of 
128  cases,  and  is  published  at  10c7.  There  are  236  pages  in  it, 
including  an  ample  index,  and  in  comparison  with  the  earlier 
editions  we  find  that  there  is  much  new  information,  the 
commercial  data  being  brought  up  to  1905.  We  have  always 
had  an  affection  for  this  book,  first  because  it  refers  to  a 
collection  of  great  historic  interest,  and,  secondly,  because  it 
gives  in  a  little  space  a  great  deal  of  information  regarding 
medicines  and  allied  products  which  are  handled  by  drug- 
gists. Even  those  who  have  not  visited  the  Museum  will 
find  it  a  useful  book  of  reference.

Brevities. 

At  the  Woodford  Cycle  Meet  on  Saturday,  June  22,  Oxo 
and  the  Globe  Polish  Co.  were  well  represented  in  the 
costumes  worn  by  the  cyclists. 

At  the  annual  Conference  of  the  British  Dental  Associa- 
tion, held  at  Brighton  this  week,  one  of  the  papers  was  by 
Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps,  F.I.C.,  of  Hove. 

The  Association  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries  raised  250?.  towards  the  expenses  of  pro- 
moting the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  Bill,  1907, 
which  is  now  awaiting  Royal  assent. 

A  quantity  of  turpentine  became  ignited  in  the  shop  of 
Mr.  A.  C.  Bomford,  chemist  and  druggist,  Church  Street, 
Eccles,  on  June  21,  and  a  slight  fire  occurred,  which,  how- 
ever, was  got  under  before  the  arrival  of  the  fire-brigade. 

The  only  alterations  in  prices  not  hitherto  noted  that 
appear  in  the  July  issue  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores' 
circular  are  Senier's  "Electric"  cloth-ball,  6d.  each;  and 
8-pint  seltzogenes,  "screw,'  20s.  each,  electroplated  9s. 
extra. 

At  the  Portsmouth  Police  Court  on  June  26,  William 
McDonald,  described  as  a  qualified  chemist,  and  an  assis- 
tant with  the  Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  sentenced  to 
one  month's  imprisonment  lor  neglecting  to  maintain  his 
wife  and  five  children. 

The  King  has  granted  a  charter  of  incorporation  to  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  March  27,  1906 
(C.  &  D.,  March  31,  1906,  p.  508),  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  apply  for  a  Royal  Charter. 

Henry  Sherwood  has  been  sent  to  prison  for  two  months 
and  William  Stanley  for  one  month  by  the  Portsmouth 
Magistrates  for  obtaining  a  quantity  of  goods  by  false  pre- 
tences from  the  Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Chandos  Street,  Portsmouth. 

George  Richard  Gandy,  25,  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  tried  to  poison  himself  at  Altrincham  with 
laudanum.  Being  thwarted  in  the  attempt  by  his  wife, 
he  committed  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  with  a  razor. 
Deceased  had  been  told  by  a  doctor  that  he  was  consumptive. 

In  the  course  of  a  speech  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Vigilance  Association,  held  in  London  on  June  20, 
Father  Bernard  Vaughan,  the  outspoken  West-end  Roman 
Catholic  prelate,  said  he  thought  chemists'  shops  wanted 
looking  up.  There  are  too  many  quack  medicines  of  a 
questionable  character,  and  they  ought  to  clear  the  deck  of 
such  things. 

A  fine  of  100?.,  with  151.  15s.  costs,  was  imposed  by  the 
Magistrate  at  the  Thames  Police  Court,  on  June  21,  on 
Philip  Diamond,  mineral-water  manufacturing  agent,  167 
Cannon  Street  Road,  E.,  for  harbouring  and  concealing  a 
quantity  of  saccharin  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  22,  p.  922).  The 
Inland  Revenue  authorities,  who  prosecuted,  believed  de- 
fendant to  be  one  of  the  principal  receivers  of  saccharin  in 
London.    The  fine  was  paid  at  once. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  (of  London). 

The  Council  of  this  Association  met  at  73  Newman  Street, 
London,  W.,  on  June  6,  and  the  following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  1907-08  session  :  President,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Northey;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Arrowsmith  and 
Warrick  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  Latreille ;  Secretaries,  Messrs. 
Brittain  and  Thompson;  Hon.  Vice-President,  Mr.  J. 
Clark. 

Money-orders  for  Costa  Eica. 

On  and  after  July  1,  1907,  money-orders  may  be  issued 
at  any  money-order  office  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  pay- 
ment at  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica.  The  poundage  to  be 
charged  will  be  the  same  as  for  orders  payable  at  other 
places  abroad.  No  single  money-order  may  be  issued  for 
more  than  40/.  Money-orders  will  also  be  issued  at  San 
Jose,  Costa  Rica,  for  payment  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
Sleeping  Sickness. 

An  International  Conference  on  African  Sleeping  Sick- 
ness was  concluded  in  London  on  June  24.  The  Confer- 
ence adopted  a  series  of  recommendations  for  international 
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action  in  combating  the  disease.  The  most  important  of 
these  is  a  proposal  for  the  formation  of  an  international 
bureau.  The  proposals  of  the  Conference  will  be  com 
munieated  to  the  respective  Governments,  and  it  is  under 
stood  that  suggestions  for  the  formation  of  the  bureau  will 
be  prepared  by  the  British  Government,  in  the  hope  that 
the  Conference  may  meet  again  later  in  the  year  with  a 
view  to  signing  a  Convention  and  giving  effect  to  the  recom- 
mendations which  have  been  adopted. 

Beneficial  Employment. 
The  Bromley  (Kent)  Education  Committee,  on  June  18, 
discussed  the  question  whether  an  engagement  as  a  chemist's 
errand-boy  was  "beneficial  employment."  The  School 
Attendance  Committee  recommended  that  it  was,  and 
advised  the  committee  to  allow  a  lad  aged  twelve  years  to 
take  the  situation.  Several  members  disagreed  with  the  re- 
commendation ;  but  Alderman  Lawrence  said  he  could  go 
back  to  the  time  when  he  was  a  chemist's  boy  errand-boy 
himself,  and  it  was  a  help  to  his  parents.  On  a  division  the 
recommendation  was  adopted. 

A  Bradford  Split. 
Some  friction  has  arisen  among  the  members  of  the  Brad 
ford  Chemists'  Association  in  consequence  of  a  decision  at 
the  last  ordinary  meeting  that  a  sum  of  five  guineas  should 
be  contributed  out  of  the  Association's  balance  towards  the 
funds  of  the  Bradford  Citizens'  Sewage  Committee,  which 
has  been  formed,  as  representing  a  very  large  number  of 
ratepayers,  to  oppose  a  very  costly  corporation  scheme  for 
the  treatment  of  the  sewage  of  the  city.    This  resolution 
was  carried  with  very  little  opposition  at  an  exceptionally 
well-attended  meeting,  but  two  members  tendered  their 
resignation  the  next  day  as  a  protest  against  the  use  of  the 
funds  of  the  Association  for  such  a  purpose.    One  of  these 
was  present  at  the  meeting  and  voiced  his  pretest  there 
The  other  is  Alderman  Dunn,  who,  as  a  member  of  the 
West  Riding  Rivers  Board,  was  the  mover  of  a  resolution 
of  that  Board  threatening  the  Bradford  Corporation  with 
proceedings  if  they  did  not  at  once  approve  a  scheme  for  the 
treatment  of  the  sewage  of  the  city.    Alderman  Dunn  has 
for  many  years  been  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of 
the  Bradford  Chemists'  Association.    He,  and  those  who 
think  with  him,  argue  that  the  Association  has  no  power  by 
its  rules  to  vote  money  for  such  a  purpose,  and  they  also 
point  out  that,  inasmuch  as  some  of  the  members  are  not 
ratepayers  in  the  city  of  Bradford,  they  would  be  unfairly 
treated  by  the  expenditure  of  money  in  this  way  even  if  it 
were  permissible  under  the  rules.      The  Council  of  the 
Association  has  since  had  a  special  meeting  to  consider  the 
difficulty,  and  has  decided  to  convene  an  extraordinary 
general  meeting  of  the  members  to  deal  with  the  matter 
finally.    It  should  be  mentioned  that  notice  of  intention  to 
move  a  resolution  subscribing  the  money  for  this  purpose 
had  been  printed  on  the  agenda  for  the  last  general  meeting, 
which  was  sent  to  all  the  members.

The  Under-Secretary  for  the  Colonies,  in  a  printed  reply 
to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Commons,  intimates  that  a 
sum  of  500Z.  has  been  contributed  by  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment during  the  present  financial  year  towards  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Tropical  Medicine. 

The  Mersey  Brigade  Bearer  Company  is  in  need  of  a  com- 
pounder. Captain  David  Smart  announces  that  any  young 
chemist  who  may  come  forward  to  join  the  company  will 
be  made  gladly  welcome,  will  be  practically  excused  drill — 
it  is  fully  recognised  how  very  spare  are  the  spare  hours  of 
a  chemist — and  will  be  promoted  to  non-commissioned  rank 
straight  away.  It  is  Captain  Smart's  ambition  that  the  com- 
pany shall  be  entirely  self-contained,  and,  except  that  it 
still  needs  the  services  of  a  professional  chemist,  it  is  that 
already. 

The  late  Mr.  Fred  Reynolds's  cartoon  entitled  "  Calling 
Spirits  from  the  Vasty  Deep  "  is  reminiscent  of  many  cellar 
escapades  and  dangers  braved,  when,  as  apprentices,  we 
made  practical  acquaintance  with  the  chemistry  of  combus- 
tion. That  the  junior  manager  of  to-day  is  just  the  same 
old  "  Tommy"  as  he  was  ten,  twenty,  or  thirty  years  ago, 
had  lately  another  illustration  in  a  local  pharmacy.  Two 
brilliant  youths  spilt  the  usual  5  gal.  of  S.V.M.,  and  mopped 
it  up  by  the  ignition-process.  Needless  to  add  that  for  a 
few  minutes  the  odds  were  ten  to  one  against  the  insurance 
company. 

Drink-cures. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  Promotion  of  the 
Normyl  Cure  for  Drunkenness,  held  in  the  West-end  of 
London  last  week,  Mr.  Cecil  Chapman,  the  Chairman  (who 
is  one  of  the  Metropolitan  Magistrates),  said  the  Normyl 
system  gave  infinitely  better  results  than  treatment  in 
Inebriates'  Homes.     The  patient  simply  took,  in  his  own 
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home,  the  particular  drugs  prescribed,  and  the  whole  treat- 
ment need  not  cost  more  than  three  guineas.  Dr.  Wallace, 
at  the  same  meeting,  announced  that  out  of  2,000  experi- 
ments there  had  not  been  more  than  8  per  cent,  of  failures ; 
and  the  Vicar  of  Camberwell  (the  Rev.  Hugh  B.  Chap- 
man) said  that  at  present  a  royalty  was  paid  to  the  chemist 
who  had  discovered  the  cure,  but  arrangements  had  been 
made  by  which  the  prescription  would  ultimately  become 
the  property  of  the  Association.  They  would  then  be  in  a 
position  to  hand  it  over  to  the  medical  profession. 

The  wife  of  a  Tipton  labourer  resolved  to  try  a  much- 
advertised  "  cure"  for  drunkenness  on  her  husband.  So  she 
sent  for  a  free  sample,  which  came  with  a  box  of  powders, 
for  which  10s.  was  charged.  She  put  powders  in  her  hus- 
band's tea  and  coffee,  but  the  stuff  made  him  ill  and  he 
thrashed  his  wife'  "because  she  had  nearly  poisoned  him." 
The  woman  wanted  a  separation  order  for  cruelty,  but  the 
Bench  would  not  grant  it. 

Sir  Frederick  Treves  on  Physic-taking. 
Sir  Frederick  Treves,  whose  speech  at  Preston  we  have 
quoted  containing  the  words  "Patients  should  leave  off 
taking  medicine  when  they  are  sick,"  turns  out  to  be  a  dis- 
torted version  of  what  was  really  said.  Sir  Frederick,  in  the 
"  Lancet,"  gives  the  following  as  the  correct  version  of  that 
part  of  his  speech:  "In  dealing  with  such  maladies  as 
typhoid  fever,  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  and  tuberculosis, 
the  public  would  be  better  advised  to  adopt  preventive 
measures  against  those  disorders  than  take  medicines  when 
they  are  sick  with  them." 

Cricket. 

Barronetta  C.C.  v.  Potter  &  Clarke  C.C. —Played  at 
Wormholt  Farm,  on  June  22,  and  the  former  (for  whom 
Berry  made  31)  secured  the  victory  by  99  to  47. 

Davy  Hill  C.C.  v.  Heron  C.C— Played  at  Shepherd's 
Bush  on  June  22.  The  first-named  (thanks  chiefly  due  to 
Sibley,  not  out  60)  reached  103  for  eight  wickets,  and  their 
opponents  only  totalled  27.

At  the  Monmouthshire  Assizes  on  June  25,  a  domestic 
servant  named  Florence  Elizabeth  Joseph  was  charged  with 
sending  letters  and  postcards  of  a  libellous  nature  to  Mr. 
John  R.  Hughes,  chemist,  of  Blaenavon.  Prisoner  pleaded 
guilty,  and  stated  that  she  had  been  living  with  the  prose- 
cutor for  three  years,  and  he  had  agreed  to  pay  her  50/., 
instead  of  which  he  turned  her  out  of  the  house  without  a 
penny.  The  learned  Judge  bound  her  over  in  the  sum  of  20/. 
to  come  up  for  judgment  if  called  upon.

(From  the  "  C  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


For  Mauritius.—  Dr.  A.  Lafont  left  Paris  on  Monday 
last,  under  a  contract  with  the  Colonial  Office,  to  take  up 
the  post  of  Director  of  Laboratories  at  Mauritius.  He 
takes  with  him  a  complete  set  of  scientific  apparatus,  in 
collecting  which  he  has  received  much  useful  aid  from  the 
directors  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  Paris.  Dr.  Lafont 
is  thirty-three  years  of  age,  and  has  already  seen  service 
in  the  French  colonies  as  an  Army  surgeon. 

M.  Gonnse,  of  St.  Malo,  appealed  against  the  judgment 
by  which  he  was  condemned  to  six  months'  imprisonment 
(with  benefit  of  the  First  Offenders  Act  to  come  up  when 
called  upon),  and  200/.  fine,  for  adulteration  of  medicaments 
for  the  sea-chests  of  the  Newfoundland  fishery  fleet.  The 
Rennes  Court  of  Appeal,  before  which  the  case  was  brought 
recently,  reduced  the  fine  to  40/.,  but  condemned  him  to  two 
months'  imprisonment,  without  the  benefit  of  the  First 
Offenders  Act. 

Accident  or  Crime  ? — The  wife  of  a  pharmacist  named 
Ehbener,  at  Nanteuil-les-Meaux,  a  village  some  thirty 
miles  from  Paris,  was  the  victim  of  a  serious  accident  on 
Friday  afternoon  of  last  week.  The  lady  was  showing  her 
garden  to  some  friends,  when  suddenly  a  shot  was  fired  by 
an  unknown  hand,  and  Mme.  Ehbener  uttered  a  piercing 
cry  and  fell  to  the  ground.  She  had  been  hit  under  the 
left  ear.  Her  husband  immediately  gave  all  possible  help 
to  stop  the  haemorrhage,  and  a  few  hours  later  an  attempt 
was  made  to  extract  the  ball,  without  success.  The  con- 
dition of  the  injured  lady  is  considered  serious,  although 
she  is  not  in  immediate  danger. 

In  a  Hospital  Pharmacy. — Suffering  from  toothache, 
Michaud,  an  infirmier,  or  male  nurse,  at  the  Andral  Hos- 
pital, Paris,  presented  himself  at  the  hospital  pharmacy  to 
procure  a  remedy.  The  pharmacy  was  temporarily  in  the 
charge  of  one  of  his  fellow-nurses,  who  took  down  a  cocaine- 
preparation  intended  for  external  use,  mixed  it  with  orange- 
flower  water  and  water,  and  bade  him  drink  it  off.  Michaud 
died.  It  appears  that  the  head  pharmacist  of  this  hospital 
has  two  other  establishments  to  supervise.  Pharmaceutical 
internes  are  on  duty  during  the  daytime,  and  it  is  only  at 
night  that  the  pharmacy  is  left  in  charge  of  unskilled  atten- 
dants. But  a  trade-journal  very  pertinently  asks  why  this 
should  ever  be  the  case,  and  why  a  sufficient  permanent  staff 
of  pharmacists  is  not  kept  up.  The  reason  appears  to  be, 
as  usual,  a  desire  to  economise. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion of  French  Pharmacists  was  opened  at  Bordeaux  on  Sun- 
day, June  16,  at  10  a.m.,  in  the  great  amphitheatre  of  the- 
Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  A  number  of  rules  of 
the  Association  were  discussed,  with  a  view  of  modifying 
the  organisation  in  accordance  with  modern  views.  Origin- 
ally it  was  an  affiliation  of  societies,  each  of  which  (roughly 
speaking)  represented  a  "Department  '  of  France.  The 
recent  tendency  has  been  to  group  a  number  of  these  societies 
into  a  regional  federation.  There  are  now  nine  of  these 
federations — East,  West,  South-east,  South-west,  Nor- 
mandy, Picardy,  Champagne,  Eure,  and  Seine  Inferieure — 
representing  forty-nine  societies.  Only  thirty-one  societies 
are  unfederated,  the  departmental  Societies  of  the  Seine  and 
Nord  being  sufficiently  strong  to  count  as  federation. 

The  Nareonne  Fusillade. — The  news  of  the  week  would 
scarcely  be  complete  without  a  reference  to  the  crisis  in  the 
wine-growing  districts  in  the  South  of  France,  which  has 
had  such  dire  results  and  has  produced  so  profound  a  sensa- 
tion throughout  the  country.  The  most  serious  incidents 
occurred  at  Narbonne,  where  riots  broke  out  and  the  troops 
fired  on  and  charged  the  rioters.  M.  Monnier,  of  Narbonne. 
to  whose  pharmacy  most  of  the  victims  were  carried,  stated 
to  a  reporter  that  he  believed  that  the  total  number  of 
civilians  killed  and  wounded  was  twenty-one.  The  crisis 
has  been  brought  about  by  over-production  of  wine, 
and  has  become  more  acute  owing  to  the  doctoring  of 
inferior  wines  with  sugar.  A  Bill  has  been  before  the 
French  Parliament  with  a  view  to  checking  adulteration, 
and  the  Deputies  hurriedly  passed  this  "  Wine  Fraud  Bill"" 
last  Saturday.

flDancbester  Chemists'  associations. 


AT  a  time  when  all  eyes  are  turning  towards  Manchester, 
where  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is  to 
meet  in  July,  it  is  interesting  to  recall  some  of  the  early 
chemists'  associations  that  have  existed  in  that  city,  and 
to  trace  the  formation  of  the  present  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

The  first  Association  which  can  be  traced  with  certainty 
is  one  that  was  in  existence  in  1826,  and  it  was  formed  for 
trade  purposes— to  promote  early  closing  and  uniform 
prices.    The  committee  consisted  of  a  president  and  ten 
others.   A  code  of  rules  was  drawn  up,  and  members  break- 
ing the  rules  laid  themselves  open  to  a  fine  of  51.  The 
entrance-fee  was  two  guineas,  which  we  should  think  rather 
high  in  these  days ;  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  any 
record  of  the  number  of  members,  apothecaries,  and 
chemists  and  druggists  who  belonged  to  the  Association, 
nor  can  we  find  when  the  Association  was  wound  up.  It 
probably  died  quietly  as  associations  are  wont  to  do  when 
the  enthusiasm  which  founded  them  gives  out.    The  next 
movement  was  in  the  year  of  the  foundation  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.   A  deputation  from  London  invited  the 
chemists  of  Manchester  who  had  joined  the  Society  to 
form  themselves  into  a  branch  with  a  view  of  extending  the 
influence  and  utility  of  the  Society  in  the  city.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  looked  upon  by  provincial 
chemists  as  a  London  Society,  and  many  demurred  at  sub- 
scribing two  guineas  a  year,  which  was  the  annual  sub- 
scription at  first,  while  the  benefits  seemed  so  remote. 
It  was  to  remove  this  feeling  that  steps  were  taken  to  found 
branches  throughout  the  country.    There  were  in  Man- 
chester eight  founders  of  the  Society,  and  by  the  time  the 
circular  convening  the  public  meeting  was  issued  the 
number  of  members  had  increased  to  about  twelve  ;  but, 
the    conveners    included    chemists    from    other  towns. 
James  Woolley,  father  of  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley,  acted  as 
Hon.    Secretary,   while   John   Mottershead   was  Presi- 
dent, and  George  Danson  Treasurer.  Among  the  other  well- 
known  men  who  were  members  were  Robert  Barker,  R.  H. 
Ingham,    Thomas   Jackson,    Thomas    Roberts,  Thomas 
Standring,  and  G.  B.  Westmacott,  to  some  of  whom  we  hope 
to  refer  in  a  future  article.    The  Association  was  duly 
formed  under  the  title  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  ancestor  in  name,  but  not  in  direct  line  with 
the  present  Association.    The  energies  of  the  first  Asso- 
ciation were  in  the  direction  of  education,  and  a  school  of 
pharmacy  was  established  in  connection  with  the  Medical 
School.    There  were  between  forty  and  fifty  pharmacy 
students  in  the  school  in  1843,  James  Woolley  and  Crace 
Calvert  being  lecturers.    The  branch  system  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  abandoned  when  its  purpose  had 
been  served ;  the  Manchester  branch  cannot  be  traced  after 
1849. 

The  parliamentary  proceedings  in  reference  to  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852,  stimulated  the  formation 
of  associations  whose  objects  were  of  an  educational  and 
social  nature.  The  Manchester  Chemists'  Conversational 
Society  was  formed  in  March  1852,  at  a  meeting  convened 
in  the  Town  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  the  city  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill  which  was  then  before 
Parliament.  The  objects  of  the  new  Society  were  "the 
diffusion  of  scientific  and.  useful  information  in  reference 
to  chemistry  and  pharamcy  and  the  promotion  of  good 
feeling  among  the  members."  Thomas  Standring  was  the 
Chairman  and  James  Robertson  Hon.  Secretary.  The  Asso- 
ciation organised  a  course  of  twenty  lectures  on  chemistry 
and  natural  philosophy,  young  men  being  admitted  as  asso- 
ciates on  payment  of  5?.  The  lectures  were  held  in  Pro- 
fessor Crace  Calvert's  laboratory,  and  were  followed  by  a 
course  of  forty  lectures,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
twenty  students.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1855  Mr. 
R.  G.  Mumbray,  who  is  still  living  in  retirement  at  Deal, 
gave  a  lecture  before  the  Society  on  "  The  Medicinal  Plants 
comprised  under  the  Family  Convolvulacese." 

Anyone  dipping  into  the  past  history  of  Manchester 
Associations  will  find  a  difficulty  in  clearly  tracing  the 
course  of  the  various  organsiations  that  existed  in  the 
'fifties.   For  instance,  in  1853  there  existed  a  Chemists'  and 


Druggists'  Guardian  Society.    This  was  founded  as  a  pro- 
test against  what  was  thought  to  be  the  too  exclusive  mem- 
bership conditions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
title  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  was  reserved  by  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1852,  to  members  of  the  Society,  this  right, 
without  examination,  being  extended  only  to  those  in  busi 
ness  on  their  own  account  prior  to  the  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion of  1843.    As  large  numbers  of  chemists  and  druggists 
did  not  fulfil  these  conditions,  some  considerable  amount 
of  discontent  was  caused  throughout  the  country.   In  Man- 
chester the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Guardian  Society  was 
formed  with  an  ambitious  educational  programme,  which 
ended  in  the  formation  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Institute.    John  Hamer  was  the  Hon.  Secretary,  and  a 
course  of  twenty  lectures  was  given  in  1853-4,  the  fee 
being  10s.  each  for  apprentices  and  assistants.    The  second 
course,  in  the  winter  of  1854,  consisted  of  thirty-five  lectures 
and  laboratory  practice,  the  fee  this  time  being  15.9.  The 
chemistry  lecturer  was  Daniel  Stone,  F.C.S.,  the  lecturer 
on   materia   medica   being   Alexander    Somers,    if  the 
Chatham  Street  School  of  Medicine.    The  Chemists'  Con- 
versational Society  and  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  In- 
stitute existed  as  rivals,  till  in  May  1885  sub-committees 
of  both  Associations  were  appointed  with  a  view  to  union. 
The  result  was  that  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation [No.  2]  was  formed  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Mechanics'  Institute,  Cooper  Street,  on  May  2,  1855.  The 
subscription  was  fixed  at  10s.  6(1.    The  President  chosen 
was  James  Woolley,  and  W.  Wilkinson  was  elected  Hon. 
Secretary.    A  summer  course  of  lectures  on  botany  and 
materia  medica  was  held  that  year.    Mr.  Somers,  who  de- 
livered the  opening  lecture,  made  some  caustic  remarks  on 
homoeopathy  in  his  opening  address.    He  said  the  success 
of  homoeopathy  was  due  to  (1)  the  gullibility  of  the  public, 
(2)  the  incompetence  of  druggists,  and  (3)  the  adulteration 
of  drugs,  the  inference  being  that  education  would  dispel 
the  clouds  of  ignorance  in  which  homoeopathy  originated. 

The  Association  languished  after  a  few  years,  the  last 
public  meeting  being  in  1859,  when  a  meeting  was  called 
in  reference  to  the  scheme  for  founding  scholarships  as  a 
memorial  to  Jacob  Bell,  who  died  that  year.  The  name  of 
the  Association  was,  however,  kept  alive  for  some  few  years 
in  the  local  medical  directory,  but  no  meetings  were  held. 

For  a  few  years  there  was  no  chemists'  organisation  in 
existence  in  Manchester,  and  it  was  not  till  a  fresh  stimulus 
was  given  by  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  that 
a  new  Association  was  formed.  The  Manchester  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Association  came  into  being  at  a  public 
meeting  in  the  Memorial  Hall,  Albert  Square,  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  1868.  Mr.  W.  Scott  Brown  was  in  the  chair,  and 
explained  that  some  organisation  was  necessary  to  provide 
the  education  needed  for  the  new  qualification — chemist 
and  druggist.  Mr.  J.  T.  Slugg  moved  the  resolution  that 
an  association  be  formed  having  for  its  objects  "provision 
for  the  better  education  of  assistants  and  apprentices,  the 
mutual  improvement  of  members,  the  general  advancement 
of  the  interests  of  the  trade,  and  the  formation  of  a  library, 
a  museum,  and  a  school  of  pharmacy."  Mr.  W.  Wilkinson 
seconded  the  resolution,  to  which  the  meeting  unanimously 
agreed.  The  first  President  was  Mr.  Thomas  Standring, 
Mr.  W.  Scott  Brown  was  Vice-President,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley 
Treasurer,  and  Mr.  F.  Benger  Secretary.  The  subscription 
was  fixed  at  10s.  for  members  and  5s.  for  associates  (assis- 
tants and  apprentices).  The  Association  soon  organised  a 
course  of  lectures  at  Owens  College,  and  it  may  be  recalled 
that  Professor  Roscoe,  now  Sir  Henry  E.  Roscoe,  gave  the 
introductory  lecture  to  the  chemistry  course  on  January  13, 
1869.  These  lectures  led  to  the  formation  of  a  school  of 
pharmacy  in  connection  with  the  Association,  where  all 
subjects  required  for  the  Minor  were  taught.  Mr.  L. 
Siebold  conducted  the  courses  in  chemistry,  materia 
medica,  and  pharmacy.  In  addition  Mr.  Siebold  gave  a. 
course  of  practical  chemistry  at  his  private  laboratory, 
225  Oxford  Street,  and  when  the  Association  abandoned 
the  educational  side  of  its  programme  Mr.  Siebold's  labora- 
tory became  the  Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy,  after- 
wards acquired  by  Mr.  Charles  Turner.  The  question  cf 
uniform  prices  was  discussed  by  the  Association  in  the  early 
years  of  its  existence.  The  beginning  of  the  matter  wes 
a  paper  by  Mr.  R.  Hampson  (at  that  time  in  business  in 
Manchester)  in  1869,  which  led  to  the  adoption  of  a  price-

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list  for  dispensing.  Subsequently  the  complete  Manchester 
Price-list  was  drawn  up  and  adopted.  This  has  since  passed 
through  several  editions.  By  a  resolution  passed  on 
November  12,  1883,  the  title  of  the  Association  was  changed 
to  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association,  this  being 
the  third  time  a  local  association  has  had  this  title  !  The 
Association  is  still  in  existence,  the  President  for  the  last 
fourteen  years  being  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley — the  doyen  of  the 
drug-trade  in  Manchester — while  the  Hon.  Secretary  is  Mr. 
J.  C.  Kidd,  of  Cheetham  Hill. 

This  does  not  exhaust  the  list  of  Manchester  chemists' 
associations.  In  1871  there  was  a  Manchester  Defence 
Association  in  existence,  whose  efforts  were  directed  to 
opposing  the  Government  Pharmacy  Bill  of  that  year, 
which  sought  to  make  the  rejected  poison  regulations  com- 
pulsory. Mr.  R.  Hampson  was  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  this 
Association.  On  November  3,  1870,  the  Manchester 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  was  formed  "  to  render 
mutual  assistance  to  its  members  in  all  matters  relating  to 
business  and  as  a  help  to  those  preparing  for  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  This  Association 
worked  in  unison  with  the  Manchester  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists' Association,  and  continued  till  the  end  of  1875. 
Another  junior  Association  was  formed  on  March  11,  1884, 
under  the  title  of  the  Manchester  Pharmacy  Students' 
Association.  Mr.  A.  H.  Jackson,  B.Sc,  was  first  President. 
Mr.  Jackson  went  out  to  Australia  in  1886  as  Professor  of 
Pharmacology  in  the  Melbourne  University.  Mr.  W. 
Elborne  (now  of  Peterborough)  was  a  Vice-President,  Mr. 
W.  Kirkby  was  the  reporter  on  botany,  while  the  Hon. 
Secretary  was  Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  (now  a  director  of  Messrs. 
Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd.,  London).  Mr.  Harry 
Wilson  (Randall  &  Son,  Southampton)  was  at  one  time  Hon. 
Secretary.  The  Association  ceased  to  exist  in  1888,  the  last 
President  being  Mr.  W.  Elborne. 

The  Manchester  and  North  of  England  Optical  Society — 
the  oldest  optical  society  in  this  country — also  claims  in- 
clusion in  this  list.  The  founder  was  Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd, 
chemist  and  druggist,  now  the  Hon.  Secretary  ;  while  the 
President  is  Mr.  George  Bennett,  chemist  and  druggist,  and 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  is  Mr.  Harry  Kemp,  chemist  and 
druggist. 

An  account  of  Manchester  Associations  would  be  incom- 
plete without  a  reference  to  the  representation  of  the  city 
on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  first 
member  for  Manchester  was  Thomas  Standring,  who  ob- 
tained a  seat  in  1847,  which  he  held  for  two  years.  The 
next  representative  was  James  Woolley,  elected  1853,  and 
on  his  death,  in  1858,  Thomas  Standring  took  his  place 
and  sat  till  1869,  when  he  was  unseated.  In  1870  Mr.  G.  S. 
Woolley  and  Mr.  W.  Scott  Brown  were  returned  at  the  top 
of  the  poll.  Mr.  Woolley  retired  in  1872,  but  served  a 
further  term  when  Mr.  Brown  withdrew  in  1878.  Mr.  R. 
Hampson,  who  had  moved  from  Manchester  to  Islington, 
was  also  at  this  time  a  member.  Mr.  Woolley  retired  from 
the  Council  in  1888,  since  which  time  Manchester  has  not 
heen  directly  represented.  Considering  the  importance  of 
Manchester  this  is  regrettable.

A  Joint  Picnic. 

The  continuous  downpour  of  rain  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
June  20,  did  not  deter  members  of  the  North-East  Lanca- 
shire Chemists'  Association  fulfilling  their  holiday  fixture.

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legal  IReports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

The  Soap-trust  Action. 
Another  move  in  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.  v.  The  Associated 
Newspapers,  Ltd.,  took  place  on  June  26  in  the  Court  of 
Appeal.  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith,  M.P.,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs, 
•applied  for  leave  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  learned 
Judge  in  Chambers  allowing  the  following  interrogatory  by 
defendants  : 

Do  you  intend  to  set  up  that  the  defendants  in  publishing 
the  words  complained  of  were  actuated  by  express  malice 
towards  the  plaintiffs  ?  If  yea,  state  generally  the  facts  and 
circumstances  on  which  the  plaintiffs  rely  as  showing  actual 
malice. 

Counsel,  proceeding,  said  that  the  only  defences  set  up  were 
those  of  justification  and  fair  comment,  and  he  submitted 
as  a  matter  of  principle  that  on  such  defence  as  that  the 
interrogatory  ought  not  to  be  allowed.  Their  Lordships 
granted  leave  to  appeal. 

Judge  on  Restrictive  Covenants 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  June  21,  Mr.  Justice 
Neville,  having  made  an  order  committing  a  person  to  prison 
for  breach  of  an  injunction  restraining  him  from  trading 
within  a  certain  radius,  went  on  to  say  : 

Before  I  part  with  the  case  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  law 
with  regard  to  the  subject.  In  a  previous  case  I  stated  that 
I  administered  this  breach  of  the  law  with  very  great  reluc- 
tance. I  said  so  deliberately  and  after  a  long  acquaintance 
with  its  operation,  and  I  wish  to  repeat  what  I  said  on  the 
occasion.  The  case  was  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and 
my  decision  was  reversed,  the  Court  of  Appeal  putting  a 
different  construction  on  the  covenant  to  that  which  I  felt 
myself  compelled  to  put.  I  have  no  desire  to  criticise  the 
decision,  but  the  Lords  Justices  went  on  to  say  that  I  had 
done  injustice  to  the  law  in  the  remarks  I  made.  Of  course 
in  that  regard  they  are  as  entitled  to  their  opinion  as  I  am 
entitled  to  the  opinion  which  I  hold,  and  it  is  not  for  me  to 
attempt  to  alter  the  law  or  shrink  from  enforcing  it  as  it  is. 
But  it  is  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of  those  concerned, 
and  it  seems  to  me  the  duty  of  a  Judge  when  he  thinks  the 
law  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  to  call  attention  to  it,  so  that, 
if  his  views  are  in  accordance  with  those  of  the  public  when 
they  pay  attention  to  the  matter,  the  law  may  be  put  in  a 
satisfactory  position.  After  the  remarks  that  I  made,  a 
question,  as  I  gather  from  the  daily  Press,  was  put  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  an  answer  was  reported  to  be  given 
to  the  following  effect :  that  in  the  case  of  covenants  in 
restraint  of  trade  it  was  not  only  the  right,  but  the  duty  of 
a  Judge  to  refuse  to  enforce  them  in  cases  where  he  thought 
them  unreasonable.  That  answer,  if  correctly  reported,  must 
have  been  given  in  ignorance  of  the  law,  otherwise  it  would 
be  grossly  misleading,  because  the  Judge  has  no  such  power, 
but  has  to  act  on  the  interpretation  put  by  the  Courts  on 
what  is  "  unreasonable  restraint  of  trade,"  and  the  interpreta- 
tion is  that  so  long  as  the  restraint  is  not  more  than  is  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  covenantee  the  covenant  is 
not  unreasonable  and  must  be  enforced.  I  think  it  desirable 
the  public  should  know  what  the  condition  of  affairs  is,  and 
that,  speaking  from  a  long  and  wide  experience  in  the  matter, 
I  have  found  it  very  seriously  prejudice  and  affect  the  interest 
of  a  very  large  class  of  very  deserving  members  of  the  public- 

Glue  Transactions. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  June  22,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  and  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrance,  Messrs. 
Dixon  &  Haydorn,  of  the  Roding  Chemical-works,  Bark- 
ing, appealed  against  the  decision  of  the  Common  Serjeant 
in  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  in  allowing  a  claim  brought 
against  them  for  damages  for  the  non-delivery  under  a 
contract  of  a  quantity  of  glue  by  Messrs.  Sander  &  Knott, 
of  8-10  Sun  Street,  Finsbury  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  25,  p.  795).' 
Mr.  J.  R.  Atkin,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Morle  appeared  for  the 
defendants  in  support  of  the  appeal,  and  the  plaintiffs  and 
respondents  were  represented  by  Mr.  Rawlinson,  K.C., 
and  Mr.  Holloway.  In  November  of  last  year  the  defend- 
ants had  a  fire  at  their  works  at  Barking,  and  included  in 
the  salvaged  stock  was  a  quantity  of  glue.  They  offered  a 
sample  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  asked  22/.  10s.  per 'ton  for  it. 
Plaintiffs  replied  that  they  could  take  10  tons  at  21/.  10s. 
per  ton.  A  contract  was  thereupon  entered  into  for  the 
supply  of  glue  "  up  to  10  tons  "  at  21/.  10s,  per  ton.  Plain- 
tiffs contended  that  this  contract  entitled  them  to  require 
defendants  to  deliver  any  quantity  up  to  10  tons  ;  defendants 


argued  that  it  was  a  contract  to  enable  them  to  sell  plain- 
tiffs any  quantity  of  glue  up  to  10  tons.  They  supplied 
2^  tons,  and  plaintiffs  sued  them  for  damages.  The 
Common  Serjeant  held  that  it  was  a  contract  to  deliver 
such  glue  as  defendants  had  got  according  to  the  sample  up 
to  10  tons,  but  holding  that  the  defendants  had  the  neces- 
sary glue  to  deliver  that  quantity  he  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs. — Mr.  Atkin  argued  that  the  evidence 
adduced  did  not  justify  this  conclusion,  and  Mr.  Rawlinson 
submitted  that  the  onus  of  proving  they  had  not  the  neces- 
sary glue  rested  upon  the  defendants. — Their  Lordships 
upheld  the  decision  of  the  Court  below,  and  dismissed  the 
appeal,  with  costs. 

Butter  of  Antimony  or  Friar's  Balsam. 
In  the  Probate  Court,  Dublin,  on  June  19,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Kenny  and  a  special  jury  of  the  City,  Mr.  Bernard 
Collins,  farmer,  Carricknagavanna,  sued  Messrs.  Connor  & 
Sons,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  Newry,  to  recover  1,000/. 
damages  for  alleged  breach  of  contract  in  the  sale  of  a  drug. 
The  defendants  pleaded  that  no  contract  had  been  entered 
into.  The  plaintiff  was  represented  by  Mr.  D.  S  Henry, 
K.C.,  Mr.  J.  F.  Moriarty,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  J.  Williamson, 
B.L.  ;  while  Mr.  J.  Gordon,  K.C.,  M.P.,  Mr.  J.  Chambers, 
K.C.,  and  Mr.  J.  Cusack,  B.L.,  appeared  for  the  defen- 
dants. The  plaintiff's  case  was  that  in  September  1904 
he  went  to  Messrs.  Connor's  pharmacy  for  certain  goods, 
among  them  a  quantity  of  Friar's  balsam.  In  the  Decem- 
ber following  he  injured  his  nose  with  a  flail  and  applied 
the  balsam  to  the  nose,  with  the  result  that  inflammation 
was  set  up,  growths  formed  in  it,  and  he  had  to  undergo  an 
operation.  Plaintiff  stated  that  between  the  application 
of  the  supposed  balsam  and  the  operation  he  went  to 
Messrs.  Connor's  pharmacy  with  the  bottle,  and  Mr. 
Savage,  the  manager,  told  him  that  it  contained  butter  of 
antimony  and  not  Friar's  balsam.  This  was  proved  by  Sir 
Charles  Cameron,  who  analysed  it.  Dr.  McEvoy,  Newry, 
and  Dr.  E.  Maginness,  Dublin,  who  had  attended  the 
plaintiff,  gave  evidence,  it  transpiring  that  plaintiff  suf- 
fered from  nasal  polypi,  and  Dr.  Maginness  had  operated 
on  him  for  their  removal. 

At  the  Thursday's  hearing,  before  Mr.  Gordon  opened 
defendants'  case.  Dr.  Woods  gave  evidence  for  them.  He 
had  examined  the  plaintiff  on  the  previous  day  and  found 
polypi  in  both  nostrils.  The  application  of  butter  of 
antimony  could  not,  he  said,  affect  the  growth  of  the 
polypi,  nor  could  it  cause  or  originate  or  develop  any 
latent  tendency  to  polypi,  nor  cause  any  increase  in  the 
development  of  existing  polypi.  Its  application  would 
have  a  curative  rather  than  an  injurious  effect.  Dr.  F.  C. 
Crossle  gave  corroborative  evidence.  Mr.  J.  E.  Connor, 
J. P.,  of  the  defendant  firm,  explained  to  the  Court  that 
the  Friar's  balsam  was  kept  in  a  30-oz.  stoppered  bottle 
near  the  window  15  ft.  away  from  the  butter-of-antimony 
bottle  of  the  same  size.  He  did  not  think  that  the  stuff  in 
the  plaintiff's  bottle  was  like  anything  he  had  ever  sold, 
and  he  could  not  see  how  a  mistake  could  arise.  He  knew 
nothing  of  the  sale,  if  any,  to  Collins.  In  cross-examina- 
tion witness  stated  that  the  assistants  he  employed  in 
September  1904  were  Messrs.  Savage,  Barr,  Simpson, 
McMullan,  and  Harvey.  In  reply  to  his  Lordship,  Mr. 
Connor  explained  that  in  the  arrangement  of  his  stock  tinc- 
tures were  kept  together,  aquas  in  the  same  way,  and  liquors 
also — apart  from  tinctures,  etc.  Mr.  W.  J.  Savage,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  was  the  next  witness.  He  deposed  to 
having  been  with  the  defendant  firm  twenty  years,  and  for 
fifteen  years  he  had  been  manager  of  the  retail  department. 
Although  he  had  known  the  plaintiff  for  about  sixteen 
years  he  had  no  recollection  of  supplying  him  with  any 
drug  in  September  1904.  Later  in  that  year,  when  Collins 
was  in  the  shop  buying  something,  witness  noticed  a  little 
rash  on  his  nose,  and  asked  him  what  was  the  matter.  Collins 
said  he  had  got  a  "  bat  of  a  cow's  horn  and  had  applied 
what  he  had  bought  from  them  as  Friar's  balsam,  but 
which  was  butter  of  antimony.  Witness  said  "You  must 
be  making  a  mistake,  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  butter 
of  antimony  for  Friar's  balsam  here,"  and  Collins  said  he 
would  bring  in  the  bottle  and  show  it. 

At  this  point  his  Lordship  remarked  that  this  was  a 
different  thing  from  the  conversation  as  related  by  the  plain- 
tiff. 

Witness,  proceeding,  stated  that  two  weeks  later  plain- 
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tiff  brought  to  the  shop  a  small  bottle  with  an  old  soiled 
Friars-balsam  label  of  Connor's  on  it,  the  bottle  being 
practically  full.  Witness  again  stated  that  plaintiff  was 
mistaken  in  supposing  that  he  had  got  this  for  Friar's 
balsam,  and  Collins  could  not  say  which  assistant  supplied 
the  article.  Witness  was  examined  at  considerable  length, 
chiefly  in  regard  to  what  took  place  between  Collins  and 
himself.  He  denied  (as  plaintiff  stated)  that  he  had  given 
Collins  a  bottle  of  Friar's  balsam  free. 

The  plaintiff  was  recalled,  and  produced  a  small  bottle 
of  Friar's  balsam  which,  he  said,  he  had  received  from 
Mr.  Savage  free.  He  also  stated  that  he  had  never  bought 
butter  of  antimony,  and  in  reply  to  a  juror  said  he  had 
never  been  horned  by  a  cow.  Counsel  having  addressed 
the  jury,  his  Lordship  charged  them,  and  submitted  eight 
questions  for  their  reply.  The  jury,  after  an  absence  of 
three-quarters  of  an  hour,  answered  the  questions  as 
follows  : 

1.  Did  the  defendants  in  or  about  September  1904  sell  to 
the  plaintiff  a  medicine  purporting  to  be  Friar's  balsam  ? — 
Yes. 

2.  Was  it  Friar's  balsam  ?— No. 

3.  Was  it  butter  of  antimony  ? — Yes. 

4.  Did  the  defendants  know  that  what  they  so  purported 
to  sell  as  Friar's  balsam  was  intended  to  be  used  for  healing- 
purposes  on  the  human  body  ? — Yes. 

5.  Did  the  plaintiff  in  December  1904  use  the  aforesaid 
medicine  by  applying  it  to  an  abrasion  on  his  nose  ? — Yes. 

6.  If  he  did,  was  the  swelling  to  his  face,  arms,  and 
shoulders  attributable  to  such  use  ? — No. 

7.  Was  the  growth  of  polypus  attributed  to  such  use  ? — No. 

8.  Damages  ? — 20s. 

Mr.  Cusack  claimed  this  as  a  verdict  for  the  defendants, 
but  Mr.  Henry  claimed  it  for  the  plaintiff,  and  his  Lord- 
ship, on  questioning  the  jury,  found  that  they  had  been 
divided  in  opinion,  and  awarded  20s.  damages  "  for  the 
mistake  made."  The  foreman  added  that  they  were  of 
opinion  that  plaintiff  suffered  no  damage  from  the  applica- 
tion of  the  butter  of  antimony,  whereupon  his  Lordship 
ruled  that  there  was  no  damage,  and  ordered  the  defen- 
dants to  pay  the  jury's  fees. 

Butter-of-Antimony  Case. 
The  hearing  of  the  action  by  Jacob  Rosen  against  Charles 
Stephen,  Ph.C,  Dundee,  for  damages  in  respect  to  injury 
to  the  pursuer's  daughter  by  application  to  her  head  of 
butter  of  antimony  supplied  by  defender,  was  resumed  in 
the  Court  of  Session.  Edinburgh,  before  Lord  Johnston,  on 
June  26.  The  last  hearing  was  reported  in  the  C.  &  D., 
May  25,  p.  794,  when  evidence  for  the  pursuer  was  com- 
pleted. Evidence  for  Mr.  Stephen  was  now  called,  and 
occupied  the  whole  day.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
child  suffered  from  ringworm,  and  that  the  pursuer  bought 
and  applied  the  butter  of  antimony  on  the  advice  of  a  casual 
acquaintance.  The  defender  states  that  at  first  he  refused 
to  supply  it,  and  afterwards  only  with  a  warning,  which 
pursuer  denies.  Dr.  F.  M.  Neave  and  Dr.  Henry  Jameson 
having  deposed  for  the  defence  that  tney  had  seen  the  girl 
and  that  she  suffered  from  ringworm,  Mr.  J.  Rutherford 
Hill  gave  evidence  as  to  the  quality  of  the  butter  of  anti- 
mony applied.  He  found  on  analysis  that  it  contained 
20  per  cent,  of  trichloride  of  antimony,  about  lg  per  cent, 
of  perchloride  of  iron,  about  12  per  cent,  of  hydrochloric 
acid,  and  66^  per  cent,  of  water.  It  was  rather  above  the 
average  in  purity — i.e.,  in  respect  to  perchloride  of  iron. 
Witness  fully  described  the  properties  and  uses  of  the  pre- 
paration. He  experimented  with  the  liquid  by  applying  it 
on  a  space  on  his  forearm  about  the  size  of  a  penny  and 
allowing  it  to  dry.  At  the  end  of  twenty-four  hours  there 
was  no  evidence  of  any  action  on  the  skin  or  the  hairs.  He 
applied  it  a  second  time  and  allowed  it  to  dry,  and  at  the 
end  of  other  twenty-four  hours  he  carefully  examined  the 
space  with  a  lens,  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  injury 
to  the  skin  or  hairs.  He  tried  a  similar  experiment  on  a 
space  the  size  of  a  sixpence  on  the  scalp,  with  the  same 
result.  Witness  further  stated  that  the  preparation  had 
long  been  recognised  as  a  cure  for  skin-diseases,  and  had 
been  so  treated  in  all  the  leading  books  on  the  subject  for 
hundreds  of  years.  It  was  one  of  the  parasiticides,  and  he 
did  not  see  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  used  for  ring- 
worm. In  the  course  of  Mr.  Hill's  evidence  his  Lordship 
said  he  would  like  to  have  from  a  skilled  person  like  witness 


a  statement  with  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  Acts ;  and  Mr. 
Hill  said  butter  of  antimony  is  not  one  of  the  scheduled 
poisons.  His  Lordship  said  the  words  "  scheduled  poisons  " 
meant  nothing  to  him,  and  witness  explained  that  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  there  are  restrictions  regarding  the 
sale  by  qualified  chemists  of  poisonous  substances  which  are 
scheduled.  All  substances  not  scheduled  are  left  entirely 
in  the  discretion  or  judgment  of  the  vendor.  Butter  of 
antimony  is  sold  by  ironmongers  and  drysalters,  which 
points  to  it  not  being  a  dangerous  substance.  That  is  why 
it  is  not  scheduled.  Witness  was  then  cross-examined  at 
great  length  in  regard  to  ringworm  and  its  treatment,  as 
well  as  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  when  counsel 
asked  him,  "Does  the  chemist  consider  himself  justified  in 
expressing  any  opinion  as  to  whether  the  use  of  the  sub- 
stance is  safe  ?  "  Lord  Johnston  said  counsel  was  putting  what 
was  matter  of  legal  deduction.  The  chemist  was  restricted 
in  selling  certain  scheduled  articles,  but  if  a  man  went  into 
a  shop  and  demanded  a  pound  of  butter  of  antimony,  that 
was  a  large  quantity  and  would  undoubtedly  do  mischief; 
but  had  the  chemist  any  right  to  refuse  his  application  or 
inquire  what  he  was  to  do  with  it  ?  Had  he  any  duty  further 
than  any  other  vendor  ?  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  chemist,  on 
being  asked  for  a  remedy  which  was  not  a  scheduled  article, 
but  which  required  caution  in  using,  volunteered  advice  or 
instructions,  he  could  see  he  would  be  responsible.  But  was 
anything  to  be  adduced  from  such  questions  ?  He  thought 
counsel  was  bound  to  restrict  his  questions  to  what  was 
recognised  as  the  practice  in  the  trade — it  was  more  nearly 
a  profession.  The  question  was  accordingly  not  put,  but 
while  witness  was  being  re-examined  his  Lordship  put  a 
similar  one  to  him  as  to  the  practice  which  chemists  adopt 
in  regard  to  strong  medicines,  and  Mr.  Hill  explained  that 
in  ordinary  sales  the  chemist  uses  his  discretion  and  in  pre- 
scriptions he  consults  the  prescriber. 

Dr.  Alex.  Minto  Macdonald,  a  skin-specialist  and  regis- 
tered chemist,  gave  evidence  chiefly  corroborative  of  Mr. 
Hill's.  Since  this  case  came  up  he  had  tried  liquid  butter 
of  antimony  in  a  case  of  ringworm.  He  made  one  applica- 
tion of  it.  The  child  was  brought  back  after  about  four 
days,  and  there  was  a  crust  which  was  firmly  attached  to  the 
scalp,  and  when  it  was  removed  there  was  no  ulceration 
underneath. 

Dr.  Wm.  Allan  Jameson  said  that  butter  of  antimony 
is  a  safe  remedy  to  be  applied  to  the  skin  in  certain  circum- 
stances. He  had  never  used  it  for  ringworm,  but  he  did  not 
see  anything  dangerous  in  its  properties.  He  had  used  it 
extensively  in  lupus. 

This  closed  the  evidence,  and  after  counsel  had  addressed 
the  Court  judgment  was  reserved. 

Merchandise-marks  Acts. 

White-lead. 

At  Hereford  Police  Court  on  June  20,  Messrs  Blundell 
Spence  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Hull,  were  summoned  by  the  in- 
spector to  the  White-lead  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  applying  to  four  28-lb.  tins  purporting  to 
contain  white-lead  a  false  description — namely,  white-lead — 
and  also  for  selling  them  bearing  a  false  trade-description — 
namely,  the  words  No.  2  white-lead.  Mr.  Corrie  Grant. 
K.C.,  who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  said  the  case  involved  a  question  which  affected 
a  ^ig  trade  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Kingdom.  Messrs. 
E.  C.  Woollard,  Ltd.,  ironmongers,  Hereford,  last  Decem- 
ber had  a  contract  with  the  Hereford  Board  of  Guardians 
to  supply  them  with  white-lead^  and,  in  order  to  supply  the 
Board,  they  gave  an  order  to  the  defendant  firm  for  a 
number  of  Foods,  including  four  28-lb.  tins  of  white-lead. 
Two  of  these  were  sent  on  to  the  Guardians,  and  the  master 
of  the  workhouse  sent  a  sample  to  the  White-lead  Section  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  had  it  analysed, 
and  found  that  it  was  adulterated  with  clay  or  earth  barytes. 

For  the  defence  six  witnesses,  chiefly  from  the  North  of 
England  and  Scotland,  were  called,  and  Mr.  Acland,  K.C., 
who  defended,  said  he  had  many  others  present  to  show  that 
the  trade  custom  was  to  regard  white-lead  as  containing 
genuine  white-lead  and  oil,  and  white-lead  Nos.  1.  2,  3, 
or  4  as  admixtures  of  white-lead  and  barytes.  The  Bench 
said  it  s«emed  to  them  a  case  for  conviction,  because  the- 
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description  of  white-lead  No.  2  came  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  as  the  false  description  of  the  goods,  the  admixture 
of  barytes  not  being  white-lead.  But  they  tully  acquitted 
the  defendants  of  any  intention  to  defraud.  Notwithstand- 
ing that  the  term  used  was  known  in  the  trade,  the  scope 
of  the  Act  seemed  to  mean  a  false  description  of  goods  which 
might  be  used  by  traders  to  deceive.  The  fine  in  the  first 
case  was  fixed  at  101. ,  with  100  guineas  costs.  Three  re- 
maining cases  were  adjourned  sine  die,  pending  an  appeal. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Unqualified  Assistant  Fined. 
At  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court  on  June  21,  a  chemist's 
assistant,  named  Brimley,  employed  by  Dodd's  Drug-stores, 
Ltd.,  at  55  Hampstead  Road,  N.W.,  was  summoned,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  selling  morphine 
contained  in  a  bottle  of  Dr.  Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne,  he 
not  being  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Quarrell,  solicitor,  who  appeared  for  the  Society,  stated  that 
the  sale  was  made  on  February  15.  The  defendant  admitted 
having  sold  the  chlorodyne,  and  his  Honour  imposed  the 
.penalty  of  51.  prescribed  by  the  Act. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  Pewsey  last  week  James  Saunders,  of  Collingbourne. 
was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  deficient  in 
strength.  Defendant  said  the  makers  had  written  to  say 
that  the  drug  was  of  the  proper  strength  when  supplied  by 
them,  and  they  suggested  that  it  deteriorated  through  the 
inspector  using  corked  instead  of  glass-stoppered  bottles  for 
the  samples.   The  Bench  dismissed  the  case. 

Ground  Mace 

At  the  Brierley  Hill  Police  Court  on  June  20,  before  Mr. 
N.  C.  A.  Neville,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Henry  A. 
Whitney,  grocer,  Wordsley,  was  summoned  for  selling- 
ground  mace  which  was  certified  by  Mr.  E.  W.  T.  Jones, 
public  analyst,  to  be  adulterated  with  15  per  cent,  of  wild 
mace.  Mr.  H.  Van  Tromp,  inspector,  prosecuted,  and 
Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  defended  on  behalf  of  the  Birming- 
ham Grocers'  Association.  The  principal  evidence  for  the 
prosecution  was  given  by  Mr.  Jones,  the  analyst,  and  in 
•cross-examination  by  Mr.  Freeman  he  admitted  that  the 
quality  of  mace  depends  on  the  amount  of  volatile  oil 
.present,  but  he  had  not  tested  the  sample  for  that  in  this 
case  because  he  found  wild  mace  in  it.  Mr.  Freeman  also 
■endeavoured  to  elicit  from  him  that  mace  and  wild  mace 
are  the  arillus  of  the  same  fruit.  For  the  defence  the 
■defendant  deposed  that  he  bought  the  mace  in  December 
1904  from  Messrs.  Samuel  Hanson  &  Sons,  Eastcheap, 
London,  and  sold  the  article  as  he  had  received  it,  producing 
-an  invoice  which  stated  that  it  was  warranted  to  be  genuine. 
Mr.  George  Bolton,  Chairman  of  the  Birmingham  Grocers' 
Association,  also  gave  evidence,  chiefly  as  to  the  distinction 
between  mace  and  wild  mace,  which,  like  the  defendant, 
Ihe  had  never  heard  of  before.  Mr.  Freeman,  in  addressing 
the  Magistrate,  said  that  the  purchaser  had  not  been,  nor 
could  be,  prejudiced  by  the  sale,  for,  he  argued,  whether 
the  nutmeg  was  wild  or  cultivated,  the  outer  covering  was 
mace,  and  although  there  might  be  a  difference  in  quality, 
this  did  not  amount  to  adulteration.  If,  he  said,  a  man 
"went  into  a  shop  and  asked  for  honey  and  was  supplied  with 
a  mixture  of  clover  honey  and  wild  honey,  was  that  adul- 
teration ?  He  further  argued  that  there  is  no  standard  for 
mace  for  culinary  purposes,  and  asked  the  Magistrate  on 
that  ground  to  dismiss  the  summons.  The  Magistrate  was, 
.however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  article  was  adulterated, 
the  wild  mace  being  put  in  for  fraudulent  purposes.  He 
admitted  that  grocers  appear  to  be  ignorant  of  the  fact,  and 
Mr.  Freeman  taking  hold  of  this  asked  that  the  case  might 
•be  withdrawn  on  the  payment  of  costs.  As  Mr.  Van  Tromp 
would  not  agree  to  that,  the  Stipendiary  imposed  a  fine  of 
10s.,  in  addition  to  costs  (3/.  7s.  6d.). 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Wife  Responsible. 
At  Malvern  County  Court  on  June  18,  Mr.   B.  Arm- 
strong, chemist  and  druggist,  Malvern,  sued  Mrs.  Mary 


Edith  Woodward,  of  Rusland  Lodge,  Wyche,  for  8Z.  12s. 
for  goods  supplied.  Mr.  Armstrong  stated  that  he  had  a 
special  reason  for  charging  Mrs.  Woodward,  as  he  was 
led  to  believe  that  she  had  a  separate  estate,  and  the  goods 
were  supplied  to  her  personally.  Mrs.  Woodward,  in  her 
evidence,  stated  that  she  ordered  the  goods  for  the  house- 
hold, and  on  behalf  of  her  husband.  She  had  no  separate 
money  of  her  own,  she  said,  but  the  house  she  lived  in  was 
settled  upon  her.  After  further  evidence  Judge  Ingham 
held  that  Mrs.  Woodward  was  liable,  and  her  offer  to  pay  5s. 
a  month  was  accepted. 

A  Syndicate's  Debt. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  25,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Britannia 
Row,  Islington,  sought  to  enforce  payment  of  40/.  due 
from  Mr.  Harry  Engholm,  now  a  traveller,  19  Park  Court, 
Clapham  Park.  Defendant  said  he  could  not  pay  the  debt. 
It  was  for  embrocation  supplied  by  the  plaintiffs  to  a  little 
syndicate  consisting  of  himself  and  three  other  men.  He  was 
now  making  4/.  a  week.  Plaintiffs'  solicitor  said  that  the 
defendant  had  written  to  them  to  say  that  he  could  have 
paid  the  debt  before  "  if  he  had  thought  of  it."  The  Court 
ordered  payment  of  21.  a  month,  with  committal  in  default. 


Bankruptcy  IReport. 


lie  Edward  Iszatt  Essam,  trading  as  a  chemist  at  Billing- 
borough,  Lines. — Debtor  was  examined  at  the  June  sitting  of 
the  Peterborough  Bankruptcy  Court,  when  he  stated  that  he 
was  not  a  duly  qualified  chemist,  but  he  started  business 
fourteen  years  ago  with  a  borrowed  capital  of  250/.  Of  this 
he  had  repaid  1507.,  and  on  the  balance  he  had  paid  65/.  in 
interest.  TEe  never  knew  how  he  stood,  and  did  not  take  the 
trouble  to  find  out.  He  believed  he  had  gone  back  300/. 
during  the  past  three  years.  He  had  to  go  to  money-lenders, 
and  they  charged  exorbitant  interest.  Out  of  the  business  he 
had  taken  150/.  a  year.    The  examination  was  adjourned.

The  "  Talks  "  are  sound,  popular  information  in  regard 
to  the  treatment  of  minor  injuries,  the  more  common  ail- 
ments to  which  man  is  subject,  the  treatment  of  poisoning, 
bandaging,  and  "  children's  emergencies."  The  treatise  ex- 
tends to  ninety  pages,  and  is  followed  by  two  dozen  pages

■coagulation  of  the  blood.  The  author  says  that  oxalic  acid 
is  "  otherwise  known  as  salts  of  sorrell."  This  also  is  wrong.

Mr.  Hudson  sold 
out  his  pharmacy  in  December  last  and  removed  to  Sydney. 
He  is  now  spending  a  year  in  travelling,  having  sailed  from 
Sydney  by  way  of  Vancouver,  and  has  since  visited  Canada 
and  the  United  States.  After  spending  a  month  or  so  in 
London  he  expects  to  go  to  the  Continent,  and  before  return- 
ing to  Australia  he  will  probably  visit  the  Holy  Land. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Goldsworthy,  who  has  represented  Messrs. 
Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.,  Giltspur  Street,  E.C,  in  the  West 
of  England,  retires  to-day  after  a  connection  of  thirty-four 
years  with  the  house.  On  Tuesday,  June  25,  at  the  Holborn 
Viaduct  Hotel,  after  the  usual  luncheon  (a  feature  of  the 
half-yearly  conference  between  principals  and  travellers 
which  by  long-established  custom  takes  place  at  Christmas 
and  midsummer),  it  had  been  arranged  that  Mr.  Goldsworthy 
should  receive  from  his  employers  a  handsome  silver  salver 
bearing  an  appreciative  inscription.  Unfortunately,  the 
state  of  Mr.  Goldsworthy's  health  would  not  at  the  list 
moment  permit  him  to  travel  from  his  son's  farm  in  Norfolk, 
where  he  has  been  staying  for  some  time,  to  London  for  the 
function.  The  salver'was  therefore,  after  some  sympathetic 
remarks  by  Mr.  Harvey,  entrusted  for  conveyance  to  his 
father  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Goldsworthy,  with  many  kindly  mes- 
sages and  appreciative  comments  by  principals  and  fellow 
representatives.  Four  of  the  latter,  it  was  noted,  had 
records  of  over  thirty-two  years'  service.  Mr.  W.  J.  Golds- 
worthy  will  succeed  his  father  over  the  western  part  of 
the  journey,  where  he  is  already  well  known.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Mawson  has  been  appointed  to  the  Kent  and  Home  Counties 
district.

Observations  ano  IReflections. 

By  Xeaysee. 


The  Royal  Society  of  Medicine 

is  a  good  name,  and  its 
creation  out  of  a  number  of  subsidiary  societies  is  an  in- 
teresting experiment.  Would  that  we  in  pharmacy  could 
in  like  manner  compound  for  our  numerous  association 
liabilities  by  a  single  payment.  But  this  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  has  taken  into  its  corporation  a  good  many 
germs  of  fermentation,  if  not  of  decomposition,  and  it  will 
be  lucky  if  its  period  of  active  amalgamated  existence 
should  rival  its  ninety-nine  years  of  incubation.  Schemes 
of  co-ordination  are  not  always  successful.  The  Royal 
Society,  which  was  founded  in  1660.  with  the  gracious  favour 
of  his  scientific  Majesty  Charles  II.,  aimed  at  being  a  sort 
of  central  depot  of  the  various  natural  sciences,  and  it  well 
fulfilled  its  purpose.  But  as  each  branch  of  science  de- 
veloped and  grew  in  vigour  a  new  independent  society  was 
formed.  In  this  manner  emerged  the  Linnsean,  the  Chemi- 
cal, the  Geographical,  the  Geological,  and  other  associa- 
tions. But  the  Royal  Society  all  along  maintained  its 
original  character,  and  at  the  same  time  established  its 
supremacy  over  all  the  rest,  acquiring  the  position  which  is 
accorded  to  the  Mother-country  by  her  Colonies.  But  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine's  scheme  of  amalgamation  is  the 
converse  of  the  natural  method  just  indicated.  The  derma- 
tologists, the  otologists,  the  laryngologists,  the  odonto- 
logists,  and  the  other  branches  of  medical  study  and  practice 
are  exchanging  their  attained  independent  positions  for  that 
of  mere  subsidiaries,  and  though  it  may  not  be  reasonable 
that  the  skin  should  set  itself  up  against  the  ear,  or  the 
throat  against  the  teeth,  friction  between  the  sections,  and 
possibly  secessions,  may  be  safely  prognosticated. 

Societies  and  Academies, 

clubs,  guilds,  unions,  leagues,  federa- 
tions, fraternities,  or  by  whatever  other  name  asso- 
ciations of  individuals  interested  in  some  particular 
object  may  call  themselves,  are  evidently  natural  and 
inevitable  accompaniments  of  civilisation.  The  phar- 
maceutical body  may  claim  the  honour  of  figuring  in 
the  first  record  of  associated  activity.  In  the  story 
of  the  repair  of  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  told  by  Nehe- 
miah  (ch.  iii.  v.  8)  we  read  :  "  Next  unto  him  repaired 
Uzziel  the  son  of  Harhaiah.  goldsmith.  And  next  unto  him 
repaired  Hananiah,  one  of  the  apothecaries."  Hebrew 
scholars  agree  that  the  expression  used  implies  that  the 
workers  named  were  representatives  of  their  respective 
guilds.  For  the  advancement  or  prevention  of  new  policies 
or  interests  associations  are  indispensable.  Masses  must  be 
moved.  The  effectiveness  of  societies  for  the  cultivation  of 
arts  or  sciences  is  less  obvious.  Students  of  any  particular 
subject  naturally  wish  to  compare  notes  and  to  interchange 
ideas,  but  the  learned  society  device  is  a  clumsy  method  of 
accomplishing  this  object.  Byron's  description  of  society 
generally — "  A  polished  horde,  Two  mighty  hosts,  the  bores 
and  the  bored  " — is  uncomfortably  near  a  description  of 
many  a  scientific  meeting.  An  investigator,  eager  about 
some  insignificant  thread  of  knowledge  he  may  be  pursuing, 
is  not  helped  by  the  reading  of  minutes,  by  the  stereotyped 
formulas,  by  the  votes  of  thanks,  and  the  rest  of  the  busi- 
ness which  bulks  so  largely.  Moreover,  there  are  many  in- 
stances of  the  cramping  influence  which  societies  exercise 
over  intellects.  An  eminent  French  writer,  referring  to  the 
national  Academy,  says  :  "  It  would  be  hara  to  produce  a 
man  of  talent  whom  it  has  not  demoralised.''   And  he  goes 


on  to  explain  that,  if  it  has  encouraged  brilliance  and  polish, 
it  has  done  this  at  the  expense  of  originality  and  spon- 
taneity. 

The  Chemists'  Defence  Association 

is  presumably  within  its 
powers  in  the  proposed  alteration  of  one  of  its  rules.  There 
is  no  doubt  good  reason  for  the  suggested  modification  ;  but 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  directors  will  realise  that  we  help- 
less shareholders  at  least  appreciate  its  audacity.  The 
"  rule  "  is,  I  suppose  one  of  the  articles  of  association  of  the 
company.  In  any  case,  it  is  apparently  a  contract  between 
the  individual  and  the  corporation.  The  CD. A.  may  there- 
fore be  said  to  have  contracted  with  me  (a  shareholder) 
that  when  its  accumulated  profits  should  turn  1,000?.  it 
would  begin  to  pay  me  dividends.  The  profits  having 
reached  946?.  15*.  lit/.,  the  contractors  "  of  the  other  part" 
find  it  convenient  to  propose  that  for  1,000?.  we  should 
consent  to  read  2.000?.  My  investment,  I  believe,  like  that 
of  most  other  CD. A.  shareholders,  amounted  to  5s.  paid, 
and  I  had  forgotten,  if  I  ever  knew,  that  there  was  even 
the  contingency  of  a  dividend.  Now,  though  5  per  cent, 
per  annum  on  my  5s.  would  have  been  welcome,  I  have  re- 
solved to  acquiesce  in  the  high-handed  despotism  of  my 
directors,  especially  in  view  of  the  benefit,  amounting  to 
100  per  cent,  on  that  investment,  which  I  have  lately  secured 
through  their  negotiations  with  an  insurance  company  in 
obtaining  advantageous  terms  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 

[  pensation  Act. 
A  Circulating-library  as  a  Side-line 

has  been  lately  recom- 
mended by  a  Queensland  chemist  who  has  made  a  success  of 
one.  It  is  easy  to  see  that  what  might  answer  in  Charleville, 
Queensland,  might  not  be  suitable  to  a  large  city  in 
crowded  Britain,  where  Mr.  Carnegie  and  the  "Times" 
are  forcing  free  literature  on  all  classes  of  the  population, 
and  a  dozen  other  organisations  compete  to  serve  us.  A 
circulating-library  which  shall  satisfy  modern  readers  has 
to  be- a  formidable  affair.  Sometimes  all  the  subscribers 
want  the  same  book ;  sometimes  all  want  different  ones ;  an 
embarrassment  to  the  library  in  either  case.  Then,  besides 
buying  the  books,  space  has  to  be  provided,  and  attendants, 
familiar  with  all  writers  from  Aristotle  to  Marie  Corelli, 
engaged.  It  was  a  bold  venture  even  for  Boots  to  make, 
and  some  day,  when  Mr.  Boot  is  in  a  reminiscent  mood,  he 
might  interest  us  all  by  narrating  the  history  and  results 
of  this  adjunct  to  his  companies'  businesses.  It  seems  hardly 
possible  that  this  section  can  yield  a  direct  profit,  but  it  does 
induce  a  number  of  people  to  pass  the  portals  of  the  pre- 
mises. Whether  enough  of  them  linger  at  the  drug-counter 
to  buy  a  toothbrush  or  a  seidlitz-powder,  and  thus  make 
good  the  hypothetical  deficiency,  can  only  be  guessed  at. 
But  the  question  is  not  a  practical  one  for  chemists  generally. 
We  can  no  more  give  our  customers  the  benefit  of  a  circu- 
lating-library than  we  can  give  them  golf-links.  It  might 
be  possible,  however,  in  a  few  cases — one  or  two,  perhaps, 

in  a  large  city — for  pharmacists  to 

Adopt  the  Library  Idea 

on  modified  and  appropriate  lines. 
A  comfortable  room  behind  the  pharmacy,  fitted  with  book- 
shelves on  which  a  good  assortment  of  scientific  and  medical 
works  might  be  found,  is  not  an  unattainable  fancy.  The 
books  might  be  lent  on  subscription  or  special  terms,  but 
the  principal  object  of  the  institution  would  be  to  attract 
a  particular  class  of  the  community  to  the  premises.  With 
that  purpose  in  view  the  public  should  be  encouraged  to  use 
the  room  for  reference,  free.  It  should  also  become  a  tempt- 
ing place  to  lounge  while  the  prescription  was  being  pre- 
pared. My  imaginary  pharmacy  parlour  may  seem  fantastic 
at  first  sight,  but  it  will  materialise  some  time  this  century, 
and  the  chemist  who  inaugurates  it  will  scoop  up  the  pick 
of  the  pharmaceutical  practice  in  his  locality.  Those  who 
imitate  him  will  probably  quote  the  venture  as  one  of  the 
causes  of  the  receiving-order  when  they  appear  in  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Court.

EtMtonal  Comments. 


Conference  Preparations. 

For  the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
to  be  held  at  Manchester  on  July  22  to  26,  under  the 
presidency  of  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  F.I.C.,  the  preparations 
are  well  forward  both  as  regards  the  programme  of 
papers  and  the  local  arrangements.  As  to  the  former 
we  understand  that  the  communications  promised  are 
quite  up  to  the  average  in  number  and  importance. 
Mr.  Tyrer  is  the  first  President  of  the  Conference  whose 
initial  training  as  a  chemist  was  received  outside  pharmacy 
and  although  the  greater  part  of  his  life  has  been  devoted  to 
the  pharmaceutical  part  of  industrial  chemistry,  we  may 
expect  that  his  presidential  address  will  deal  with  some 
of  the  larger  questions  of  our  craft.  The  local  arrange- 
ments are  in  the  hands  of  a  general  committee  consisting 
of  150  members,  and  of  these  some  forty  form  the  Local 
Executive  Committee,  which,  again,  is  divided  into  smallei 


sections,  each  being  entrusted  with  the  details  of  a  certain 
part  of  the  programme.  Many  of  the  members  are  realising 
for  the  first  time  what  an  immense  amount  of  detail  requires 
to  be  gone  into  when  the  Conference  visits  a  town;  but 
this  only  serves  to  make  the  committees  resolve  that  the 
Manchester  meeting  shall  touch  the  high-water  mark.  The 
last  visit  of  the  Conference  to  Cottonopolis  was  in  1887, 
when  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins  was  President,  and  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  he  will  be  able  to  be  present  in  Manchester 
this  year.  The  Jubilee  Exhibition,  which  was  held  in  the 
city  in  1887,  made  the  work  of  the  Entertainments  Com- 
mittee lighter  than  it  is  this  year.  It  may  be  remem- 
bered that  the  B.P.C.  "Unofficial  Formulary"  saw  the 
light  at  Manchester  in  1887.  Last  time  the  Conference 
met  in  Owens  College,  but  this  year  the  sittings  will  be 
held  in  the  Midland  Hall,  part  of  the  Midland  Hotel, 
which  has  been  selected  as  the  headquarters  for  the  week. 
An  innovation  is  being  made  in  the  time  the  sessions  last. 
Instead  of  a  morning  and  an  afternoon  sitting  the  meeting 
will  be  continuous  from  9.30  A.M.  till  2  p.m.,  when  luncheon 
and  social  functions  will  occupy  the  rest  of  the  day.  There 
is  no  lack  of  entertainment  for  visitors.  The  programme 
has  already  been  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
and  includes  several  novelties.  The  chief  of  these  is  the 
round  of  technical  visits  on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  the 
Hippodrome  visit  on  Wednesday  night.  Some  300  seats 
have  been  engaged  at  the  Manchester  Hippodrome  for 
visitors  to  the  Conference.  At  Newcastle  some  years  ago 
the  ladies  were  taken  to  the  theatre,  and  at  the  London 
meeting  private  theatre-parties  were  organised,  but  we 
believe  this  is  the  first  time  that  the  Conference  members 
as  a  whole  are  invited  to  a  place  of  amusement.  The 
Thursday  excursion  is  on  a  scale  seldom  attempted, 
although  we  have  in  mind  the  delightful  outings  which  are 
always  the  feature  of  this  day.  The  Manchester  Com- 
mittee is  taking  the  visitors  by  train  to  Windermere,  then 
in  a  steam-yacht  the  whole  length  of  the  lake  to  Ambleside, 
where  luncheon  will  be  served.  Luncheon  over,  there  will 
be  a  coach-drive  to  Grasmere,  after  which  the  return 
journey  will  be  made  to  Manchester.  The  day's  excursion 
will  include  some  of  the  finest  scenery  in  the  British 
Islands,  and,  given  fair  weather,  it  should  be  most  enjoy- 
able. If  it  is  wet  (a  possibility  which  is  not  overlooked) 
alternative  entertainments  will  be  arranged  in  pl.ice  of  the 
coach-drive.  Special  trains  and  yacht  have  been  arranged, 
and  we  are  assured  that  the  time-table  will  be  adhered  to, 
notwithstanding  the  magnitude  of  the  excursion.  They 
are  used  to  doing  things  on  a  large  scale  in  Lancashire. 
Another  all-day  excursion  is  arranged  for  Friday  to  Messrs. 
Crosfield  &  Son's  works  at  Warrington,  where  welfare-work 
is  well  carried  out  in  rather  discouraging  surroundings. 
This  outing  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a  tale  of  two  cities, 
for  a  special  train  is  to  take  a  party  of  chemists  from 
London  to  Warrington  on  the  same  day.  It  is  not  too  soon 
to  apply  for  tickets  for  the  Manchester  meeting  ;  indeed, 
the  local  committee  would  be  greatly  assisted  if  early 
application  is  made  for  these  to  the  Hon.  Local  Secretary, 
Mr.  W.  Kirkby,  7  Ardwick  Green  North,  Manchester, 
who  will  also  book  rooms  for  visitors. 


Protecting  the  Protectorate. 

The  march  of  civilisation  is  again  illustrated  in  the  fait 
that  "  The  Sale  of  Poisons  Ordinance,  1906,"  has  been 
enacted  for  the  Somaliland  Protectorate.  Our  insularity 
might  lead  us  to  suppose  that  it  would  be  scarcely  worth 
while  to  trouble  about  a  Poisons  Act  for  the  most  eastern 
country  of  Africa.     But  the  country  is  under  British  pro- 
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tection,  and  the  subjects  of  Britain  beyond  the  seas  are  as 
carefully,  indeed  sometimes  more  carefully,  looked  after 
pharmaceutically  as  at  home.  Thus  in  November  last  Mr. 
H.  E.  S.  Cordeaux,  H.M.  Commissioner  for  the  Somaliland 
Protectorate,  caused  to  be  enacted  at  Berbera  this  new 
Ordinance.  The  following  are  the  "poisons"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Ordinance  : 


Arsenic  and  its  preparations 
Cyanide  of  potassium  and  all

Strychnine 
Corrosive  sublimate 
Oxalic  acid

The  Commissioner  has  the  right,  however,  to  add,  by  public 
notification,  to  this  schedule,  and,  as  will  be  seen  in  Clause  2 
(quoted  below),  the  importation  as  well  as  the  sale  is  pro- 
hibited by  unlicensed  persons  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  import,  sell,  or 
keep  open  shop  for  selling  by  wholesale,  retailing,  dispens- 
ing, or  compounding  poisons,  unless  such  person  shall  hold 
a  licence  issued  under  this  Ordinance  by  the  Commissioner 
or  such  officers  as  may  be  designated  by  rules  made  under 
this  Ordinance. 

Provision  is  made  for  (1)  labelling,  for  (2)  entering  the  sale 
in  a  poisons-book,  with  (3)  exemptions  for  wholesalers, 
physicians,  and  surgeons,  and  for  poisons  in  prescriptions, 
similar  to  those  in  Section  XVII.  of  the  British  Pharmacy 
Act,  with  the  exception  that  these  are  clearly  set  forth 
in  three  separate  clauses.    Clause  7  is  as  follows  : 

The  Commissioner  may  attach  to  any  licence  such  con- 
ditions as  he  may  think  proper  and  in  particular  may  by 
such  conditions — 

(a)  Restrict  the  hours  during  which  any  poison  may  be 

sold ; 

(b)  Restrict  the  amount  of  any  poison  which  may  be 

sold  at  any  one  time  to  any  individual ; 
{c )  Restrict  or  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  poison  to  persons 

under  specified  age,  or  to  natives,  either  generally 

or  in  particular  tribes  or  classes ; 
and  any  breach  of  a  condition  so  attached  to  a  licence  shall 
be  punishable  as  a  breach  of  the  Ordinance. 

Infringement  of  the  Ordinance  involves  liability  to  a  maxi- 
mum penalty  of  Rs.  1,000  or  to  six  months'  imprisonment, 
or  to  both,  and  in  addition  forfeiture  of  licence  and  confisca- 
tion of  the  poison.  The  Rules  provide  for  a  recognised  form 
of  licence,  which  is  valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue, 
and  the  fee  payable  for  each  licence  is  Rs.  50. 


Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 

We  report  very  fully  in  this  issue  an  inquest  held  by 
Dr.  Waldo,  Coroner  for  the  City  of  London  and  South- 
wark,  regarding  the  death  under  an  anaesthetic  in  Guy's 
Hospital,  this  being  the  thirty-fourth  death  there  from 
anaesthetics  which  Dr.  Waldo  has  investigated  during  the 
past  six  years.  Coming  as  it  does  so  soon  after  a  similar 
investigation  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  mentioned  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  last  week,  when  Dr.  Waldo 
stated  that  in  the  six  years  he  has  inquired  into  fifty-four 
fatalities  due  to  the  administration  of  anaesthetics,  the 
Southwark  investigation  is  important,  especially  as  the 
purity  of  the  anaesthetic  was  inquired  into.  It  is  from  the 
latter  point  that  these  cases  interest  chemists.  Time  and 
again  at  Coroners'  inquests  suspicion  has  been  thrown 
upon  the  purity  of  chloroform  and  ether,  and  even  medical 
men  occasionally  question  the  purity  of  these  products. 
The  "  Medical  Press  "  of  this  week  says  on  this  point  : 

A  matter  that  deserves  careful  attention  is  the  quality  of 
the  drug  used.  In  some  cases  it  is  rumoured  that  cheap 
and  inferior  stuff  is  supplied  to  certain  hospital  authorities. 


At  any  rate,  Coroners  would  do  well  to  inquire  carefully 
into  this  point  in  dealing  with  cases  of  fatal  anaesthesia. 

We  are  not  aware  of  a  single  recorded  case  in  which  death 
has  been  proved  to  be  due  to  impure  anaesthetics  ;  in  fact, 
commercial  chloroform  and  ether  are  of  remarkable  purity, 
and  all  attempts  to  pinion  them  have  signally  failed.  To 
our  mind  the  significance  of  Dr.  Waldo's  inquiry  is  in  his 
insistence  that  experienced  anaesthetists  should  give  the 
anaesthetic ;  but  what  is  an  experienced  anaesthetist  ?  Dr. 
Waldo's  view  appears  to  be  that  the  man  who  gives  chloro- 
form or  ether  must  not  only  be  a  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner, but  a  person  who  devotes  himself  chiefly  to  giving 
anaesthetics.  With  that  we  do  not  entirely  disagree,  but 
we  observe  that  out  of  the  fifty-four  deaths  he  has  investi- 
gated, forty-six  were  due  to  administration  of  chloro- 
form or  A.C.E.  mixture;  and  this  great  disproportion 
suggests  that  the  system  of  giving  chloroform  must  be 
responsible  in  part  for  fatalities.  Provided  the  patient 
gets  an  adequate  supply  of  oxygen,  it  is  not  possible  to 
poison  with  chloroform,  and  the  sign  that  too  little  air 
and  too  much  chloroform  are  being  given  is  contraction  of 
the  pupil  owing  to  paralysis  of  the  vaso-motor  centres. 
With  ingeniously  regulated  apparatus  administration 
becomes  somewhat  mechanical,  whereas  with  the  open 
method  the  administrator's  whole  attention  is  directed  to- 
what  he  is  doing  and  the  condition  of  the  patient — not  to 
how  the  apparatus  is  working.  The  open  method  is  alone 
used  in  Scotland,  and  it  is  commonly  understood  that 
deaths  from  anaesthetics  are  rare  there.  The  Registrar- 
General's  report,  however,  records  sixteen  deaths  from 
chloroform  in  1904,  that  being  the  only  anaesthetic  among 
fatalities.  Taking  these  deaths  as  being  under  anaesthesia 
(we  have  no  evidence  that  all  were),  the  proportion  is 
1  in  184  accidental  deaths.  In  England  and  Wales  (1905) 
the  deaths  from  all  anaesthetics  were  1  in  100  accidents, 
but  for  chloroform  alone  1  in  190.  There  is  not  much 
help  here,  but  the  line  of  investigation  which  Dr.  Waldo  is 
pursuing  should  yield  valuable  data,  and  he  is  doing  ex- 
cellent service  by  his  systematic  inquiries  into  the  fatalities 
which  come  under  his  observation.  He  puts  to  every 
professional  witness  concerned  with  the  administration 
of  anaesthetics  a  series  of  questions  calculated  to  bring  out 
clearly  the  nature  of  the  anaesthetic,  the  conditions  under 
which  it  is  administered,  the  condition  of  the  patient — in 
fact,  every  point  which  is  likely  to  give  information  that 
will  help  towards  the  prevention  of  such  deaths. 


Otto-of-Rose  Crop. 

The  information  which  we  have  published  from  our 
Bulgarian  correspondent  during  the  past  month  in  regard 
to  the  distillation  of  the  new  otto  of  rose  has  prepared 
our  readers  for  the  fact  that  the  crop  is  quite  an  average 
one.  We  are  now  able  to  confirm  our  previous  reports  on 
this  point,  and  give  in  our  Trade  Report  this  week  a 
letter  on  the  subject  which  shows  that  the  harvest  is  prac- 
tically complete,  the  output  being  above  the  average,  and 
the  quality  of  the  otto  excellent.  In  this  very  excellence 
there  is  danger,  for  large  quantities  of  adulterants  have 
recently  been  imported  into  Bulgaria,  and  under  cover  of  the 
excellence  these  are  sure  to  be  used  freely.  Throughout  May 
the  pedlers  of  adulterants  were  unusually  active  in  secretly 
retailing  such  products  among  the  rose-growers.  Methods 
of  analysis  and  knowledge  of  the  constituents  of  otto  of 
rose  have  so  advanced  during  the  past  ten  years  that  these 
is  little  difficulty  in  distinguishing  the  sophisticated  and 
true  ottos.  Those  who  care  to  pay  the  price  for  the  best 
should,  therefore,  get  value  for  their  money.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  at  the  end  of  May  prices  in  London  rose

in  sympathy  with  those  in  Bulgaria  by  fully  10  per  cent., 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  they  actually  became  effective.  The 
higher  prices  asked,  however,  and  the  reports  circulated  as 
to  a  poor  crop,  induced  a  good  demand  for  the  1906  otto ; 
but  the  keen  competition  among  sellers  prevented  the  full 
advance  becoming  operative,  especially  where  quantity  was 
concerned.

Dry  Shampoo. 
Of  late  it  has  become  general  to  employ  carbon  tetra- 
chloride as  a  dry  shampoo  in  place  of  benzine,  which  has 
caused  many  accidents.    Carbon  tetrachloride  is,  however, 
not  free  from  danger,  as  is  shown  by  a  contribution  to  the 
"  Lancet "  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Colman.    A  lady  was  being  at- 
tended by  a  hairdresser,  and  carbon  tetrachloride  was  ap- 
plied as  a  dry  shampoo.   The  room  was  not  well  ventilated, 
and  the  lady  became  unconscious  through  inhaling  the 
vapour,  which  resembles  chloroform  in  its  action,  but  is 
more  toxic.    The  customer  recovered  her  usual  health  in 
a  few  days.    A  sample  of  the  hair-wash  was  examined  by 
Professor  C.  R.  Marshall  and  found  to  be  carbon  tetra- 
chloride, with  traces  of  such  impurities  as  are  usually  found 
in  carbon  disulphide,  and  to  contain  a  little  perfume.  In 
hairdressers'  shops  it  is  customary  to  use  a  fan  and  venti- 
lating-shaft  to  prevent  the  vapour  reaching  the  customer's 
face.    This  note  will  serve  as  a  warning  that  carbon  tetra- 
chloride is  not  free  from  danger  when  used  as  a  dry 
shampoo.

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bills. 
We  have  got  no  "  forrarder  "  with  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bills  so  far  as  the  Government  Bill  is  concerned  ;  post- 
ponement is  still  "  the  order  of  the  day."  As  less  than  two 
months  now  intervene  between  the  date  when  Parliament  is 
expected  to  be  prorogued  the  position  of  the  Bill  must  be 
regarded  as  somewhat  precarious.  The  Prime  Minister, 
stating  the  order  of  business  last  Tuesday,  said  he  put  in  at 
the  end  his  usual  et  cetera — "  other  Bills."  This  item  would 
include  the  Pharmacy  Bills,  and  the  laughter  of  the  House 
sufficiently  indicated  the  hope  there  is  for  "  other  Bills." 
Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill  is  still  "  deferred  "  from  week  to  week. 

Alcohol  in  Patent  Medicines. 
Sir  Gilbert  Parker  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department  on  Wednesday  whether  official  tests  are 
made  of  patent  medicines  offered  to  the  public  as  to  the 
amount  of  alcohol  which  they  contain;  whether  there  is 
any  limit  to  its  use  in  patent  medicines ;  if  so,  what  is  it ; 
and  what  penalties  are  attached  to  misuse.  The  question  was 
answered  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  who  said  that 
samples  of  medicines  are  from  time  to  time  tested  at  the 
Government  laboratory,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  they 
are  sufficiently  medicated  to  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of 
sale  without  a  spirit  licence.  There  is  no  limit,  Mr.  Asquith 
went  on  to  explain,  to  the  use  of  alcohol,  but  in  every  case 
there  must  be  sufficient  medication  to  secure  that  the  prepara- 
tion cannot  be  vended  as  a  beverage.  The  sale  as  a  medicine 
of  any  article  not  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  a  medicine  would, 
he  concluded,  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalties  applicable 
to  the  unauthorised  sale  of  spirits. 

The  National  Vaccine  Establishment. 
Mr.  Galloway  Weir  proposes  to  ask  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  Monday  how  many  calves  were 
purchased  during  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
glycerinated  calf  lymph,  and  their  cost.  He  will  ask  further 
the  number  sold  during  the  same  period  and  the  amount  thus 
realised,  and  will  ask  finally  why  the  amount  derived  from 
the  sale  of  calves  by  the  National  Vaccine  Establishment  is 
not  indicated  in  the  Estimates.  Mr.  Morton  will  also  ask  on 
the  same  day  why,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the 
bacteriologist  employed  at  the  establishment  receives  a 
salary  of  600?.  per  annum,  he  is  allowed  to  make  a  profit  on 
vaccine  lymph  sold  to  the  Local  Government  Board  in  Scot- 
land. 

Notes. 

A  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  (Scotland)  Bill, 
"  to  amend  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1875  to  1899," 
was  presented  by  Mr.  Mitchell-Thomson  on  June  24,  and 
was  ordered  to  be  printed.  On  the  same  evening  Mr. 
Runciman  presented  the  Isle  of  Man  (Customs)  Bill  "to 
amend  the  law  with  respect  to  Customs  duties  in  the  Isle  of 
Man." 

Colonel  Lockwood  has  put  down  a  question  unstarred  to 
ask  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  what 
amount  is  contributed  by  the  Imperial  Government  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  Tropical  School  of  Medicine  at 
Liverpool ;  what  is  the  total  cost  of  maintenance  of  tha 
hospital  in  connection  with  the  school,  and  what  amount  is 
contributed  by  the  Government  of  the  Congo ;  and  what 
sum,  if  any,  is  contributed  by  the  Government  to  similar 
hospitals  in  London. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
has  appointed  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  nature  of  dis- 
temper in  dogs  in  Great  Britain  and  the  methods  of  its 
infection,  and  to  report  whether  any,  and  if  so  what,  pre- 
ventive or  other  remedial  measures,  exclusive  of  ordinary 
medical  treatment,  can  be  with  advantage  taken  with 
respect  to  it.  The  Committee  consists  of  the  Duke  of 
Beaufort,  Lord  Middleton,  Lord  Leconfield,  Sir  John 
McFadyean,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Mr.  Edward  Barclay,  Mr. 
Stewart  Stockman,  M.R.C.V.S.,  chief  veterinary  officer  to 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  ;  and  Mr.  William 
Musgrave  Wroughton.  Lord  Middleton  is  Chairman,  and 
Mr.  J.  R.  Jackson,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Secretary,  4  Whitehall

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  June  21,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dorr  in  the  chair. 
The  first  business  was 

The  Election  of  Officers. 
Mr.  George  Ltjnan  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman, 
and,  having  taken  the  chair,  returned  thanks.    Mr.  J.  P. 

Gilmour  was  re-elected 
Vice-Chairman,  and,  the 
General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee having  been 
elected,  Mr.  Anderson 
Russell  moved  that  a 
chairman  for  the  dif- 
ferent committees  should 
be  appointed,  which  Mr. 
Sutherland  seconded, 
and  it  was  agreed  to.  It 
was  also  agreed  that  each 
committee  elect  its  own 
chairman. 

Nomination  of 
Examiners. 
The  Assistant  Secre- 
tary stated  that  the  last 
committee  for  nomina- 
tion of  examiners  com- 
prised the  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman,  Messrs. 
Giles,  Kerr,  Nesbit, 
Storrar,  and  Tocher. 

Mr.    Anderson  Rus- 
sell   moved    that  this 
matter  should  be  left  to  a  committee  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Executive. 

The  Chairman  did  not  agree  in  thinking  that  the  whole 
Executive  be  the  committee.  He  knew  how  difficult  it  was 
to  choose  members  of  the  Board,  and  he  thought  it  was 
necessary  to  have  a  small  committee  for' the  purpose. 

Mr.  Glass  seconded  Mr.  Russell's  motion. 

The  Chairman,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Doig,  said  the  com- 
mittee simply  reported  to  the  Executive. 

Mr.  Cowie  supported  the  motion,  and  complained  that  no 
report  was  made  last  year. 

This,  the  Chairman  stated,  on  informaton  given  to  him, 
was  incorrect,  but  Mr.  Cowie  stuck  to  his  point. 

Mr.  Giles  proposed  as  an  amendment  that  a  committee  of 
seven  members  be  appointed  to  recommend  nominations. 
He  thought  if  they  adopted  the  standing  orders  of  the 
Council  that  every  member  receive  a  report  from  the  com- 
mittee, that  overcame  all  difficulties,  and  every  member 
would  be  in  a  position  of  knowing  what  had  been  before  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Doig  seconded,  and  said  he  had  had  a  good  deal  of 
experience  in  this  direction  with  regard  to  appointments. 
They  had  confidential  information  which  it  would  not  be 
wise  to  lay  before  a  large  committee.  The  Executive  had 
still  a  right  of  nomination. 

Mr.  Russell  asked  if  it  was  not  the  case  that  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  the  General  Purposes  Committee 
consisted  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  there  was  a  committee  for 
nomination  of  examiners. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  the  Council  had  appointed  the  Execu- 
tive for  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Scot- 
land. That  nomination  was  made  in  the  open  Executive  for 
many  years,  but  they  found  that  what  is  done  now  was  done 
then  informally — viz.,  selecting  likely  men  for  the  position. 
This  did  not  deprive  the  Executive  from  nominating  others. 

The  Chairman  said  they  were  only  remitting  some  part  of 
the  business  to  a  small  committee,  with  power  to  report 
to  the  members.  He  did  not  think  there  could  be  any  reason- 
able dissatisfaction  with  that.  The  work  was  better  done, 
because  it  was  of  such  a  confidential  nature,  and  it  was 
simply  a  question  of  getting  the  work  well  done.    He  did 


not  think  the  work  would  be  so  well  done  by  the  Executive 
as  by  a  small  committee  of  seven.  They  got  its  recommenda- 
tions submitted  to  them,  and  if  they  were  not  satisfied  they 
could  carry  some  other  name. 

Mr.  Glass  said  when  they  got  the  report  from  the  com- 
mittee only  the  number  of  names  sufficient  to  fill  the  vacant 
posts  were  submitted,  and  they  had  either  to  accept  or 
reject  them.  (A  voice  :  "  No.")  If  they  had  six  or  eight 
names  submitted  to  them  to  choose  from,  it  would  be  dif- 
ferent altogether,  but  they  had  the  exact  number  required. 
It  would  not  be  courteous  after  having  asked  these  gentle- 
men to  tell  them  they  did  not  want  them. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  they  were  not  asked  before 
being  submitted  to  the  Executive. 

Mr.  Glass  said  they  were  told  so.  If  they  asked  for 
information  about  other  gentlemen  who  were  quite  eligible  as. 
examiners  they  failed  to  get  it.  That  had  been  a  bone  of 
contention  in  the  Executive  since  he  had  been  a  member  of 
it.    He  thought  they  ought  to  try  the  open  system. 

Mr.  Giles  said  Mr.  Glass  was  referring  to  what  took  place- 
two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Nesbit  admitted  that  although  he  saw  difficulty  in< 
having  a  large  committee,  he  two  years  ago  voted  as  a. 
protest  in  favour  of  full  information  being  given  by  the- 
committee.  But  last  year  he  thought  there  was  a  great 
difference,  and  even  the  strongest  opponents  against  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  admitted  that  they  had  done 
better.  He  thought  if  they  did  still  better  this  year  it. 
would  be  advisable  to  appoint  them,  because  he  quite  recog- 
nised the  difficulty  of  doing  the  work  by  a  large  committee. 

Mr.  Russell,  referring  to  what  Mr.  Giles  had  said  regard- 
ing last  year's  report,  stated  that  he  simply  expressed  him- 
self satisfied  and  congratulated  the  committee  on  the  report 
they  gave  as  being  better  than  ever  they  got  previously,  but 
they  wanted  something  better  still.  The  Executive  had  a 
right  of  nomination  technically,  but  it  was  a  burlesque, 
because  the  report  contained  the  names  of  certain  gentlemen 
who  were  recommended  and  had  been  asked  if  they  were 
agreeable  to  act,  so  they  had  no  alternative  but  to  agree. 

The  Chairman  did  not  think  it  was  a  burlesque. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  thought  Mr.  Russell's  motion  was  out 
of  order,  the  committee  being  in  existence. 

Mr.  Sutherland  believed  the  Executive  would  accept 
Mr.  Giles's  amendment  more  readilv-  if  he  proposed  a  larger- 
committee — five  or  seven  members,  without  the  chairman 
and  vice-chairman.  He  urged  Mr.  Russell  not  to  press  his 
motion. 

Mr.  Russell  said  that  when  he  was  interrupted  he  was- 
referring  to  the  Executive,  not  in  reality  nominating.  They 
had  not  the  full  liberty  they  ought  to  have.  When  these- 
gentlemen  were  brought  forward,  and  had  been  inquired 
about  and  were  found  willing  to  act,  it  was  with  the  utmost 
difficulty  and  hesitancy  that  any  member  would  put  forward 
another  name  in  opposition. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  they  did  not  ascertain  that 
they  were  willing. 

Mr.  Russell  asserted  that  it  had  been  represented  that 
these  gentlemen  were  willing.  It  seemed  to  be  conceived 
that  what  he  aimed  at  was  an  open  discussion.  That  would 
be  absurd.  What  could  be  considered  in  a  committee  of 
seven  could  quite  well  be  considered  in  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Executive.  On  several  occasions  he  had  received, 
from  gentlemen  not  members  of  the  Executive,  information 
which  he  could  not  get  in  the  Executive,  and  his  feeling  was 
that  if  they  got  the  information  in  committee  they  would 
not  be  so  ready  to  communicate  it  to  those  outside. 

A  vote  was  then  taken,  when  Mr.  Giles's  amendment 
was  carried  by  thirteen  to  three.  The  following  gentle- 
men were  then  appointed  the  Nomination  Committee  : 
Messrs.  Anderson  Russell,  Doig,  Sutherland.  Forret,  and 
Dott,  with  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman. 

University  Decrees  in  Pharmacy. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  stated  that  the  report  on  this 
subject  was  given  in  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Executive, 
but  as  it  was  the  closing  meeting  of  the  old  Executive  it  was 
left  to  the  new  Executive  to-  come  to  a  decision  on  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Council  that  the  existing  committee  be  con- 
tinued to  act  in  advising  and  helping  the  Council  in  regard 
to  the  matter,  and  in  doing  their  utmost  to  induce  the  Scotch 
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Universities  who  had  not  already  given  their  decision  to 
grant  degrees  in  science  instead  of  in  pure  pharmacy. 
This  was  agreed  to. 

Following  upon  this  Mr.  Storrar  explained  what  he  had 
done  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  his  remarks  being 
chiefly  in  connection  with  some  criticisms  by  Mr.  Dott,  and 
he  further  stated  that  the  motions  submitted  and  agreed  to 
at  the  last  Council-meeting  were  drafted  by  himself.  Mr. 
Dott,  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  Mr.  Currie  having  made  a  few 
remarks,  the  subject  dropped. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Messrs.  Sutherland, 
Currie,  Tocher,  and  Cowie  were  appointed  delegates  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting  at  Manchester. 

Mr.  Beatt,  Huntly,  has  consented  to  act  as  Divisional 
Secretary  for  West  Aberdeenshire. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  was  instructed  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  evening  meetings  next  session. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Sutherland,  it  was  agreed  that 
with  the  view  of  assisting  the  Executive  in  appointing  Divi- 
sional Secretaries,  the  various  Societies  be  asked  what  is 
their  preference. 

The  New  By-laws. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  thought  it  might  be  well  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  proposed  new  by-laws  of  the  Society.  Many  of 
the  alterations  were,  he  said,  merely  verbal,  many  were 
improvements  suggested  by  painful  experience,  sometimes 
by  litigation.  There  was  one — Section  10 — which  did  not 
appear  to  him  to  be  an  improvement,  but  he  thought  was 
likely,  on  the  contrary,  in  complex  matters,  seriously  to 
affect  the  status  or  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Scotland.  The  old  by-law  seemed  to  serve  the  purpose 
quite  well.  It  was  said  the  alteration  had  been  made  in 
order  to  bring  the  by-law  more  into  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Act  of  1852,  but  it  was  also  pointed  out  that  it 
did  not  do  that — that,  on  the  contrary,  it  was  at  variance 
with  the  Act.  There  was  no  exclusion  of  people  who  came 
from  a  distance.  They  had  an  assurance  on  the  part  of 
certain  members  of  Council  that  there  was  no  intention  to 
change  the  practice  in  Scotland.  He  did  not  think  it  was 
wise  to  alter  a  by-law  or  any  regulation  so  that  it  might  be 
possible  to  read  it  in  that  way — that  while  they  had  the 
right  to  examine  candidates  coming  from  any  part  of  the 
world  it  looked  as  if  on  a  technical  construction  of  the 
powers  of  the  examiners  they  might  be  prevented  from  doing 
so.  It  seemed  to  be  a  matter  of  some  importance,  and  it 
had  been  noticed  by  a  good  many  members  in  Scotland 
already.  They  might  very  well  consider  it,  especially 
because  it  closely  affected  the  status  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers. 

Some  discussion  then  took  place,  in  which  the  Chairman, 
Messrs.  Giles,  Storrar,  Cowie,  Currie,  Dott,  and  others 
took  part,  and  the  whole  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee 
for  consideration  and  report. 

Mr.  Glass  gave  notice  of  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  the 
Council  should  exercise  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  Act 
of  Parliament  and  punish  chemists  found  guilty  of  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

Prize  Distribution. 

The  medals  and  certificates  gained  by  the  students  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  courses 
were  distributed,  on  June  26,  by  the  President  in  the  lecture 
theatre  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  house,  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C. 

A  few  gleams  of  sunshine  were  seen  earlier  in  the  after- 
noon, but  a  threatening  thunderstorm  gave  a  more  than 
usual  gloom  to  the  function.  The  President  valiantly  tried 
to  put  some  life  into  the  proceedings,  and  doubtless  the 
prize-winners  felt  that  it  was  the  day  of  their  life;  but, 
taken  as  a  whole,  the  proceedings  were  a  trifle  dull. 

The  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young)  was  supported  by  Pro- 
fessors A.  W.  Crossley  (Dean  of  the  School),  Professor 
H.  G.  Greenish,  and  Mr.  Bremridge ;  while  the  front  chairs 
were  occupied  by  Mr.  T.  Tyrer,  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington,  Mr. 
Walter  Hills,  Mr.  M.  Carteighe,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Hobbs,  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen.  The  number  present 
was  about  fifty,  a  third  of  them  being  ladies. 

The  President  called  on  the  Dean  to  read  the 


School  Report. 
This  was  on  the  model  of  previous  documents.   The  work 
had  been  steady  and  continuous,  and  carried  on  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  staff.   The  best  evidence,  the  Dean  said, 
was  the  school  examination  results,  and  he  specially  men- 
tioned Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  Miss  Wren,  and  Mr.'  G.  F. 
Morrell  on  account  of  the  excellent  work  they  have  done 
during  the  session.    Mr.  Loughlin  was  also  mentioned  as 
having  taken  certificates  of  honour  in  every  subject  except 
botany.    The  awards  sanctioned  by  the  Council  were  then 
read  out  (see  C.  <£.-  D.,  April  13,  p.  555,  and  June  8,  p.  875), 
and  the  Dean  proceeded  to  give  percentages  of  passes  in  the 
Major  and  Minor,  which  are  higher  in  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy than  in  the  whole  country.    Of  the  thirty-three  Major 
candidates  examined  during  the  year  twenty  were  from  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  and  fourteen  passed.   The  distinctions 
gained  by  past  students  were  then  noted.    Mr.  P.  A.  W. 
Selfe  and  Mr.  H.  Finnemore  have  passed  the  B.Sc.Lond., 
the  latter  with  honours  in  chemistry.    Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett 
and  Mr.  A.  G.  Harrington  have  passed  the  intermediate 
examination  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry.    Mr.  David 
Hooper  (a  student  in  1878)  has  been  awarded  the  Hanbury 
gold  medal ;  the  final  distinction  mentioned  being  that  Mr. 
Edmund  White  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  distinctions  were,  the  Dean 
said,  extremely  gratifying.    The  announcement  was  then 
made  that  Professor  Green  is  resigning  his  professorship  of 
botany  at  the  close  of  the  present  session.    He  has  held  the 
position  for  twenty  years,  and  his  resignation  will  be  re- 
gretted by  both  his  colleagues  and  students. 

Professor  Crossley  and  Professor  Greenish  then  intro- 
duced the  successful  students  to  the  President,  the  last- 
named  handing  to  each  the  medal  or  certificate  which  he  or 
she  had  won. 

The  President's  Speech. 
This  little  ceremony  being  over,  the  President  said  that  of 
all  the  many  and  varied  duties  of  his  office,  none  gave  him 
greater  pleasure  than  to  be  present  at  that  function  and  be 
in  a  position  to  congratulate  so  many  prize-winners.  In 
speaking  of  the  success  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  he  had 
no  desire  to  disparage  other  schools,  but  thought  he  had  a 
right  to  be  jubilant  over  the  splendid  results  shown  in  the 
Dean's  report.    He  acknowledged  that  the  school  is  expen- 
sive, but  it  was  established,  not  as  a  commercial  under- 
taking, but  as  an  ideal.    The  teaching  given  is  unsurpassed 
in  the  present  day  for  those  who  wish  to  obtain  the  maximum 
of  knowledge  connected  with  the  business.    The  President, 
recalling  some  of  his  experiences  as  a  student  thirty-five 
years  ago,  said  he  remembered  being  examined  in  materia 
medica  by  the  late  Daniel  Hanbury,  in  whose  memory  some 
of  the  students  had  that  day  received  book  prizes.  Con- 
tinuing, the  President  urged  all  to  go  on  from  the  Minor  to 
the  Major  if  their  abilities  and  financial  arrangements  per- 
mitted.   Those  who  enter  pharmacy  should  strive  to  get  to 
the  top  of  the  tree.    It  is  an  advantage  to  obtain  exemption 
from  jury  service,  although  he  was  doubtful  if  it  was  to  the 
advantage  of  the  State.    In  a  country  town  the  Major  man 
is  at  an  advantage  among  the  discriminating  part  of  the  in- 
habitants.   Allusion  was  also  made  to  the  resignation  of 
Professor  Green,  who  has  always  kept  the  facilities  for 
obtaining  botanical  knowledge  in  the  school  well  in  advance 
of  the  higher  demands.   This  was  followed  by  praise  of  the 
professors  in  general,  and  the  expression  of  opinion  that 
failures  are  due  to  ill-preparation  for  the  examination,  while 
nervousness;  the  President  said,  was  often  evidence  that 
the  candidate  was  only  half  prepared  for  the  ordeal.  The 
percentage  of  passes  among  women  candidates  is  higher 
than  with  men,  due,  he  thought,  to  the  fact  that  women  take 
the  matter  more  seriously  and  take  care  to  prepare  them- 
selves well  in  every  subject.    He  regretted  that  the  post- 
graduate courses  were  not  more  utilised,  and  hoped  that,  if 
possible,  the  facilities  may  be  extended  to  those  who  had 
not  graduated. 

The  President's  remarks  were  well  received,  and  were 
;  followed  by  a  vote  of  thanks  from  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
J.  F.  Harrington).  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer,  who  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  superiority  which 
;  many  see  in  foreigners  is  not  due  so  much  to  any  initial 
advantages,  but  is  all  a  question  of  the  direction  of  energy. 
The  President  briefly  replied,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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Beatbs  unfcer  Hnrcstbetics. 


AT  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court  on  June  24,  Dr.  F. 
Joseph  Waldo  held  an  inquiry  into  the  circumstances 
attending  the  death  of  Edith  Maud  Livett  (29),  the  wife 
of  a  waterman,  who  died  while  under  an  anaesthetic  at 
Guy's  Hospital  on  June  20.  Dr.  Waldo,  in  opening  the 
proceedings,  said  the  inquiry  was  of  some  importance  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  was  the  sixth  similar  fatality  at 
'Guy's  Hospital  during  the  past  eight  weeks.  He  always 
held  a  full  inquiry  into  such  cases  as  the  present  one,  both 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public  and  the  medical  men  concerned. 
Further,  there  was  the  public  institution  to  be  considered, 
because  it  was  responsible  for  the  system  employed  and 
the  purity  of  the  drugs  used.  Some  of  these  deaths,  he 
was  told,  were  unavoidable,  and  some  might  possibly  be 
due  to  carelessness  or  want  of  experience  in  the  adminis- 
trator, while  many  were  due  to  the  want  of  or  lowness  of 
vitality  in  the  patient.  But  the  death-rate  in  these  cases 
was  unusually  high,  and  he  had  been  told  by  more  than 
one  anaesthetist  that  the  successful  administration  of 
anaesthetics  depended  more  upon  the  individual  anaesthetist 
than  upon  the  particular  drug  used  or  the  apparatus  em- 
ployed. During  the  six  years  he  had  been  Coroner  for  the 
City  and  Southwark  he  had  held  inquiries  into  fifty-five 
cases  in  which  death  had  occurred  while  patients  were 
under  the  influence  of  anaesthetics.  Thirty-four  occurred 
at  Guy's  Hospital  and  eighteen  at  St.  Bartholomew's.  Of 
the  thirty-four  deaths,  fifteen  were  from  chloroform,  two 
from  ether,  fourteen  from  A.C.E.  mixture,  and  three  from 
ethyl  chloride.  In  two  cases  from  Guy's  the  anaesthetic  was 
given  by  two  gentlemen  who  held  no  post  there,  but  who 
were  visitors  and  were  asked  to  assist  some  of  the  officials. 
Evidence  was  then  called.  The  deceased  had  suffered  from 
gastric  ulcers.  Mr.  C.  H.  Goulding  Bird,  F.R.C.S.,  senior 
surgeon  at  Guy's  Hospital,  said  the  patient  was  admitted 
on  June  12,  and  he  agreed  with  Dr.  Hale  White  that  she 
would  die  if  she  was  not  operated  upon.  The  operation  had 
to  be  delayed  owing  to  her  weak  state.  He  therefore  did 
his  best  to  prolong  life  and  improve  her  condition.  Even- 
tually on  June  20  he  decided  to  operate,  and  an  anaesthetic 
was  given. 

The  Coroner :  You  would  not  be  responsible  at  all  for  the 
anaesthetic  ? 

Witness :  I  have  a  certain  responsibility  which  is  this :  It 
is  my  duty,  and  I  did  it,  to  tell  the  anaesthetist  of  any  special 
circumstances  that  I  as  a  surgeon  knew  of  that  might  affect 
the  administration.  I  told  the  anaesthetist  that  the  case  was 
a  desperate  one,  that  she  was  suffering  from  haemorrhage  and 
was  extremely  ill.  I  also  made  those  remarks  publicly  in  the 
theatre,  where  there  were  some  foreigners.  I  had  performed 
the  first  part  of  the  operation,  which  was  the  sewing-up  of 
the  ulcer,  and  was  about  to  commence  the  second  part,  when 
I  observed  the  bloodless  condition  of  the  wound  and,  looking 
up,  I  saw  that  the  woman  was  practically  dying.  I  instantly 
closed  the^  wound,  and  all  the  known  means  were  taken  for 
her  resuscitation. 

Dr.  A.  R.  Thompson,  one  of  the  special  anaesthetists 
and  demonstrator  of  anatomy  at  Guy's  Hospital,  said  he 
adminstered  the  anaesthetic,  starting  with  "A.C.E."  mix- 
ture and  then  went  on  with  pure  ether.  He  considered 
then  and  now,  and  would  consider  in  the  future,  that  pure 
ether  was  the  best  anaesthetic  in  such  a  case.  He  used 
Ormsby's  apparatus.  He  had  administered  fourteen  hundred 
anaesthetics,  and  this  was  his  only  fatal  case.  Guy's  Hos- 
pital employed  eight  special  anaesthetists,  none  of  whom, 
however,  were  resident,  although  some  were  within  easy 
call.  In  urgency  operations  when  no  special  anaesthetist 
was  on  duty  the  house-surgeons  gave  the  anaesthetics.  For 
anaesthetics  to  be  given  by  any  but  the  staff  was  not  the 
usual  method  at  Guy's. 

The  Coroner :  Do  you  think  it  is  wise  to  allow  gentlemen 
with  less  experience  than  yourself  to  administer  anaesthetics  ? 

Witness  :  I  am  quite  willing  that  the  house  surgeons  should, 
and  really  I  have  been  more  confident  in  some  of  them  than 
special  anaesthetists. 

The  Coroner :  It  has  occurred  to  me  whether  it  would  not 
be  a  good  thing,  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  public  as  well 
as  the  hospital,  if  your  department  were  extended  so  that  every 
anaesthetic  might  be  given  by  a  special  anaesthetist. 

Witness  :  I  really  think  it  would  be  an  unnecessary  addition. 
The  witness  added  that  the  tendency  of  the  inexperienced 


man  was  to  give  too  little  rather  than  too  much  of  an 
anaesthetic. 

Dr.  R.  D.  Colley,  house  physician,  said  he  made  an 
autopsy,  and  in  his  opinion  death  resulted  from  the  shock 
from  the  operation  acting  on  a  heart  weakened  by  con- 
tinuous loss  of  blood  and  semi-starvation.  The  anaesthetic, 
in  his  opinion,  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  death. 

Mr.  Horace  Finnemore,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  pharmacist  at 
Guy's  Hospital,  said  the  ether  used  was  obtained  under  a 
contract  from  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  and 
Salamon's  make  was  specified.  Their  ether  had  been  sup- 
plied during  the  past  eight  years.  It  was  manufactured 
from  methylated  alcohol,  the  contract-price  being  Is.  10^d. 
per  lb.  Ether  made  from  ethylic  alcohol  was  very  much 
dearer,  due  to  the  duty  on  the  latter,  and  a  quotation  he  had 
seen  that  day  put  the  price  at  5s.  6d.  per  lb. 

The  Coroner :  Chemically,  would  the  two  kinds  be  much  the 
same  ? 

Witness  :  Yes.  The  standard  by  which  ether  is  judged  is  the 
B.P.  As  long  as  it  answers  the  test  of  the  B.P.  we  consider 
it  is  ether. 

The  Coroner  :  But  physiologically  it  is  quite  another  matter. 
You  would  not  answer  for  that.  If  you  purchased  the  more 
expensive  kind  it  would  make  a  great  dilference  in  a  year  ? 

Witness:  Well,  we  buy  10  cwt.  a  year,  which  would  make  a 
difference  of  401.  or  50/. 

The  Coroner  :  Where  do  you  store  it  ? 

Witness :  In  a  cellar  specially  constructed  for  inflammable 
liquids. 

The  Coroner  :  Is  it  kept  in  the  dark,  free  from  sunlight  ? 
Witness  :  Yes. 

The  Coroner:  Is  it  a  fact  that  ether  kept  in  the  sunlight 
or  a  warm  temperature  may  deteriorate  and  foreign  sub- 
stances form  in  it  ? — Not  if  it  is  pure. 

The  Coroner  :  You  consider  your  ether  pure  ? — Yes. 

The  Coroner :  But  are  you  more  likely  to  get  substances 
form  in  ether  made  from  methylated  alcohol  than  in  that 
made  from  ethylic  alcohol  ? — If  you  take  the  precaution  to 
purify  it  you  can't  get  any  substances  in  it. 

In  reply  to  further  questions  the  witness  said  the  hospital 
purchased  acetone  chloroform,  which  was  the  same  chemi- 
cally as  the  other  two  kinds — namely,  that  made  from  duty- 
paid  spirit  and  methylated  spirit.  They  never  added  any 
ethyl  chloride  to  it.  It  contained  a  little  alcohol  added  by 
the  manufacturers  to  keep  it.  Most  of  the  other  London  hos- 
pitals used  the  same  kind  of  ether  and  chloroform. 

The  Coroner :  Some  use  the  more  expensive,  but  you  don't 
know  why  ?  There  is  no  pressure  put  on  you  in  regard  to 
economy  ? — No. 

The  Coroner :  Your  hospital  gets  money  from  the  King 
Edward  Fund,  but  there  is  no  pressure  put  upon  you  to  buy 
these  particular  kinds  ? — Witness  :  Not  that  I  know  of.  I  may 
say  that  I  know  we  could  buy  another  brand  of  ether  bd. 
per  lb.  cheaper. 

The  Coroner  :  And  would  that  be  equally  efficacious,  do  you 
think  ? — ■  Witness  :.  Yes,  but  it  is  a  special  precaution  we  take 
in  order  to  have  the  ether  as  pure  as  possible. 

The  Coroner  :  If  you  bought  the  more  expensive  kinds  of 
ether  and  chloroform,  I  suppose  it  would  make  a  difference  of 
hundreds  a  3-ear  ? — Witness:  Yes,  I  suppose  so. 

Dr.  Thompson,  recalled,  said  that  from  4,000  to  6,000 
anaesthetics  were  given  yearly  at  Guy's  to  in-patients,  and 
four  times  that  number  to  out-patients.  As  to  two  deaths 
attributed  to  ether  and  referred  to  by  the  Coroner,  he  very 
much  doubted  whether  they  were  really  due  to  the  anaes- 
thetic. It  had  been  found,  practically  speaking,  that 
physiologically  one  could  not  kill  with  ether,  because  it  was 
such  a  strong  heart-stimulant. 

The  Coroner :  Those  cases  might  have  been  due  to  the 
surgeons  ? — Witness  :  To  the  shock  of  the  operations,  I  should 
prefer  to  put  it. 

The  witness  added,  in  reply  to  further  questions,  that  he 
was  quite  satisfied  with  the  ether  and  chloroform  supplied 
at  the  hospital,  and  he  would  not  change  over  to  the  more 
expensive  kinds  as  they  would  make  no  difference  in 
results. 

Dr.  Goulding  Bird,  recalled,  said  his  decided  opinion  was 
that  the  anaesthetic  had  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  death 
in  this  case.  In  fact,  the  last  witness  told  him  when  he 
was  ready  to  begin  the  operation  that  the  woman's  pulse  was 
better  then  than  before  she  went  under.  The  anaesthetic 
acted  as  a  stimulant  to  her.  Years  ago  he  had  been  an  anaes- 
thetist, and  he  gave  only  "A.C.E."  mixture,  using  nothing 
but  methylated  ether,  and  he  believed  then,  and  believed 
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now  with  all  his  additional  experience,  that  that  ether  was 
the  safest.  He  did  not  think  that  fatalities  would  be  re- 
duced if  there  were  special  anaesthetists  in  all  cases. 

The  Coroner  having  briefly  addressed  the  jury,  they 
returned  a  verdict  that  the  woman  died  from  heart-failure, 
etc.,  while  under  the  influence  of  ether,  skilfully  adminis- 
tered for  a  necessary  operation,  and  added  that  the  anoes- 
thetic  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  death. 


Campbor  IRotcs. 


Artificial  Camphor. 

Mr.  S.  Otaui,  of  Yonago,  Japan,  has  invented  artificial 
camphor  which  has  a  similar  odour  and  is  of  similar  colour  to 
natural  camphor.  It  is  manufactured  in  powder  form,  and 
Dr.  Tabara,  who  has  chemically  examined  it,  has  reported 
favourably  ;  but  it  is  questionable  (writes  our  Osaka  corre- 
spondent) whether  it  can  be  made  cheaply  enough  to  compete 
with  natural  camphor. 

Camphor  in  Texas. 

On  several  occasions  we  have  mentioned  the  efforts  made  by 
the  Bureau  of  Plant-industry  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  on  behalf  of  the  camphor-industry.  Their 
latest  move  is  the  establishment  of  a  camphor-farm  near 
Floresville.  They  already  have  a  large  camphor  experi- 
mental farm  in  operation  near  Wharton,  Texas,  and  Dr. 
W.  J.  Watkins,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  experiments,  is  of  a 
very  sanguine  temperament,  as,  according  to  the  "  Spatula," 
he  believes  "  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  State 
will  be  one  of  the  greatest  camphor-producing  regions  in  the 
world."  The  Wharton  farm  was  established  nearly  a  year 
ago,  and  the  shrubs  have  grown  wonderfully  well.  The 
doctor  believes  they  will  quickly  attain  the  size  of  a  tree  if 
permitted  to  stand  !  Evidently  he  is  not  going  to  allow  them 
to  stand,  for  he  sows  the  seed  like  wheat  or  oats,  and  the 
shrub  quickly  sprouts.  When  it  has  attained  a  height  of 
about  3  ft.  it  will  be  cut  down  by  a  mowing-machine  at  a 
height  of  about  1  ft.  from  the  ground.  The  severed  por- 
tion will  be  put  through  the  distilling-process,  and  the  cam- 
phor extracted.  From  the  tender  stubble  other  shoots  will 
spring  up,  and  the  cutting-process  will  be  repeated  once  a 
year  for  several  years.  All  this  is  purely  tentative,  and  it 
will  be  interesting  to  learn  if  Dr.  Watkins's  "haymaking" 
method  of  producing  camphor  will  be  successful.  He  claims 
that  at  present  prices  one  acre  of  camphor  will  yield  a  profit  of 
about  $450. 

Formosan  Camphor. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  North  Formosa  during 
1906  the  British  Consul  devotes  a  few  remarks  to  the  camphor- 
industry,  but  few  new  facts  are  elicited.  It  is  common  know- 
ledge that  "  strenuous  efforts  are  being  made  by  the  authorities 
to  enable  Formosa  to  meet  the  world's  growing  demand,"  but 
perhaps  it  is  not  generally  known  that  "  vast  camphor-forests 
still  remain  unexplored  in  the  mountains."  During  1906  it  is 
estimated  that  46  square  ri  (287  square  miles)  of  forest  and 
arable  land  wore  wrested  from  the  aborigines.  Reference  is 
made  to  the  production  of  camphor  from  leaves  and  twigs, 
from  which  it  is  estimated  that  about  2  lb.  of  camphor  can  be 
obtained  from  100  lb.  of  leaves,  and  that  after  the  fourth  year 
120  lb.  can  be  obtained  from  1  cho  (2£  acres)  of  plantation. 
We  learn,  however,  from  another  source  that  these  expecta- 
tions have  up  to  the  present  not  been  realised,  but  the  experi- 
ments cannot  be  regarded  as  having  been  concluded.  There  is 
still  a  difficulty  in  finding  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified 
workmen ;  steps  are,  however,  being  taken  to  meet  this 
difficulty,  as  well  as  to  improve  the  stills.  The  exports  from 
Tamsui  and  Keelung  in  1906  amounted  to  3,719,192  lb. 
(288,169?.),  against  3,897,489  lb.  (273,941?.)  in  1905— an  increase 
in  value,  but  decrease  in  quantity.  About  16  per  cent,  went 
to  Japan,  9  per  cent,  to  U.S.A.,  and  the  remainder  to  Europe 
vid  Hong-Kong.  The  exports  of  camphor  oil  from  the  same 
ports  were:  1906,  3,541,093  lb.  (121,535/.);  1905,  3,439,709  lb. 
(118,055?.),  an  increase  of  101,384?.  and  3,480?.  respectively. 
The  oil  was  shipped  to  Japan  only. 

Ibean  Camphor-tree. 

In  a  report  on  the  forests  of  Kenia  (East  Africa  Protec- 
torate) by  Mr.  D.  E.  Hutchins,  F.R.Met.Soc,  it  is  stated  that 
the  most  valuable  species  is  a  tree  about  which  little  has 
been  known  up  to  the  present,  and  which,  for  convenience, 
may  be  termed  Ibean  camphor.  The  appearance  of  these 
trees  is  very  striking,  many  of  them  being  of  gigantic  size, 
measuring  from  8  ft.  to  11^  ft.  in  diameter  and  from  120  ft.  to 
130  ft.  in  height.  The  green  bark,  the  green  wood,  and  all 
the  herbaceous  parts  of  this  tree  have   a  camphoraceous 


smell,  and  the  structure  of  the  timber  and  the  seed-vessel 
point  to  the  tree  being  allied  botanically  to  the  true  camphor 
(Cinnamomum  Camphora).  There  was  an  average  of  2.8 
camphor-trees  per  acre  in  the  Embu  linear  sample  area,  but 
51  per  cent,  of  all  the  timber  in  the  linear  sample  area  was 
camphor;  in  other  words,  more  than  half  the  timber  in  the 
best  forest  at  Kenia  is  camphor.  In  the  maximum  sample 
area  exactly  one-third  of  the  number  of  trees  was  camphor, 
while  78  per  cent,  of  the  cubic  contents  of  all  the  timber  was 
camphor.  Mr.  Hutchins,  who  deals  with  the  tree  entirely 
from  a  timber  point  of  view,  omits  to  mention  whether  the 
tree  would  yield  camphor,  no  further  information  on  this 
point  being  vouchsafed,  except  his  remark  as  above,  that 
the  "  structure  of  the  timber  and  the  seed-vessel  point  to  the 
tree  being  allied  botanically  to  the  true  camphor."  The  area 
of  the  Kenia  Forest  is  estimated  at  1,000,000  acres,  the  total 
circumference  being  about  287  miles  ;  and  the  value  of  the 
many  kinds  of  timber  it  contains  is  placed  at  23,000,000?.,  the 
most  valuable  being  the  cedar.  The  investigation  was  under- 
taken at  the  instance  of  the  Colonial  Office. 


Cbemical  Society. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Thursday, 
June  20,  the  chair  being  taken  by  the  President  (Sir 
W.  Ramsay).  The  inclusion  in  the  list  of  papers  of  one  by 
Mr.  A.  T.  Cameron  and  the  President  on 

Some  Properties  of  Radium  Emanation 

proved  attractivs,  and  there  was  a  very  full  house.  The 
radium  paper  was  a  continuation  of  that  read  a  few  weeks 
ago.  The  method  of  preparing  the  emanation  consists  in 
exposing  radium  in  a  series  of  bulbed-side  tubes,  attached 
to  a  main  tube  connected  to  what  is  essentially  a  minute 
Topler  pump.  After  four  days'  exposure  the  maximum 
amount  of  emanation  is  evolved  and  the  gas  is  pumped  off, 
freed  from  the  associated  hydrogen  and  oxygen  by  explosion, 
dried  over  phosphorus  pentoxide,  and  the  mysterious  excess 
of  hydrogen  referred  to  in  the  previous  paper  is  got  rid  of  by 
immersing  the  receptacle  in  boiling  liquid  air,  when  the 
hydrogen  freezes,  and  the  pure  emanation  can  be  pumped 
off.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  estimate  exactly  the  amount 
of  emanation  given  off  by  a  definite  weight  of  radium,  partly 
owing  to  the  infinitesimal  quantities  of  material  that  have 
to  be  used  and  partly  to  the  difficulty  of  eliminating  all 
impurities  ;  but  the  results  of  a  series  of  measurements 
indicate  that  the  complete  decay  of  a  radium  atom  into 
emanation  takes  about  236  years — a  figure  which  is  far  below 
the  1,000-year  period  arrived  at  from  indirect  physical 
measurements.  This  was  the  chief  fact  established,  but 
incidentally  it  has  been  found  that  the  emanation  obeys 
Boyle's  law  very  exactly,  and  is  probably  a  monatomic  gas. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed  Professor  Rutherford, 
who  discovered  the  emanation,  complimented  Sir  W. 
Ramsay  on  his  experimental  skill  in  working  with  such 
minute  quantities  of  material,  but  found  it  difficult  to  accept 
his  conclusions  as  to  the  short  life  of  a  radium  atom  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  so  many  indirect  physical  measurements  had 
assigned  to  it  a  much  longer  life. 

The  remaining  papers  read  included  one  given  by  Mr. 
Veley,  in  his  usual  racy  style,  on  the  affinity  constants  of 
amino-sulphonic  acids,  as  determined  by  his  now  well- 
known  methylorange  method  ;  a  communication  by  Miss 
Whiteley  on  dynamic  isomerism  among  the  coloured  hydra- 
zones  of  1  :  3-diphenylalloxan ;  and,  lastly,  a  further  con- 
tribution by  Dr.  Morgan  and  Mr.  Wootton  on  coloured 
diazo-salts  derived  from  p-aminobenzo-a-naphthalide. 
Among  the  papers  taken  as  read  was  one  of  more  phar- 
maceutical interest — viz.,  on  calmatambin,  a  glucoside 
obtained  from  a  West  African  drug  by  Mr.  Pyman,  of 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  Dart  ford  staff. 

A  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows  was  held  during  the 
evening,  and  among  those  elected  were  Messrs.  Owen  A. 
Elias,  head  of  the  scientific  department  of  Chas.  Zimmer- 
mann  &  Co.  ;  J.  A.  Jennings,  pharmaceutist  to  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital ;  and  C.  H.  Warner,  demonstrator  in 
chemistry  at  the  "  Square  "  school.

THE  end  of  the  half-year  and  stocktaking  operations  have 
helped  to  considerably  restrict  the  volume  of  business 
done  this  week  in  drugs  and  chemicals.  The  chief  feature 
has  been  a  renewed  advance  in  opium,  the  present  prices 
of  which  are  said  to  be  the  highest  for  over  twenty  years. 
Morphine-salts  are  in  consequence  very  strong,  and  a  further 
advance  is  anticipated.  Apart  from  this,  most  of  the 
changes  registered  have  a  downward  tendency.  Among 
drugs  copaiba  is  still  tending  easier.  Gamboge  is 
also  easier.  Soudan  gum  arabic,  ergot,  tamarinds, 
and  peppermint  oil  are  all  more  or  less  firmer.  Ara- 
roba  is  scarce.  Lemon  and  orange  oils  are  distinctly 
lower,  but  bergamot  oil  has  advanced  considerably. 
Canary-seed  and  capsicums  are  cheaper.  Ammonia  sulphate 
and  antimony  are  easier  to  lower  respectively.  Foreign 
citric  acid  is  weaker,  and  cream  of  tartar  and  tartaric  acid 
are  both  easy,  meeting  with  a  slow  trade.  Quinine  remains 
stagnant.  Caffeine  and  santonin  are  very  firm.  Menthol 
has  eased  slightly,  owing  to  the  complete  cessation  of  specu- 
lation, and  crude  camphor  is  flat,  owing  to  large  arrivals.

Bulgarian  Otto-of-rose  Crop. 

Our  correspondent  in  Bulgaria,  under  date  of  June  21, 
writes  as  follows  :  "  The  harvesting  of  this  year's  rose-crop  has 
already  ended  throughout  the  whole  rose  district.  Only  in 
three  or  four  villages  it  may  drag  on  for  a  few  days  longer. 
As  a  whole  the  harvest  this  year  lasted  about  seventeen  days 
only,  or  ten  days  less.  This  was  due  firstly  to  the  backward- 
ness of  the  crop,  and,  secondly,  to  the  limited  yield  of  rose- 
buds, on  account  of  the  dry  and  hot  weather  during  the 
budding  season.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  estimate  exactly  the 
total  yield  of  the  new  crop.  This  will  be  definitely  known  in 
about  three  weeks,  when  the  produce  of  each  rose  locality  is 
checked  and  verified ;  but,  judging  from  the  yield  of  the 
most  important  rose  centres,  the  new  crop  is  considerably 
above  the  average.  Your  readers  will  know  this  as  soon  as 
verified  and  authentic  data  reach  me  from  all  the  rose 
localities.  The  quality  of  the  new  otto  is  simply  superb,  far 
exceeding  in  richness  of  aroma  the  famous  rose  year  of  1900. 
I  have  personally  examined  a  dozen  of  typical  samples  of 
new  otto,  and  must  confess  that  I  find  it  superior  to  any  otto 
of  rose  seen  these  twenty  years.  This  was  only  to  be  ex- 
pected. With  the  exception  of  a  few  southern  villages,  where 
the  harvesting  of  the  crop  began  five  to  six  days  before  the 
cool  and  rainy  season  set  in,  all  the  remaining  villages  had 
simply  ideal  harvesting  weather  during  the  whole  distillation 
period.  No  crop  within  the  memory  of  this  generation  has 
been  distilled  under  more  propitious  conditions,  and,  thanks 
to  this  fact,  the  new  crop,  which  four  weeks  ago  promised  to 
be  one  of  the  worst  and  smallest  on  record,  is  now  acknow- 
ledged, even  by  those  who  have  old  otto  on  hand,  to  be  an 
average  one — from  85,000  oz.  to  100,000  oz.  of  the  finest 
quality." 


Acid,  Citric,  is  slow,  trade  orders,  in  view  of  the  half- 
yearly  stocktaking,  being  extremely  small.  Foreign  is  a 
shade  weaker  at  from  Is.  ll^cZ.  to  Is.  life/.,  and  English 
is  quoted  2s.  O^cZ. 

Aloes. — The  exports  from  Cape  Colony  during  April 
amounted  to  19,903  lb.,  valued  at  164/.,  against  38,773  lb. 
during  April  1906.  For  the  four  months  in  London  ending 
April  1907  the  exports  were  106,897  lb.  (919/.),  against 
165,120  lb,  (1,174/.).  The  arrivals  at  the  warehouse  comprise 
150  boxes  Curacao,  12  barrels  of  gourds,  and  60  kegs  of 
Socotrine.

Antimony. — When  reference  was  made  to  the  position  of

The 
weakness  was  entirely  due  to  Continental  selling  pressure. 
Apart  from  the  appreciable  lines  of  crude  antimony  await- 
ing disposal  at  Hamburg,  a  small  quantity  of  English  re- 
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fined,  for  which  no  buyers  could  be  secured  in  the  open 
market,  was  put  up  for  auction  there  and  went  at  a  very 
low  price.  It  Is  now  held  that  bottom  prices  have  been 
touched.  Since,  leading  home  refiners  have  just  lately  sold 
a  fairly  large  quantity  for  prompt  shipment  to  Japan,  which 
is  rather  significant,  while  offers  of  crude  antimony  from 
that  country  were  for  some  time  past  made  but  sparingly. 
The  rather  large  supplies  "still  to  be  digested  in  the  United 
States  remain  an  adverse  feature,  but  there  are  certainly 
signs  of  a  better  demand  from  elsewhere,  while  the  quan- 
tities held  in  this  country  are  considered  only  moderate. 
The  range  of  quotations  for  regulus  is  from  50/.  to  55/., 
and  for  Japanese  crude  on  the  spot  42/.  to  44/.  per  ton  is 
quoted  as  to  quantity. 

Araroba  continues  very  scarce,  and  high  prices  have  been 
paid  for  crude  in  Hamburg.

Glycerin  in  U.S.A. 

The  New  York  correspondent  of  the  London  "  Daily  Ex- 
press "  reports  that  a  company  has  been  promoted  to  erect  a 
soap-factory  to  enable  the  United  States  to  meet  its  own 
demand  for  glycerin,  instead  of  relying,  as  it  does  now,  on 
Europe  for  more  than  half  its  supply.  The  capital  is  to  be 
250,000?.,  and  the  location  will  be  either  in  Texas  or  Kansas. 
The  correspondent  states  that  it  is  to  be  the  largest  concern 
existing  in  the  soap  and  glycerin  industry,  and  will 
not  only  stop  the  import  trade  in  glycerin  to  America^  but 
will  also  probably  do  a  large  export  trade.  "  America,"  he 
says,  "  consumes  annually  32,000  tons  of  glycerin,  and  only 
16,000  tons  are  manufactured  there ;  she  has  therefore  to  rely 
upon  Europe  for  the  remaining  16,000  tons."  This  last 
statement  appears  to  be  slightly  exaggerated,_  as  the  average 
annual  imports  of  crude  and  refined  glycerin  into  the  United 
States  for  the  past  three  years  amount  to  about  13,500  tons. 
The  present  high  price  of  glycerin  in  England  is  given  as  the 
reason  for  this  new  development ;  and  it  is  predicted  that 
England  will  probably  suffer  most.  Some  may  look  upon  the 
above  as  one  of  those"  "  shriek"  pars,  which  characterise  the 
yellow  Press,  and  until  definite  particulars  are  forthcoming  it 
may  be  as  well  to  treat  it  as  such.

Shakespeare  and  Laudanum. 

Sir, — On  the  many  suggestions  made  by  commentators  to 
explain  the  origin  and  significance  of  the  word  "Land- 
damn"  ("Winter's  Tale,"  Act  II.,  sc.  1),  I  venture  to 
think  that  the  laudanum  theory,  supported  by  "  Xrayser  " 
in  the  G.  &  D.  of  June  22,  is  one  of  the  least  happy.  Per- 
sonally I  prefer  the  explanation  advanced  by  Gollancz  in 
the  Temple  Shakespeare.  He  writes  :  "  It  seems  likely  that 
Antigonus,  having  in  the  previous  phrase  used  the  word 
'  damned,'  here  uses  '  land-damn'  as  a  sort  of  grim  quibble 
for  '  landan ' — a  Gloucestershire  word  still  in  use  to  express 
the  punishment  meted  out  to  slanderers  by  rustics,  who 
traversed  the  country-side  from  house  to  house,  blowing 
trumpets  and  beating  drums  or  pans  and  kettles.  When  an 
audience  had  by  this  means  been  drawn  together  the  delin- 
quents' names  were  proclaimed,  and  they  were  said  to  be 
'  landanned.'  "  Yours  truly,

The  Therapeutics  of  Oxalic  Acid. 

Sir, — Some  time  sine©  I  inquired  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  for  any  information  as  to  the  therapeutics  of  oxalic 
acid,  but  nobody  seemed  to  have  any  experience  of  it,  and 
the  only  information  obtainable  appeared  to  be  the  statement 
of  Neligan,  writing  in  1860,  that  it  was  used  on  the  Con- 
tinent as  a  refrigerant  in  the  form  of  lemonade  10  grains  to 
the  pint,  and  that  he  himself  had  experience  of  its  use  as  an 
antiphlogistic  in  diseases  of  the  mucous  membranes, 
especially  of  the  stomach,  where  he  found  it  of  much  service. 
Wishing  to  ascertain  the  effects  of  small  doses  I  have  since 
tried  it  on  a  patient,  an  elderly  man,  suffering  from  very 
intractable  sciatica.  A  rather  tempting  theory  has  been 
lately  advanced  that  the  phenomena  of  certain  diseases  of 
the  nervous  system  are  similar  to  those  present  in  the 
milder  forms  of  oxalic-acid  poisoning,  and  are  due  to  the 
effects  of  the  acid  on  the  lime  salts  in  the  nerves.  Looking  on 
sciatica  as  confessedly  an  affection  of  that  very  sturdy  nerve 
the  sciatic,  I  administered  doses  of  I5  grain  of  oxalic  acid 
thrice  daily,  and  the  patient  declared  himself  improved. 
After  awhile  the  dose  was  increased  to  2  grains.  Still  the 
improvement  persisted,  and  finally  the  patient  took  without 
discomfort  or  apparent  ill  effect  6  grains  daily  until  the 
sciatica  disappeared. 

Of  course  a  single  case  proves  nothing,  except  that  6  grains 
of  oxalic  acid  may  be  taken  daily  for  some  time  without  hurt, 
and  this  is  the  only  point  I  wish  to  make.  The  sciatica  might 
have  disappeared  just  as  soon  if  the  patient  were  taking 
nothing.

Full  doses  of  the  poison  cause  corrosion  of  the 
passages,  excruciating  agony  in  back,  chest,  stomach,  and 
abdomen,  destruction  of  mucous  membrane,  bloody  vomit 
and  stool,  and  death  by  exhaustion,  consciousness  being 
generally  retained  to  the  end,  though  sense  of  sight  mav  be 
lost.  Coldness  of  surface,  numbness,  mottled  skin,  blue 
nails,  are  present  in  all  degrees  of  the  drug's  action,  and  are 
leading  notes  for  its  use.

Sharp  pains  through 
the  lower  lobe  of  the  left  lung.  It  matters  not  what  the 
name  of  the  disease  may  be— pleurisy,  pneumonia,  phthisis 
— when  that  pain  is  present  Oxal.  ac.  will  do  its  work. 

Homoeopaths  do  not  appear  to  use  oxalic  acid  for  sciatica,  but 
if  they  do  Dr.  McWalter  is  sure  to  hear  from  them. — Ed.]

tickets  as  being  inimical  to  its  business.  How  comes  it  that 
the  same  reason  can  apply  to  the  ordinary  chemist  ?  Search 
your  bag  of  tricks,  "  Jay  Dee,"  and  let  us  have  an  answer, 
if  it  is  not  the  above  one,  which  is  my  answer  to  you  after  a 
moment's  thought.  Jay  Mack. 

"Window-shows. 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "Jay  Dee"  (147/73)  puts  to 
your  readers  generally  that  when  customers  ask  for  an 
advertised  patent  (P.A.T.A.  or  otherwise)  not  one  neglects 
the  opportunity  of  pushing  his  own  nostrum  if  the  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself.  As  one  of  your  readers  very  much 
interested  in  the  patent  question  I  should  like  to  prove  to 
"  Jay  Dee  "  that  he  is  wrong.  If  he  represents  the  maker 
of  a  well-advertised  proprietary  offering  over  25  per  cent, 
there  are  orders  and  fair  play  waiting  for  him  in  hundreds 
of  chemists'  shops.  Twenty-five  per  cent,  is  a  profit 
seldom  obtained  on  goods  which  merely  require  handing 
over  the  counter,  and  most  chemists  will  be  only  too  pleased 
to  handle  his  goods  provided  they  are  good  goods  and  well 
advertised.  Now,  I  put  it  to  "  Jay  Dee  "  that  it  will  pay  his 
principals  better  to  give  a  good  profit  to  the  chemist  in 
return  for  his  goodwill  than  to  pay  huge  sums  for  adver- 
tising in  the  public  Press  and  reducing  the  distributor's 
profit  to  pay  for  these  advertisements.  Why  does  not  some 
manufacturer  try  this  method?  His  success  would  be  per- 
manent. Figures  from  C.  cfc  D.  show  that  the  working 
expenses  of  many  businesses  are  20  per  cent,  of  their  turn- 
over, reckoned  on  the  lowest  possible  scale,  and  therefore  to 
distribute  patents  for  10  per  cent,  or  15  per  cent,  is  com- 
mercial suicide.  Now  I  welcome  a  25-per-cent  profit,  and 
if  "  Jay  Dee  "  has  an  article  which  will  sell  I  ask  him  to 
send  along  full  particulars  to  all  chemists  and  judge  by  the 
results.  Generally  I  find  that  the  maker's  idea  of  reckon- 
ing profit  and  my  own  do  not  tally ;  but  I  invite  the  manu- 
facturer of  any  advertised  article  bearing  25  per  cent,  profit 
to  send  along  particulars,  and  he  shall  have  hearty  co-opera- 
tion by  means  of  window  and  counter  displays  and  personal 
recommendation  wherever  possible  if  the  quality  of  his 
article  warrants  this,  and  he  is  prepared  to  give  an  under- 
taking to  give  this  profit  now  and  in  the  future.

The  £5  Limit  of  "Patents." 

Sir, — Mr.  Jay  Mack  says,  "No  extra  bookkeeping  in- 
volved." The  reduction  of  the  51.  patent  limit  means, 
according  to  the  lower  limit,  the  following  :  If  the  limit 
be  11.,  five  letters  to  open  instead  of  one,  five  entries  of  the 
order,  five  acknowledgments  of  the  order  with  receipt,  five 
envelopes,  five  stamps,  five  parcels  to  be  addressed,  and  five 
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entries  on  the  way-bill.  The  cost  of  distribution  of  five 
parcels  must  exceed  that  of  one  parcel  of  the  same  volume 
sent  in  one  consignment.  A  large  percentage  would  forget 
to  remit  the  cash  with  the  order.  After  a  time  a  certain 
number  of  others  would  be  found  taking  a  month's  credit, 
and  expecting  that  as  a  right,  and  be  angry  at  attempts  to 
insist  on  the  cash-with-order  terms.  Five  persons  to  deal 
with  instead  of  one  necessitates  more  correspondence,  and 
ultimately  more  bad  debts.  The  chemist  who  can  only  buy 
small  lots  must  think  of  the  work  at  his  end — orders  direct 
to  manufacturers,  remittances  direct,  extra  cost  of  carriage, 
all  items  involved  in  the  separation  of  his  orders  instead 
of  sending  them  up  to  the  present  sources  of  supply.

Irish  Iodine  and  Potash. 
Sir, — In  your  issue  of  June  15  there  is  an  account  of  the 
proceedings  at  a  sitting  of  the  Congested  Districts  (Ire 
land)  Commission,  held  on  June  11,  at  which  Mr.  W.  B 
Harrington,  chemical-manufacturer,  Cork,  gave  evidence 
I  was  greatly  pleased  to  find  it  reported  that  this  gentleman 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  manufacture  of  iodine  from 
kelp  in  Ireland  would  be  certain  to  prove  unremunerative. 
This  conclusion  is  of  importance  as  coming  from  a  gentle- 
man of  great  experience  as  a  technical  chemist,  who  had 
formed  it  as  the  result  of  his  own  investigation.  All  who 
are  familiar  with  the  manufacture  of  iodine  in  Chili  and 
at  home  can  support  his  view  that  the  world  could  be  flooded 
with  foreign  iodine,  and  that,  if  necessary,  before  plant 
could  be  erected  in  this  country.  I  regret,  however,  that 
I  am  unable  to  agree  with  Mr.  Harrington  in  his  opinion 
that  the  manufacture  of  potash  salts  from  kelp  would 
probably  prove  remunerative.  The  potash-salt  industry  is 
in  precisely  the  same  position  as  the  iodine-manufacture. 
Stassfiirt  alone  could  deluge  the  world  with  potash  salts, 
and  if  an  attempt  was  made  at  opposition  on  any  scale 
big  enough  to  be  worth  noticing,  these  could  and  would  be 
placed  on  the  market  at  less  than  half  their  present  artificial 
price,  with  results  disastrous  to  latest  incomers.  I  deeply 
sympathise  with  everything  that  can  be  suggested  to  assist 
and  improve  the  industries  of  Ireland,  but  feel  that  in 
anything  that  is  done  success  should  be  pretty  well  assured 
before  money  is  spent.  As  far  as  the  proposal  to  establish 
the  manufacture  of  potash  salts  from  kelp  is  concerned,  it 
is  the  other  way  about,  and  the  result  would  be  certain  to 
have  the  effect  of  discouraging  future  efforts  in  other 
directions.

Sales  Eecord:  Advice  Wanted. 
Sir, — I  have  lately  installed  one  of  Gledhill's  cash-tills, 
with  three  sets  of  cash-columns  for  analysing  one's  returns 
under  the  headings  "  Patents,"  "  Own  Proprietaries,"  and 
''Ordinary  Business."  A  capital  idea,  but  it  is  apt  at 
first  to  cause  some  embarrassment  as  to  classification  under 
the  headings.  The  question  is  where  to  draw  the  line. 
Strictly  speaking,  only  stamped  articles  should  go  under 
the  "  Patents  "  ;  but  if  the  object  aimed  at  is  to  sort  out 
one  s  returns  according  to  the  average  profit  yielded  on 
different  sales,  it  is  fallacious,  for  there  are  many  proprie- 
tary articles  which  pay  no  better  than  patents— e.g.,  cer- 
tain infants'  foods,  disinfectants,  etc.— and  I  soon  de- 
cided to  include  all  proprietaries  in  the  "  Patents  "  column. 
This  method,  however,  if  carried  to  its  logical  conclusion, 
is  apt  to  defeat  the  object  aimed  at,  for  many  small— i.e., 
low-priced— articles  of  everyday  sale  are  proprietaries,  and 
yet  pay  remarkably  well,  such  as  vermin-killers,  headache- 
cures,  nit-killers— in  fact,  all  the  small  lines  which  usually 
sell  at  face-value.  As  a  compromise  I  am  putting  all  articles 
of  the  latter  class  selling  at  6d.  or  less  under  "Ordinary 
Business."  Can  any  of  your  readers  who  are  using  the 
three-column  system  suggest  a  better  method  ?  Any  sug- 
gestions will  be  welcomed  by  Yours  truly,

He  should,  if  possible,  be  consulted, 
but  if  that  is  out  of  the  question  wrap  each  quantity  of 
powder  in  waxed  paper,  sealing  the  ends  with  melted  wax. 
Bromoform. 

Sir, — One  of  our  medical  staff  is  anxious  to  order  bromo- 
form in  2-minim  doses  for  young  children  (hospital  out- 
patients). Could  you  suggest  a  safer  method  of  dispensing 
than  that  of  giving  it  neat,  directing  it  to  be  dropped  on  a 
lump  of  sugar  ?

The  alkali  in  the  Fowler's  solution 
accounts  for  the  precipitate,  and  the  hypophosphorous  acid 
in  the  liquor  suffices  to  prevent  precipitation.]

Amicus  (155/16). — The  "  gTeat  unqualified  "  whom  you  refer 
to  enjoy  the  privilege  of  selling  known,  admitted,  and  ap- 
proved remedies  unstamped  if  they  can  prove  that  they  have 
served  an  apprenticeship  to  a  surgeon,  apothecary,  chemist, 
or  druggist.  We  daresay  many  exercise  the  privilege  now 
who  are  not  entitled  to  it,  but  a  day  of  reckoning  lies  in  the 
future. 

W.  G.  S.  (153/33). — We  think  that  the  word  "outgoings" 
would  be  sufficient  to  render  the  lessees  liable  to  pay  any  claim 
in  respect  of  sanitary  work  required  to  be  done  by  the  local 
authority.  The  fact  that  the  repairing  clause  in  the  lease 
only  requires  the  premises  to  be  left  in  the  same  state  as  they 
were  when  taken  would  not  affect  the  matter  one  way  or  the 
other.

— (1)  Celery  is  used  in  medicine  in  the 
United  States,  chiefly  combined  with  other  drugs,  such  as 
coca,  black  haw,  cascara  sagrada,  and  hydrangea,  as  an  anti- 
spasmodic and  nerve  stimulant.  The  "  National  Formulary  " 
gives  a  recipe  for  "  compound  elixir  of  celery,"  which  we  will 
reprint  if  you  desire  us  to.  (2)  "Dalenster"  also  asks  us  if 
there  is  any  quick  way  of  cleaning  the  coil  of  anti-rheumatic 
rings.  Perhaps  some  of  our  readers  with  experience  in  this 
matter  can  tell  us. 

W.  B.  B.  (Quetta)  (263/1).— Cananga-water.  —  The  only 
recipe  we  have  for  this  is  an  eau  de  Cologne  modified  by  the 
addition  of  oil  of  ylang-ylang,  which  is  prepared  by  the  dis- 
tillation of  the  flowers  of  Cananga  odorata,  Hooker  and

—The  pickle  consists  of  a 
mixture  of  cabbage,  cauliflower,  onions,  cucumbers,  and  bean- 
pods.  The  liquid  is  of  variable  composition,  the  following 
being  the  most  satisfactory  recipe  we  have  been  able  to  find. 
It  can  be  made  thicker,  if  desired,  by  the  addition  of  flour.

The  ingredients  are  6oaked  in  the  vinegar  for  twelve  hours 
and  then  boiled.  The  practice  of  manufacturers  varies  in 
regard  to  the  state  of  division  of  the  spices ;  as  a  rule  the 
pepper  and  allspice  are  used  whole,  the  other  ingredients 
being  finely  powdered  or  pulped.  It  is  also  a  practice  with 
some  makers  to  add  a  sweetening  ingredient,  such  as  treacle 
or  saccharin. 

D.  S,  TP.  (147/30).— The  way  to  protect  the  washing-block 
is  to  invent  for  it  a  distinctive  name,  and  register  the  name 
as  a  trade-mark.  The  title  you  suggest  would  only  be 
accepted  as  part  of  a  design.  Instructions  for  obtaining 
trade-marks  are  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  or  you  can 
get  it  done  through  one  of  the  trade-mark  agents  who  adver- 
tise in  the  C.  &  D.  and  C.  &  D.  Diary. 

Vet.  (140/45).— (1)  To  Stain  Brown  Harness  Black.— The 
preliminary  treatment  consists  in  cleaning  the  leather  with 
benzine  and  then  treating  it  with  an  aniline-black  solution 
(see  C.  &  D.,  April  6,  p.  534),  or  repeated  alternate  brushings 
with  the  following  liquids,  allowing  the  one  solution  to  dry 
before  applying  the  other  :

X  Y.  Z.  (140/64).— Acidity  Peli  -ETS  for  determining  the 
acidity  of  milk.— These  were  patented  in  1890  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Stokes,  the  Paddington  analyst.  Each  pellet  contains 
0.212  grain  of  dry  sodium  carbonate  which  has  been  previously 
moistened  with  a  saturated  alcoholic  solution  of  phenol- 
phthaleih.  The  alkali  is  diluted  with  starch  or  milk-sugar 
and  lightly  compressed.  Ten  cubic  centimetres  of  milk  is 
placed  in  a  test-tube  and  one  bv  one  pellets  dropped  in  and 
crushed  until  the  milk  turns  a  decided  pink.  The  number 
required  to  give  a  peimanent  pink  shows  the  acidity  in  tenths 


per  cent,  of  lactic  acid  in  the  sample  taken.  The  Dairy 
Supply  Co.,  Museum  Street,  London,  W.C.,  supply  the  pelletB.

M.P.S.  (142/11).— Pharmacy  in  India  and  China.— The  chief 
duties  of  chemists'  assistants  (with  Minor  qualification)  in 
these  countries  is  to  receive  European  and  other  customers, 
sell  them  as  much  as  possible,  and  superintend  the  work  of 
the  native  dispensers  and  assistants.  You  may  reckon  upon 
the  cost  of  living  being  from  50  to  100  per  cent,  more  than  in 
England,  but  this  is  greatly  a  matter  of  personal  disposition. 
Food  is  very  much  cheaper,  and  so  is  service ;  but  Englishmen 
abroad  who  insist  on  eating  and  drinking  what  they  have  been 
accustomed  to  at  home  must  pay  for  it.

A 
suitable  polish  of  this  class  is  obtained  by  adding  aniline 
bronze  to  base  made  by  dissolving  resin  4  oz.,  shellac  8  oz.,  in 
a  gallon  of  methylated  6pirit. 

E.  H.  H.  (143/56). — Tasteless  Drug  used  for  Curing 
Drunkards. — It  has  been  suggested  that  6mall  doses  of 
powdered  ipecacuanha  or  traces  of  emetine  administered  in 
beer  give  in  time  a  distaste  for  that  beverage. 

TP.  A.  B.  (144/1). — (1)  Luminous  Paint. — The  various  recipes 
for  this  were  last  given  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  June  3,  1905,  p.  859. 
We  believe  you  will  obtain  luminous  calcium  sulphide  from 
makers  and  dealers  in  fine  chemicals.  Balmain's  paint  is 
still  obtainable.  (2)  Mahogany  Stain. — The  piece  of  bleached 
mahoganv  should  be  first  stained  with  a  spirituous  solution  of 
dragon's-blood  and  then  again  French  polished. 

J.  E.  S:  (141/11). — Your  second  letter  makes  it  obvious  that 
ferricyanide  of  potash  was  required  when  "  carburet  of  iron  " 
was  asked  for  as  an  ingredient  in  a  photographic  intensifier. 

TP.  P.  S.  (140/1). — Copies  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Londi- 
nensis,  1788,  are  priced  at  about  10s.  in  second-hand  book 
dealers'  catalogues.  Such  works  are  collected  by  medical 
men  and  chemists  as  professional  curiosities,  and  if  your  copy 
is  in  good  condition — clean  ancT  edges  uncut — you  might  get 
a  better  price  than  what  we  have  indicated. 

TP.  S.  TP.  (140/91).— Massage-cream.— A  good  method  of 
preparing  tho  casein  massage-cream  was  given  in  an  article  by 
a  lady  pharmacist  in  a  recent  number  of  the  "Druggists' 
Circular."    The  formula  is  as  follows  : 

Casein   100  grams 

Boric  acid    20  grams 

Cocoa-butter       _   10  grams 

Solution  of  carmine    a  sufficiency 

Essence  of  almonds        ...       ...    a  sufficiency 

Rub  the  carmine  solution  with  the  casein,  add  the  borio 
acid,  and  then  the  cocoa-butter  previously  melted.  Finally 
add  the  perfume. 

In  regard  to  the  casein  to  be  used  it  should  be  prepared  by 
precipitation  with  magnesium  sulphate  and  alum.  The 
method  given  is  this — 

Heat  the  milk  to  about  120°  F.  For  each  500  c.c.  of  milk,  add 
50  grams  of  magnesium  sulphate  dissolved  in  warm  water  (a 
saturated  solution) ;  and  set  the  combined  solution  aside  for  an 
hour,  or  less.  Again  heat  to  130°  or  a  little  higher,  and  add 
5  grams  of  alum  dissolved  in  hot  water,  and,  if  necessary,  con- 
tinue the  heat  a  little  longer  until  the  casein  is  entirely  separated. 
It  is  not  well  to  let  the  temperature  rise  above  145°  F. ;  but  this  i« 
the  only  case  in  which  a  temperature  of  this  high  degree  will  still 
yield  a  soft  curd.  Wash  the  precipitate  in  several  waters,  and 
press  dry.

An  Old  Handbill. 

This  is  another  example  of  how  our  forefathers  in  phar- 
macy advertised.  That  the  advertisement  (issued  in  the 
'thirties)  was  not  ineffectual  in  this  case  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  the  business  is  still  in  existence.  The  handbill 
was  issued  by  Mr.  Edward  Hart,  the  founder  of  the  busi- 
ness, soon  after  he  commenced  in  1830.  After  his  decease 
in  1876  Mr.  C.  D.  Hart  carried  on  the  business  until  1902, 
when  Mr.  H.  G.  Pattison  (who  had  been  with  Mr.  Hart 
six  years  as  assistant)  purchased  it.  The  only  things  about 
the  shop  that  has  been  altered  during  the  three-quarters 
of  a  century  is  the  number.  It  was  8  in  the  old  days, 
now  it  is  7.  The  leading  lines  in  1830  are  worth  notice. 
They  were  spices,  pickles,  and  similar  articles,  as  well  as- 
horse  and  cattle  medicines,  which  are  still  a  feature  of 
the  business.  The  shop  contains  some  fine  old  Georgian 
syrup-bottles  and  ointment-jars.

THE  roll  of  fatalities  by  poisoning  for  the  past  week 
numbers  eleven  victims.  "Suicide"  was  the  verdict 
in  six  cases,  "  misadventure  "  in  three.  "  felo-de-se  "  in  one, 
and  the  others  were  indefinite.  Laudanum  had  three  vic- 
tims—Norman Preston  (59),  an  ironmonger,  of  Holloway 


Road,  London;  James  McGuinness,  a  Felling  tradesman; 
and  the  ten-months-old  baby  of  Frederick  Barnes,  a 
Nottingham  lace-manufacturer.  At  the  inquest  on  the  child 
it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  the  mother  gave  it  some 
cordial  she  had  obtained  for  her  own  use  from  Mr. 
John  Wildgoose,  chemist  and  druggist.  Alfreton  Road, 
Nottingham.  The  bottle  was  labelled  "  infants'  Cordial- 
Poison,"  but  there  were  no  directions  for  dose,  and,  seeing 
it  labelled  "  Infants'  Cordial,"  the  mother  stated  that  she 
thought  she  was  safe  in  giving  the  baby  a  teaspoonful.  I  >r. 
Smith  stated  that  death  was  accelerated  by  narcotic  poison- 
ing. The  cordial  contained  opium,  and  a  teaspoonful  was  a 
dangerous  dose,  particularly  to  a  child  so  weak.  Mr.  Wild- 
goose  said  a  teaspoonful  of  the  cordial  would  contain  about 
one-sixth  of  a  grain  of  opium.  He  did  not  put  the  dose  on 
because  the  teaspoons  or  tablespoons  used  by  people  varied 
so  much.  He  usually  told  customers  the  dose  verbally.  A 
few  drops  was  sufficient  for  a  child.  The  Coroner  (Mr. 
C.  L.  Rothera)  said  it  was  an  injudicious  practice  not  to 
put  the  prescribed  dose  on  the  label.  In  returning  a  ver- 
dict of  "Death  by  Misadventure"  the  jury  expressed  the 
opinion  that  in  all  cases  the  dose  should  be  explained  on 
the  label. — Robert  George  Norgate,  a  gamekeeper  at  Wrox- 
ham,  was  poisoned  by  drinking  inadvertently  an  arsenical 
weed-killer.  In  directing  the  jury  in  this  case  the  Coroner' 
(Mr.  H.  R.  Culley)  said  that  persons  using  anything  dan- 
gerous, like  poison,  must  exercise  a  certain  amount  of  care 
and  caution,  "  such  a  degree  of  caution  as  to  make  it  impro- 
bable that  any  danger  or  injury  should  arise  from  it  to 
others." — Margaret  Ellen  Davies  (35),  of  Bolton,  and  Mary 
Ann  Laura  Bodle,  of  Hinckley,  each  committed  suicide  with 
carbolic  acid. — Harry  Young,  of  Birmingham,  became  de- 
pressed through  being  out  of  work,  so  he  poisoned  himself 
with  morphine.  Another  out-of-work  tragedy  occurred  at 
Battersea,  where  Thomas  Annison  Colley  (42)  poured  spirit 
of  salt  into  beer  and  drank  the  mixture,  with  fatal  results. — ■ 
' '  Felo  de  se "  was  the  verdict  on  James  William  Chenery 
(28),  an  actor,  out  of  an  engagement,  who  poisoned  himself 
with  oxalic  acid  on  the  Albert  Embankment. — "Poison" 
unnamed  was  taken  by  Florence  Craig,  of  Shields. — At  Idle, 
Elizabeth  Wilson  (37)  poisoned  herself  with  salt  of  lemon.

New  South  Wales. 

Preservatives. — At  the  Glebe  (Sydney)  Police  Court 
on  May  14,  fines  were  inflicted  for  selling  cotton-seed  oil  as 
Lucca  oil.  There  were  also  fines  in  two  cases  for  selling 
raspberry  syrup  containing  free  phosphoric  acid  to  the 
extent  of  0.58  per  cent,  and  0.35  per  cent.  Another 
defendant  sold  a  bottle  of  Bengal  chutney  containing 
salicylic  acid  to  the  extent  of  9.3  grains  to  the  pound.  He 
was  fined. 

Chemist  Charged. — S.  B.  Williams,  chemist,  769  George 
Street,  "Sydney,  was  charged  on  May  14  at.  Sydney  with 
having  received  between  April-  1  and  24-  201.  worth  of 
chemicals  and  drugs,  knowing  them  to  have  been  stolen. 
The  witness  against  him  was  S.  J.  Sullivan,  a  warehouse- 
man employed  by  Elliott  Bros.,  who  has  been  charged 
with  the  offence.  A  system  of  supplying  expensive  drugs 
when  cheap  ones  were  ordered  was  disclosed — for  instance, 
a  Winchester  of  distilled  water  would  be  ordered,  and  the 
same  quantity  of  alcohol  would  be  supplied,  but  labelled 
aqua  destillata.  This  is  alleged  to  have  been  done  by 
Sullivan  at  the  instigation  of  Williams.  Williams  was 
committed  for  trial. 

New  Zealand. 

Sharland  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Wellington  and 
Auckland,  New  Zealand,  are  offering  21,000  unissued  11. 
shares  as  preference  shares,  entitled  to  a  preferential  divi- 
dend at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent.  The  directors  are  taking 
4,200,  and  other  prominent  shareholders  have  indicated  their 
intention  to  subscribe. 

After  the  Exhibition. — The  following  letter,  written 
from  Christchurch  on  April  22,  was  received  by  a  eucalyptus- 
manufacturing  company  in  Australia  : 

I  was  awarded  a  Gold  Medal  at  the  N.Z.I.  &  1906-1907,  for 
a  collective  of  Medicenes  the  exhebit  include  "Eucalyptus 
Oil,"  I  am  not  prepared  to  state  her  whose  eucalyptus  was 
I  exhibited  but  I  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  as  to 
how  much  you  would  be  prepere  to  allow  me  if  I  Certified 
that  it  was  your  Oil,  that  I  exhibited.  Hoping  to  hear  from 
you  by  returne,  I  am,  yours  truly 

The  signature  was  not  that  of  an  Englishman,  and  the 
orthography  shows  the  writer  to  be  ignorant  as  well  as  un- 
scrupulous. 

Tasmania. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Tasmania  at  the  meet- 
ing on  May  10  had  before  it  a  letter  forwarded  through  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  which  throws  an  interesting  light  on 
the  Medical  Act  of  Tasmania.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
informed  the  police,  in  reply,  that  Danish  oil  containing  a 
small  proportion  of  creosote  could,  in  their  opinion,  only 
be  legally  sold  in  districts  four  miles  from  the  nearest 
chemist  if  it  bore  the  name  of  a  duly  qualified  and  registered 
Tasmanian  chemist.  Mr.  F.  C.  Lange  had  applied  for  regis- 
tration in  Tasmania  on  his  Irish  qualification  ;  but  as  he  was 
not  able  to  produce  a  certificate,  the  Secretary  of  the  Court 
of  Medical  Examiners  stated  that  they  would  be  prepared 
to  accept  a  certified  extract  from  the  Irish  register. 


Denatured  Alcohol  in  France. — According  to  official 
statistics  the  total  quantity  of  denatured  alcohol  consumed 
in  Prance  during  1906  was' 14.409,547  gals.,  against  12,475,1.86 
gals,  in  1905,  an  increase  of  1,934,361  gals.

Transvaal. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Dinwoodte,  wife  of  the  President  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board,  is  shortly  leaving  for  England. 

Fire.— Mr.  A.  Birch,  of  Vereeniging,  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  burnt  out  last  month.  Mr.  Birch,  who  was  formerly 
with  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  at  Bulawayo.  had  been  esta- 
blished at  Vereeniging  for  several  years,  and  much  sympathy 
is  felt  for  him. 

The  Price  of  Opium. — A  meeting  of  chemists  was  held 
in  Johannesburg  on  May  31,  with  a  view  to  seeing  what 
could  be  done  in  the  way  of  fixing  a  minimum  selling-price 
for  opium.  There  has  been  considerable  cutting  done  in  the 
retailing  of  this  article  recently,  but  there  is  a  likelihood  of 
some  uniform. decision  being  arrived  at. 

The  Strike  of  the  Band  Miners  has  become  very 
serious,  there  being  now  (May  26)  no  fewer  than  fifty  pro- 
ducing mines  out.  Next  month  business  will  be  very  quiet, 
as  there  will  be  no  big  cheques  to  be  spent  along  the  reef. 
It  is  considered  that  the  miners,  although  they  have  a  very 
genuine  grievance,  have  been  somewhat  hasty  in  coming 
out,  instead  of  waiting  until  the  Government  Commission 
had  inquired  into  the  working  of  the  mines. 

The  Examinations. — The  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board's 
half-yearly  qualifying  examination  was  held  during  the  last 
week  in  May.  when  out  of  eight  candidates  who  presented 
themselves  the  following  three  passed  :  Roelof  Bloemink 
and  Abraham  Caplan.  Pretoria,  and  Robert  Neilson, 
Johannesburg.  In  addition,  two  candidates  holding  other 
Colonial  certificates  were  admitted  to  a  modified  examina- 
tion, and  both  passed.  They  were  Francis  Cathcart, 
Johannesburg,  and  James  Newson,  Pretoria.  It  is  cha- 
racteristic of  the  cosmopolitan  nature  of  the  Transvaal's 
population  that  the  five  successful  candidates  represent  in 
the  order  given  above  no  fewer  than  five  different 
nationalities — viz.,  Holland,  Russia,  Scotland,  Australia, 
and  Natal.  Mr.  Charles  Keir,  the  new  member  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board,  examined  in  chemistry,  both  theoretical 
and  practical. 


A  Stores'  Prtce-iist. — A  price-list  of  "drugs,  dispensing, 
surgical  requisites,  and  perfumery"  has  been  issued  by  the 
Army  and  Navy  Co-onerative  Society,  Ltd.,  which  seems  to 
indicate,  that  the  Society  aro  endeavouring  to  "push"  the 
drug-departmont.  The  list  is  in  an  attractive  cover,  with  a 
view  of  a  section  of  the  Society's  dispensing-department  on 
the  front.  The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts:  one  detail- 
ing prices  of  drugs,  chemicals,  proprietaries,  sundries,  and 
veterinary  medicines;  the  second  deals  with  perfumery, 
toilet-preparations,  and  appliances:  and  the  third  with  sur- 
gical instruments  and  dressings,  invalid  appliances,  elastic 
goods,  belts,  etc.  About  230  pages  are  filled  with  these  things, 
the  wljole  being  freely  illustrated,  while  twenty  pages  extra, 
printed  in  red  ink,  are  devoted  to  "Army  and  Navy"  pre- 
parations. 
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A  New  Managed,. — Mr.  W.  Fox  Clarke,  chemist  and 
druggist,  late  of  Diss,  Norfolk,  has  been  "  Appointed 
manager  of  the  George  Town  Dispensary,  Penang,  in 
succession  to  Mr.  C.  Trim  Johnson,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  who  has  gone  home. 

Java  Indigo. — The  production  in  Java  last  year  shows  an 
enormous  decrease,  the  figures  having  declined  from 
769,993  lb.  in  1905  to  409,419  lb.  last  year.  The  greater  part 
was  sold  to  local  dyers,  while  the  exports  were  principally 
to  Japan.  Of  twenty-six  indigo  estates  in  Mid-Java, 
thirteen  have  stopped  producing. 

Camphor-tariff. — From  May  21  the  tariff  valuation  of 
camphor  has  been  changed — viz.,  refined  cake  from  Rs.  3 
(old  rate)  to  Rs.  3  12  annas  per  lb. ;  partly  refined  cake,  in 
blocks  of  about  13  lb.,  from  Rs.  2  4  annas  to  Rs.  2  12  annas 
per  lb. ;  and  crude,  in  powder,  from  Rs.  1  12  annas  to 
Rs.  2  4  annas  per  lb.  The  import-duty  remains  at  5  per 
tent,  ad  valorem. 

Morphine  in- China. — The  British  Consul  at  Hangchow, 
in  reporting  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  imports  of  opium 
last  year,  states  that  the  increased  use  of  morphine  among 
Chinese  is  partly  responsible.  No  morphine  was  imported 
through  the  Customs,  so  that  it  appears  to  have  been  placed 
on  the  local  market  by  devious  methods.  Steps  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  opium-habit  were  not  taken  until  the  close  of 
1906. 

Botanical. — An  official  memorandum  just  published 
draws  attention  to  the  croton-oil  tree  of  Southern  India  as 
a  new  source  of  gum  kino. — No  cultivation  of  cinchona  has 
yet,  it  is  officially  reported,  been  started  on  private  planta- 
tions in  the  Darjeeling  district,  the  whole  industry,  a  most 
important  one,  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Government. — In 
Southern  India  the  Government  botanist  is  carrying  out  a 
series  of  special  investigations  on  the  grasses  yielding  the 
citronella  oil  of  commerce,  much  confusion  existing  as  to  the 
value  of  the  varieties  yielding  this  product. 

Minerals  in  India. — Last  year  the  Indian  Medical 
Survey  examined,  among  others,  some  old  copper,  lead,  and 
antimony  mines  near  Khozdar,  Baluchistan.  All  the 
minerals  were  reported  to  be  poor  in  quality,  and  to  be  too 
remotely  situated  to  be  worth  extracting  under  present 
conditions.  Among  other  Baluchistan  minerals  magnesite 
is  reported  to  occur  south  of  Wad  in  Jhalawan,  sulphur 
deposits  in  Kachli  and  Las  Bela,  while  large  quantities  of 
barytes  are  also  found  in  the  same  localities.  The  sulphur 
is  said  to  have  been  deposited  by  sulphurous  springs,  and 
is  associated  with  gypsum  and  alumogen — a  compound 
sulphur  trioxide  and  alumina. 

Pharmacy  in  Egypt. — The  Ministry  of  Public  Instruction 
tias  appointed  a  Commission,  under  the  presidency  of  Dr. 
H.  P.  Keatinge,  Director  of  the  Cairo  School  of  Medicine 
and  Pharmacy,  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  question  of 
a  certificate  for  chemists'  assistants.  The  Commission  is  a 
representative  one,  and  consists  of  Dr.  Keatinge,  Professor 
Dinkier,  and  the  following  pharmacists  :  Messrs.  Bahri, 
F.  J.  Denham,  Georgiades,  Hebert,  Reulberg,  and  Moharrun 
Bey.  They  propose  that  apprentices  of  at  least  three  years 
standing  (who  for  some  reason,  such  as  lack  of  the  necessary 
educational  certificates,  are  not  eligible  for  the  diploma) 
shall  attend  a  course  of  classes  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
during  one  year,  and  after  passing  an  examination  shall  be 
granted  a  certificate  of  "  Aide-Pharmacien,"  which  will  give 
them  the  right  of  replacing  the  qualified  chemist  during 
meal-times  and  for  night-service.  The  classes  will  include 
instruction  in  the  necessary  elements  of  chemistry,  botany, 
and  physics  as  applied  to  pharmacy,  materia  niedica  and 
pharmaceutical  legislation,  as  set  forth  in  the  treatise  re- 
cently prepared  by  Professor  Dinkier,  Chief  Inspector  of 
Pharmacies,  with  the  collaboration  of  M.  H.  Ducros, 
of  the  same  department.  On  behalf  of  the  unqualified 
assistants  of  at  least  five  years'  standing  at  the  date  of 
promulgation  of  the  above  regulations,  it  is  proposed  that 
they  shall  be  exempt  from  attendance  at  classes,  and  that 
special  examinations  shall  be  held  for  them  in  the  course  of 
next  year,  by  passing  which  they  will  be  entitled  to  the 
certificate  of  "  Aide-Pharmacien."   This  certificate  is  quite 


distinct  from,  and  is  in  no  way  a  preliminary  to,  the  regular 
studies  for  the  pharmaceutical  diploma.  The  Commission 
is  also  charged  with  the  rearrangement  of  the  course  of 
studies  at  the  Cairo  School  of  Pharmacy  and  the  conditions 
of  examination  for  the  pharmaceutical  diploma;  it  will 
also  be  consulted  as  to  certain  changes  proposed  to  be  made 
in  the  existing  laws  and  regulations  concerning  pharmacy 
in  Egypt. 


Hmertcan  IRotee. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


On  the  Steamer.— The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation is  planning  to  hold  a  unique  meeting  this  year.  The 
members  will  all  take  a  boat  for  the  Jamestown  Exposition, 
and  will  hold  their  sessions  on  the  way  down  and  on  the  trip 
back.  Two  or  three  days  will  be  spent  in  seeing  the  ex- 
position. 

The  "Consolidated  Drug-stores  Company"  is  a  con- 
cern which  has  just  been  organised  in  Boston  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  "a  chain  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  drug- 
stores throughout  the  Eastern  States.".  The  company  is 
capitalised  for  $100,000.  It  looks  as  if  we  might  have  "  com- 
pany pharmacy  "  yet  in  the  United  States. 

A  Doctors'  Drug-store. — The  physicians  of  Wabash, 
Indiana,  have  purchased  a  drug-store,  and  will  conduct  it 
on  the  co-operative  plan.  The  shares  of  stock  in  the  enter- 
prise have  been  scattered  among  the  physicians  in  the 
county,  and  the  expectation  is  that  all  the  doctors  will  have 
their  prescriptions  dispensed  in  their  own  store. 

The  Question  of  Counter-prescribing  was  discussed  at 
considerable  length  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Isew  York 
City  Branch  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Jacob  Diner  seemed  to  express  the  general  consensus  of 
opinion  when  he  declared  that  the  crux  of  the  question 
turned  upon  the  matter  of  diagnosis.  If  a  patient  diagnoses 
his  own  case  and  asks  for  a  remedy,  the  druggist  is 
ordinarily  justified  in  recommending  a  preparation  of  his 
own  ;  but  if  a  patient  gives  his  symptoms  and  asks  the  drug- 
gist what  to  do  and  what  to  take,  then,  in  the  interests  of 
humanity  and  of  professional  courtesy  alike,  he  should 
advise  the  patient  to  consult  a  competent  physician. 

Derivatives. — One  of  the  clauses  of  the  Federal  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  directs  that  certain  named  drugs  and  narcotics, 
together  with  their  "  derivatives,"  must  invariably  be  men- 
tioned upon  the  label  of  any  medicament  containing  them. 
Acetanilide  is  one  of  the  substances  indicated,  and  the 
Government  officials  have  declared  phenacetin  (or  acet- 
phenetidine)  to  be  a  derivative  of  acetanilide,  and  have 
consequently  insisted  that  it  must  also  be  mentioned  on  the 
label.  This  action  has  provoked  considerable  opposition. 
Recently  the  St.  Louis  Chemical  Society  passed  resolutions 
expressing  the  opinion  that  phenacetin  was  in  no  sense  a 
derivative  of  acetanilide,  and  that  it  was  never,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  made  from  it.  It  was  quite  generally  believed  at 
the  meeting  that  the  ruling  was  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
the  law,  and  that  it  could  not  stand  if  it  were  ever  carried 
into  court. 

Sunday  Closing  has  been  talked  about  quite  a  good  deal 
in  the  United  States  during  the  past  few  months,  and  a 
surprising  number  of  druggists  are  shutting  up  their  stores 
for  at  least  a  portion  of  the  day,  not  waiting,  as  they  for- 
merly have,  for  a  universal  agreement,  which  it  is  almost 
hopeless  to  expect.  The  Alumni  Association  of  the  North- 
western University  School  of  Pharmacy  passed  a  series  of 
resolutions  declaring  that  the  long  hours  of  work  exacted 
of  pharmacists  furnished  the  explanation  for  the  present 
scarcity  of  drug-clerks.  This  condition  of  things  was  as- 
serted to  be  unnecessary  and  extremely  unfortunate,  and 
proprietors  were  warned  they  would  soon  find  it  impossible 
to  get  assistants  "unless  they  became  more  liberal  on  the 
question  of  hours  of  service.  The  fact  of  it  is  drug-clerks 
have  really  become  alarmingly  scarce  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  and  radical  steps  are  necessary. 


Spanish  Quicksilver.- — The  exports  of  quicksilver  from 
the  port,  of  Seville  during  1906  amounted  to  1,437  tons, 
against  1,275  tons  and  1,132  tons  in  1905  and  1904  respec- 
tively. 
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Colonial  ano  jforeign  IRews. 

Business  Change. — Messrs.  G.  &  R.  Fritz,  wholesale 
druggists.  Vienna,  announce  that  they  have  amalgamated 
their  concern  with  that  of  Pezoldt  &  Suss,  and  that  the 
business  will  be  continued  as  a  limited-liability  company 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Austrian  Landerbank. 

A  Relief. — It  has  been  established  by  law  that  any 
pharmacist  receiving  an  illegibly  written  prescription  for 
dispensing  shall  not  trust  to  his  skill  in  such  cases,  but 
return,  where  possible,  to  the  doctor  for  distinct  rewriting. 
This  is  an  ordinance  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  of  the 
Duchy  of  Hesse. 

Specialities  in  Austria. — The  commission  appointed  by 
the  apothekers  of  Austria  to  deal  with  all  matters  concern- 
ing specialities  recently  presented  a  petition  to  the  Govern- 
ment requesting  that  a  list  of  the  forbidden  patent  medi- 
cines should  be  furnished  to  every  physician  in  Austria,  and 
the  latter  forbidden  under  penalty  to  prescribe  any  on  this 
list. 

Another  B. P.  —After  1907  there  will  be  two  B.P.s. 
Bulgaria,  which  up  till  now  has  been  content  to  use  the 
Russian  Pharmacopoeia,  has  become  ambitious  and  deter- 
mined to  have  one  of  its  own.  To  this  end  a  Medical  and 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  is  now  sitting,  which  expects 
to  have  a  Bulgarian  Pharmacopoeia  ready  for  publication 
early  next  year. 

Radium-production. — The  laboratory  for  the  produc- 
tion of  radium,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Austria,  which  has 
been  erected  at  the  Imperial  uranium-factory  in  Joachims- 
thal,  is  now  completed,  and  large  quantities  of  uranium 
and  pitchblende  residues  are  being  treated.  The  prepara- 
tions for  the  erection  of  a  curhnus  and  bathing  establish- 
ment to  make  use  of  the  radio-active  mine  waters  for 
medicinal  purposes  are  being  actively  furthered. 

The  New  Danish  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  published,  says 
the  "  Phar.  Zeit."  About  a  hundred  drugs  have  been 
removed,  and  the  following,  among  other  things,  have  been 
included  :  Acetylsalicylic  acid,  adeps  lanas,  absolute  alco- 
hol, sodio-caffeine  benzoate,  scopolamine  hydrobromide, 
eucaine  hydrochloride,  collemplastrum  adhassivum,  cortex 
quillaiae,  ext.  condurango  fluid.,  fructus  sennae,  herba  poly- 
gal,  amar.  c.  radice,  hexamethylenetetramine,  amylene 
hydrate,  sodium  iodide,  codeine  phosphate,  pyrogallol, 
sodio-theobromine  salicylate,  sol.  formaldehyde  (35  p.c. 
HCHO),  sol.  nitroglycerine  (1  p.c),  and  bismuth  subgallate. 

A  Very  Practical  Demonstration  of  the  bad  feeling 
existing  in  Switzerland  against  German  pharmaceutical 
products  was  given  in  the  Law  Court  at  Geneva  recently. 
The  Laboratoires  Sauter,  of  Geneva,  had  purchased 
Pyramidon  in  powder,  which  they  compressed  and  sold  as 
Pyramidon  tablets.  The  Hochster  Farbwerke  instituted 
proceedings  against  Sauter,  on  the  grounds  of  infringement 
of  their  trade-mark ;  but  the  Swiss  apothekers  called  in  by 
the  Court  unanimously  declared  that  they  would  have  done 
the  same  as  the  Laboratoires  Sauter  had  done,  and  that  there 
was  no  offence  in  their  action.  The  Court  decided  against 
the  Hochster  Farbwerke,  and  the  decision  was  received 
with  loud  applause. 

Soap  and  Drugs  in  Turkey. — The  sale  of  British  soaps 
is  increasing  slowly  in  Adrianople,  one  British  firm  having 
a  good  hold  on  the  market.  The  principal  toilet-soaps  sold 
are  French,  with  small  quantities  from  Germany  and 
Austria-Hungary.  The  commoner  forms  of  soap  have  to 
compete  with  those  made  in  Crete  and  Mitylene,  for  which 
there  is  a  ready  sale.  Drugs,  etc,.,  come  chiefly  from  France 
and  Italy,  with  the  exception  of  glycerin  from  Austria- 
Hungary.  ■  British  goods  are  represented  by  bicarbonate  of 
soda,  seidlitz  powders,  and  effervescing  - salts.  Fellows' 
syrup  has  lately  been  introduced,  and  the  demand  is  in- 
creasing. There  is  a  small  but  steady  demand  for  mineral- 
water  bottles,  which  are  entirely  of  British  manufacture. 

Alcohol  in  the  Northern  Austrian  Provinces. — It  is 
understood  that  a  general  selling  agency  is  about  to  be 
established  by  the  alcohol  distillers  of  Bohemia,  Moravia, 
and  the  Austrian  Silesian  district.    A  meeting  took  place 


at  Prague,  at  which  an  association  of  agricultural  alcohol 
producers  was  formed,  whose  output  is  to  be  handled  by 
that  selling  agency.  A  number  of  financial  institutions 
have  sent  in  offers  for  the  financing  of  the  combination. 
The  "  Oesterreichische  Kreditanstalt "  is  mentioned,  and 
a  joint  offer  was  made  by  the  Zirnostenka  Bank  and  the 
Anglo  Bank.  It  was  decided  to  leave  the  question  of  financ- 
ing in  the  hands  of  the  committee.  The  meeting  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  distilleries  whose  aggregate 
annual  output  amounts  to  120.000  hectolitres,  of  which 
60,000  hi.  fall  on  Bohemia,  40,000  hi.  on  Moravia,  and 
20,000  hi.  on  the  Silesian  district. 


German  IRews. 


Combination. — A  union  for  the  promotion  of  the  in- 
dustrial interests  of  German  apothekers  is  about  to  be 
formed.  Preliminaries  have  already  been  discussed,  and 
some  130  phamacists  have  signified  their  intention  of  join- 
ing the  union. 

Raising  the  Standard. — At  the  meeting  of  the  delegates 
of  the  German  Druggists'  Union,  held  in  Danzic  on 
June  15,  it  was  decided  to  petition  the  Government  to 
prohibit  merchants  from  dealing  in  drugs  who  cannot 
prove  to  possess  the  required  theoretical  knowledge.  This 
is  an  old  demand  of  the  druggists,  who  hope  by  this  to 
raise  the  standard  of  the  profession  and  be  more  able  to 
prove  their  reliability  and,  therefore,  justify  their  claim 
to  be  able  to  sell  many  simple  remedies  now  a  monopoly  of 
the  apotheker. 

Locum-tenens.—  Widespread  comment  has  been  caused 
by  the  unheard-of  action  committed  by  the  students  of 
pharmacy  at  the  University  of  Strassburg.  To  all  the 
owners  in  Alsace-Lorraine  they  have  sent  a  copy  of  the 
minimum  tariff  they  have  pledged  themselves  to  adhere  to 
when  acting  as  locum  tenens.  Besides  free  rail  (second 
class)  and  food  and  lodging,  they  demand  (per  day)  :

What  aggravates  matters  is  the  open  declaration  of  one  of 
the  promoters  of  this  tariff  to  the  effect  that  they  had  every 
reason  to  make  use  of  the  awkward  position  owners  are  now 
in  owing  to  the  dearth  of  assistants. 

German  Pharmacy  Bill.— The  Director  of  the  Credit 
Association  of  German  Pharmacists  has  advanced  a  new 
argument  against  the  Government  proposal  of  personal 
concessions  in  pharmacy.  The  Association,  he  says,  have 
observed  how  difficult  it  is  for  owners  to  raise  money  for 
the  repayment  of  loans,  and  how  frequent  failures  have 
occurred  in  the  case  of  existing  personal  concessions,  for 
many  pharmacy  owners  in  Germany  have  had  to  start 
business  on  borrowed  capital.  With  regard  to  the  large 
indebtedness  of  purchasers  of  transferable  concessions,  ha 
says  it  is  all  the  same  from  the  public  point  of  view 
whether  too  much  or  too  little  is  paid  for  a  pharmacy,  foi 
the  quality  of  the  drugs  and  medicines  supplied  is  subject 
to  the  constant  control  of  the  authorities,  the  prices  are 
fixed  by  the  State,  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  fear  of 
inferior  drugs  being  sold  to  increase  the  profits.  As  to  the 
trade  in  proprietaries,  the  demand  of  the  public  compels 
the  pharmacist  often  against  his  will  to  stock  specialities 
and  secret  remedies.  The  granting  of  new  concessions  in 
places  renders  it  more  difficult  for  businesses  already  estab- 
lished to  repay  loans,  and  the  position  is  accentuated  by 
the  extension  of  the  list  of  articles  that  may  now  be  sold 
by  druggists.  Dealing  with  the  question  of  credit,  the 
Director  of  the  Association  declares  that  while  mortgages 
have  been  raised  on  the  guarantee  of  pharmacy  sites  in  the 
past,  the  possibility  of  such  a  guarantee  under  personal 
concessions  would  immediately  cease,  and  that  would  be  of 
great  disadvantage  to  expectant  pharmacy  owners  who 
have  no  money.  It  is  also  urged  that  with  personal  con- 
cessions owners  would  devote  less  attention  to  their 
businesses  than  the  holders  of  transferable  concessions,  and 
they  spend  less  money  on  innovations  and  improvements. 
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Beecham's  Pills. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  27,  Mr.  Justice  Neville,  at 
the  instance  of  Messrs.  Beecham,  St.  Helens,  granted  a 
perpetual  injunction  restraining  Albert  Frederick  Goode, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Erdington,  near  Birmingham,  from 
selling  as  Beecham's  Pills  pills  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manu- 
facture. The  defendant  appeared  by  counsel,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  injunction  and  to  pay  an  agreed  sum  for 
damages  and  costs. 

Iron-Ox. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
June  27,  Mr.  Colefax  said  he  had  a  motion,  in  the  case  of  the 
Iron-Ox  Remedy  Co.,  Ltd.  v.  Standard  Tablet  and  Pill  Co., 
to  restrain  the  defendants  from  passing  off  their  goods  as 
goods  of  the  plaintiffs'.  The  parties  had  agreed,  subject  to 
his  Lordship's  consent,  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the 
action. 

His  Lordship  :  Sui  juris  ? 

Mr.  Colefax  :  Yes. 

Counsel  added  that  minutes  had  been  agreed  between  the 
parties  providing  for  a  perpetual  injunction  and  the  delivery 
up  of  the  offending  labels,  and  the  taking  of  an  account,  and 
there  would  be  an  inquiry  as  to  damages.  The  costs  of  the 
inquiry  would  be  reserved,  but  otherwise  the  defendants 
would  pay  the  costs  of  the  action. 

His  Lordship  :  Very  well. 

Adulteration  Cases. 
At  Greenwich  Police  Court  on  June  27,  Jonah  Milner,  of 
209  Trafalgar  Road,  East  Greenwich,  was  summoned  by  the 
Greenwich  Borough  Council  for  selling  boric-acid  ointment 
which  was  deficient  to  the  extent  of  15  per  cent.  Defendant 
admitted  the  sale  and  produced  a  guarantee  from  the  manu- 
facturers.   The  summons  was  accordingly  dismissed. 

Edmund  Winzer,  of  11  Nelson  Street,  Greenwich,  was 
summoned  for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  deficient  to 
the  extent  of  62  per  cent.  The  sale  was  admitted,  but  Mr. 
Kirby,  who  defended,  objected  that  the  certificate  was  bad 
because  it  did  not  state  all  the  constituents  of  the  article, 
but  only  one  of  them — namely,  ethyl  nitrite.  The  Magis- 
trate upheld  the  objection  and  dismissed  the  summons. 

Alleged  Short  Weight  of  Beeswax. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  27,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Wild,  the  case  of  Hahn,  Vivers  &  Co.  v.  Baxter, 
Hoare  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  disposed  of.  The  plaintiffs,  mer- 
chants and  importers,  of  6  Mincing  Lane,  E.C.,  sued  the  de- 
fendants, wharfingers,  of  Stoney  Street,  Southwark,  S.E., 
to  recover  the  sum  of  11.  for  alleged  short  weight  of  beeswax 
which  the  defendants  should  have  delivered.  Mr.  Hahn, 
mejpiber  of  the  plaintiff  firm,  said  he  bought  seven  bags  of 
beeswax  through  brokers,  and  paid  the  account  against  the 
weights  stated  on  the  warrants.  Those  weights  turned  out 
to  be  wrong,  for  the  reason  that  samples  had  been  drawn  at 
different  times,  and  that  was  not  stated  on  the  warrants,  as 
was  customary.  The  Registrar  said  he  should  like  to  see  the 
contract  upon  which  the  plaintiff  made  his  purchase.  The 
plaintiff  said  he  had  not  got  it  with  him,  and  proceeded  to 
give  evidence  of  the  contract.  The  Registrar  :  By  English 
law  you  have  no  right  to  give  verbal  evidence  of  a  written 
contract.  The  plaintiff  :  It  is  simply  a  question  of  weight. 
The  Registrar  :  Whether  the  question  was  one  of  weight  or 
not  we  want  to  see  the  contract.  It  might  put  you  out  of 
Court.  The  plaintiff,  continuing,  said  he  did  not  think  it 
was  necessary  to  produce  the  contract.  He  had  been  to  the 
brokers  over  the  matter,  and  they  had  referred  him  to  the 
wharfingers.  The  defendants  had  admitted  that  there  was 
some  short  weight.  In  answer  to  the  Registrar,  the  defen- 
dants' representative  said  they  acted  in  such  matters  for  im- 
porters and  buyers  and  their  weights  were  accepted.  The 
warrant  for  the  beeswax  in  question  was  made  out  in  August, 
the  wax  remaining  unsold  for  some  months,  the  war- 
rants remaining  with  them.  The  brokers  in  the 
meantime  drew  samples  to  the  extent  of  9  lb.  They 
(defendants)  had  omitted  to  record  the  fact  that 
the  beeswax  was  9  lb.  short,'  and  when  the  plain- 
tiff stated  that  the  beeswax  was  short  in  weight  they 
discovered  the  error.    Although  they  did  not  get  any  benefit 


from  those  samples,  they  had,  in  order  that  the  plaintiff 
should  not  suffer  any  loss  in  the  matter,  offered  to  pay  the 
plaintiffs  the  value  of  the  shortage,  which  was  refused. 
When  the  summons  was  issued  that  money  was  paid  into 
Court.  They  did  not  wish  the  plaintiffs  to  lose  by  their 
neglej/t.  The  plaintiff  said  that  the  fact  was  that  insufficient 
money  had  been  paid  into  Court.  The  defendants  had  re- 
turned the  average  tare  at  10  lb.,  whereas  it  was  in  fact  14  11). 
The  defendants  had  admitted  that  they  did  not  tare  each 
bag.  The  defendants'  representative  said  the  plaintiffs  had 
bought  seven  bags  of  beeswax,  and  they  (defendants)  had 
turned  out  nearly  half  of  them.  They  employed  an  expert 
measurer,  and  the  combined  weight  of  the  three  bags  pro- 
duced an  average  tare  of  10  lb.  The  plaintiff  said  he  had 
had  to  make  an  allowance  to  his  buyers,  and  he  had  a  letter 
from  them  acknowledging  the  allowance.  The  Registrar  said 
that  the  defendants  admitted  a  shortage  to  the  extent.  6l 
7.i.  6d.,  which  sum  was  paid  into  Court.  Had  it  not  been 
for  that  the  plaintiffs'  case  would  have  been  dismissed,  be- 
cause there  was  no  evidence  to  support  it.  The  plaintiff  .said 
that  the  amount  paid  by  the  defendants  was  not  sufficient. 
It  was  for  him,  therefore,  to  prove  the  deficiency  in  the 
weights,  and  in  order  to,  do  that  he  would  have  to  bring  his 
customers  from  the  Continent.  He  wanted  the  plaintiff  to 
prove  that  the  sum  paid  into  Court  by  the  defendants  was  not 
sufficient. — The  plaintiff  said  he  had  sold  the  wax  at  122*.  6</. 
per  cwt.,  and  9  lb.  short  weight  came  out  at  10s.  6d. — The 
defendants'  representative  said  that  the  plaintiffs  bought 
the  wax  at  90  per  cent,  per  cwt.,  which  came  out  at  9|rZ. 
per  lb.  for  the  9  lb.,  and  they  had  paid  into  Court  Wd. 
per  lb. — The  Registrar  said  the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to 
charge  for  short  weight  at  the  price  they  sold  to  their  cus- 
tomers, and  after  hearing  evidence  by  the  defendants  of  the 
tender,  he  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants,  allowing  them 
18s.  expenses.
